5. Hus far of View, Our ſecond Particu- 
lar is Racemw : The bunch of Grapes, 

*'Tis rendred here by Power, but is underſtood in an 
Excellency, Power cum Priviledgioy, This indeed 
incended as Capme Yotorum. For as he faith, Quid 
voveat dulci alummno ; SO what is it that chy ſoul de» 
fires? [s it Beaucy ? Belive there are no ſuch Roſes 
and Lilies in their Midſummer, as Gods Sons in their 
early Spring. That being true of every member 
which is ſpoken of the body in general, Thou art 
all fair, No deformity; not that of ſickneſs, noe 
that of age, nor ſpot nor wrinckle, Free from all 
defilement of fin, (a brave and high , victorious 
and inſolent Beauty, that ) pure, fair, white and - 
red in his innocence, and in the blood of the Lamb. 
Is it riches? How faint, and cold, and poor a word 
to this that makes a man rich in God ! And rich in 
faith is equivalent to that. For by that is a poor 
wretch under all made Heir to Goq4, who is rich 
overall; and enjoyes ( nottheſe ſhadows of the 
world , bur) thoſe unſearchable riches of Chrift : 
not filthy lucre defiling in the acquiſt,bur fine Gold. 
So that thy adoring Mammon, is but a mockery to 
thy ſoul. It cannot make thee : it may marr, 
it may undo thee ; nor can it redeem or preſerve 
thee, or thou it. For Fool thy ſoul may be ſud. 
dainly ſnatcht away, And then whoſe ſhall thoſe 
things be? Bur if made a man indeed, made for 
eyer, thou muſt be melted aod refined , and new 
made 
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made the Son of God in Chriſt. Thirdly, If long 
life be a bleſſing deſireable : Thiok all chy poſſe 
fing here of all thoſe dreams of the-ſhapes of plea-« 
ſures, ſhaddows can endure but for a vapory mo- 
ment ( ſairh St 7awes: ) but he that believes in the 
Son of God hath everlaſling Life.( ſaich St. Zoby.) 
haves it in full and quiet poſſeſſion by the power of 
his faith : and having named everlaſting life, there 
need no addition of pleaſure , Food, Rayment ; 
yet all cheſe in i5:9ia, even in this life, fulneſs of joy, 


as full as humane nature can hold , yea overflowing 


exceedingly, abounding with all joy and peace in 
believing : which Graces and repleniſhing of his 
Saints boſomes, are therefore in the old reſembled 
by ſaturity,marrow,fatne$, and in the new by man- 
na hid, and living fountains of water, which mixt 
and cuited by the bleeding balm which drops from 
thoſe holes of the Rock , the peirced (ide of our 
Saviour, becomes a cordial and ſoveraign Re- 
ceipt againſt venom ot fin, and poiſon of the Ser- 
pent.

a bY Bra (if our hearts were filled with 
ambitious fires ) to give ſatisfsAion and acqui- 
eſcence. Sons of the moſt high 1 which tile though 
ſome on earth may wear,yet God their Father wears 
it with a difference. Some moſt high among men , 
in their morning and meridian Glory, may be full 
low before the evening. But thy Kingdom is an 
everlaſting Kingdom , T bow O Lord art moſt bigh for 
evermore, With cordial water it is that the Church 
ſprinckles all our hearts when ſhe teaches us to 
pray , O Lord whoſe Kingdom is everlaſting and 
Power infinite. To be Son then to him is a Title which 
arioints us in Grace, az Chriſt in nature above ro ans 
ciOWs 
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fellows of mankind, and in a ſort above Angels. For - 
to which of the Angels ſaid God at any time, Thow, 
art my Son : A Title whereinall Ticles imperial are 
appaled, impoveriſht, loſt or far exceeded. For 1 
can ask as great , orI can think beyond all honour 
ever worn by mortal, But this Gods tells me is above 
Demand and Copitatiun:above all that we are able 
ro ask or think. 

Secondly,1n the notion of Power as it is here ren- 
dred , What a formidable army doth the people 
preſent,and oppoſe to the militant Chriftiaa ? Epb. 
6.14. Principalities and Powers: and then the van- 
rage ground in high places; enough to daunt the 
courage of the ſtoureſt fleſh and blood to encoun- 
ter Legions of ſach ſpirits;yet mark bis orationto the 
ſoldiour, v*rſe 11. My Brethren, Be ſtrong inthe 
Lord, ant in the PoWer of bs might.There is a com- 
pleat armour beaten out in Heaven,and we fight un.

Laftly, Fix on what 
the ſchool calls Convenipurins , for a ſurpluſage 
to maketh's Cup o Conſolation brim-full and run 
over, God was tied to no neceſſity abſolute of 
ſending his Son. He could have ſaved us ſome other 
way ; yet this was ſo convenient, that they dare 
think, that if a man had ror faln, yet Chriſt had 
been incarnate for the demonſtration of two things. 
Gods infinite Power and Bounty. His Power was 
n0: manifeſt ſo fully in Creation, becauſe no infinite 
AQ, and his bounteous and boundleſs love, in it 
ſelf apt for Communion, had' not yet come near 
enough 
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enough to his beloved Creature, in that our firſt 
Off-ipring and univerſal Derive of being his gene- 
ration, Then a Chriſt (onvenientizs for man too, 
more ſtcadily to ſaſten and anchor on Chriſt by faith 
and hope ; more to enlarge his knowledge 1n the 
proclaim of «Z5iz here , the Dignity to which 
finfull Aleſh is exalted, and thereby more enflame 
his love, ſa!/tem redawmare , torelove him that ſo 
loved us in Chrift, Now obſerve in this ſecond E- 
dition of Grace and Mercy , in this great work of 
the boly Ghoſt, all cheſe are reprinted and ſealcd in 
good aſſurance by the evidence and earneſt, and 
teſtimony which it gives to the bargain of thy ſal. 
vation, And to conclude this point, As Chrift was not 
ſent till the fulneſs of time , not preſently after the 
fall ; a ſenſe and diſcovery of fins power muſt 
precede,ere we find our need of his powerful blood; 
and man firſt ſent to reaſon, and to the Law under 
School-maſters to bring us to Chriſt : ſo the Spirit 
of Grace fal's down in infinite Power, and in ſtrict- 
et Union; and yet performs the work in meaſure 
and by degrees ; which it could do by one Ranſack 
and Deftruion of all ſinand infirmitie at once.

Reftore thy ſoul her native Candor, and ſweetneſs , 
and ingenuity , making thee young and luſtie as an 
Eagle. Make all their eyes that be of a right aerie , 
able by a lively faith to look up and contemplate

my Texc, Let me not loſe you then: Be gathered till

and to live ſoberly. $So then where {obrieey is not 
learnt, the Grace of Chriſt hath appeared in vain 
Then that Caveat of our Saviour which he gave 
even to his own Apoltles , Take beed leſt your hearts 
beovercome with ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs : Why? 
Whats the danger ? and fo that day come upon you 
unwares. My next is that Redoubt and Barricado

jeaceable, gentle, eaſie to be intreated ; who when 
ie Was reviled, reviled not again : nor comes it from 
that Spirit which proceeds from them both; which 
ame down in ſhape of a Dove : it comes the other 
way then: de ſwbter, from the fowl unclean ſpirit ; 
om the Prince of Darkneſs. A dire and dreadful 
apour it is from Hell, that blafts the day and all 
he children of light. But yez ſo welcome is this 
ſpiric to the ſpirit of a meer natural man ( while ix 
lufteth afcer envy and lies ſoakt in fleſh and blood ) 
bat the carnal man Joves it as his own fleſh and 
blood, nouriſhes and cheriſhes it , till wonted once 
and grown familiar, it goes from man to man, and 
from houſe to houſe : — & creſcit enndo, grows a 


foggy, ugly, unweldly and monftruons thing ; and 
D 3 thae* 
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that it fall among a crew of Popn/orum, and gathers 
||| upon multorum & maximorum ; then it ſoon 
poiſons and putrifies, it condenſes and putrifies the 
very air, hurls rotten and killing flanders round 
about the earth, and ſhoots up blaſphemics as high 
as heaven, 

6. We may go another way to work , and ſeek 
theſe blatant beafts, Infamy and Blaſphemy, Slan- 
der and Reproach, and find them all concentred in 
St. 7ames his world of wickedneſs, and a fitter 
Cencre can never be , for as in this great world we 
have infinite atomes, feathers and duft flying aloft, 
but maſſie and drofſie things fink downward to the 
centre of the earth. So in this Kiors & Sining, we 
have ftore of in*« 714p0:172, light and vain and 
fooliſh words upon the wing ; but till the moſt fil- 
thy, the mineral, and viſceral, and inteftine, the 
baſeſt and heavieſt dregs, and lees, and tartar, the 
drofsieft and loweft ftuF, even as low as the bottom- 
leſs pit, that which ſhowes man likeft and draws him 
neareſt to the Devil, is this Deviliſh part #nd price 
of epprobrium, 

7. Thus having fixt upon this Centre, fee if the 
Text will farniſh ont a Circumference ; and here are 
choice materials; for of whom ſpeaks the Prophet 
this? of bimſelf , or of ſome othes ? of himſelf 
and yery many other. We are told this P/al/m and 
the former were made by two Brothers, Ethan and 
Heman , and by them caſt as two Molds of Prayer 
both in private difficulties, ( for which the former ) 
and in publike aflition , or ſubverſion of the Re- 
publike, in which this Pſalm is the pattern : both 
prepared to warn and arm Gods people of and 
againſt 
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apainft dangers ; and both applicatory to Chriſt 
and his Church in all ages. I told you Opprobrinm 
would draw to it all the matter, and takein all 
the perſons in the Text : and more ( it ſeems ) 
then I conceived to be chere'n contained ar firſt; for 
now we may include all che Lords ſervants at large; 
and then all his Chiefs, Dav:d,and every anointed of 
the Lord ; and then the Lord Chrift Jeſus himſelf, 
and God in his unſpeakable name of Fehowvah too. 
this Circumference will embeliſh cur skeme; and yet 


as high, and holy,and heavenly as theſe perſons are, 
fr, 8 chey may be vexc andendangered by this malady ; 
be BF all infefted or offended from this Centers 
a 8, Nor poſlible ! Is this in the power of Po. 


pulorum ? Nhat Sling, What Engine, What Or- 
dinance have they to ſhoot as high es Heaven? The 

Sun can dart a raie down through the bowets of the 

earch; The Dog-itar fling pernitious defluxions ; 

But theſe Caniculars that grin like a Dog, and run 

through the City , can they from a throat, like an 

apen Sepulcher, vent ſuch a fieam, ſuch a rave- 

nou; and deftraive vapour as will kill at chat di- 

ſtance 2 Should Earth ſwell out into 10000 Te 
nariffs, they could not bore the moon ; Earths 
ſhidows run into nothiog before they reach che 
Sun. What earth-born people then ſo malignant 
to produce a plague ſo powerfull > Y ou have heard 
of a pzople ſowen in the duſt, and which grew up 
from a Dragons teeth , *cis chus far true. The race 
of Po?ulorum maximoruw, and all came fromthe 
Daft; which is the Serpents food ; and we are all 
the worſe to this d?y for the Serpents tooch in the 
forbidden fruit; and workt of all for the Serpents 
ah, D 4 tongue 
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tongue in the firſt tentation : for there and the nce 
this ſpreading poiſon was inſtilled; As he was a Mur- 


derer, ſoa Lier and Slanderer from the beginning ; 
even Inimicus tuus Domine, Satan, The Arch- 
- enimy that blafted, and diſordered, 8nd defiled both 
waxce and wizzriewn ſoon after they were made ; 
There's opprobrium ab origine: Thence all ſlanderers 
may count their Pedigree. For the devil infuſing 
this venom into thole Giants, enflamed them to 
che ſcaling of Foves Throne : or if not thar,we will 


believe the Scripture , that if Nimrod the mighty 


light upon a rout of Popwlorwm, ſuch babling and 
bawling ſots as he found in Shizar , all of one 
lip, Gen,11.T. theyin their wicked conſpiracy , 
(ſoitis called ) Ws/4d.10.5. would ſoon be ar it for 
a City and Tower unperiſhable. Make it of Brick 
incombuftible ; and for drowning they'l take order 
with the Almighty, for the top ſhall reach co Hea- 
ven. 

9. So deduce Opprobrium from the old Dragon 
toa Serpentine, Cadmean, Nimrodian race of Gi- 
ants , mixt of Popalorum and Iaximorum t0O : 
And what ſhamefull work will they make ! a mad 
work indeed, even a world of wickedneſs ! time to 
took to the Circurmference 1 For if theſe have all 
one language, concur in voting for a new frame , 
and have a mind to be towring aloft , nothing will 
ſtay them , but Sidera feriam, Þ ero ficut Altifi» 
ww then ; chat*s reaching Heaven right, but the 
wrong way : for they are not at Heaven yet. Such 
a piece of workin hand : and they bragged of a 
mountain-birth, But 2uid exit > You know who 
blaſted the buſineſs by a confufion firſt , nt 

uſion 
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fuſion and diſperfion afterwards ; and obſerve the 
joft recomper:ce, the Sentence ex ore tuo, Nequan | 
Their babling to marr their building ; their own 
tongues to make them to fall, fall out, and fall 
off; no longer able co ftand to their great work, 
becauſe unable ro underſtand one another. 

10. But for all that ſundring at Babel , ſoderd 
again we find them inthe Text. This Generati- 
on of Nimrod, Belus let him be, and theſe right 
ſons of Belial; for no yoak will hold them : tor 
obſerve this confluence of Omninm Populorum 
Maximorum ; and tind 749; datum ſcelers , & ex 
plebiſcitis & Stnatus conſultis ſeelera exercentnr ;; 
all exceeded. When mens hands are once art liber- 
ty, ( no King in ?/-ae! ) why then every man doth 
what ſeems good in his. own eyes; and ſo here,when 
their rongue*s once looſe, the Lords anointed ſhall 
be reproacht. The Lord himſelf blaſphem'd, And 
what Lord ſhall controul them ? ſo floars the 
(hip withont an Helm ; fo flings the horſe withour 
a Bridle, and ſo their rongues run madding through 
the world far worſe ; fo that the Apoftle y fames 
cries it thrice, Fire, Fire, Fire! How*gceat a 
miſchief comes of this F:re ! ſetting on tire the 
the courſe of nature, and is ſet on fire of Hell : 
thirher ſtill it brings us you ſee,this unruly evil , full 
of deadly and diveliſh poiſon, all contraR in this 
Malady, all concentered in opprobrium. 

11, But be this poiſon of Pops/orum never (0 
noxious, and thoſe that ejaculate never ſo mighty; 
What are theſe all to the Almighty, theſe Maximi 
tohim? Chriſt is opt. wax. Shall Zebovsb ſuffer 


by ſuch a Typhan ? or Ig; be liable to ſucks 
| aſperſion? 
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aſperſion ? No, Inimici rms Domine ſhall not be able 
to do this violence to thy anointed David , nor 
move a tongue to infeſt the meaneft of thy ſer. 
vants, This is indeed the point under tryal ; for 
all this ſeems aſſerted in holy Scripture. 

I. Firft, Serrs are /ervats ; They ſhoald indeed 
be ſure to be pelced, and duſted, and floned from 
this Center , painted with infamons ſpots and 
tokens of this plague intheir boſom , but for 7e- 
hovah here, a good Domine that bath choſen, and 
though not quite taken chem our of this preſent 
evil world, yet as good, for they uſe it as if they wſed 
it not ; their Converſation is 1n Heaven , and them- 
ſelves within three ſteps. In Eph. 2. He hath quick: 
ned us together with Chriſt, and bath raiſed us toge- 
ther, and made ns ſit together in heavenly places in 
(briſt Jeſus : Andis not that high and aloof, far 
and free from O pprobrizum ? 

2. Nextis David the Lords anointed ; his body 
ſecured in the Sepulchre, and this Monſter is no 
Hyena, — Paſcitur in vivic. His immortal 
part is mbunted not on Doves, but Angels wings, 
and paſtthe clouds and ftorms of Populorum here, 
hath met thoſe acclamations on mount Zen, and 
made one of that innumerable company, the gene. 
ral Aſſembly and Church of the firft-born, among 
the Spirits of juſt men made perfe&t,and in a King- 
dom that cannot be moved ; all this in Heb, 12.22, 
233- So David himſelf is free body and ſoul from 
the firife of tongues ,and left above this world of 
wickedneſs. 

3. Much more is Davids Lord advanced: /et on: the 
vghbt hand of his Father, all his enemies a his 
o0t- 
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foot-ſtool, far above all Principalitios and PoWeys ,, 
and at his coronation all knees have bowed,and all 
tongues confeſſed that Jeſus is the Lord to the glory 
of God the Father. 

4. And for God the Father, What can Opprobrs- 
um do to him? The Lord is King, be the people never 
ſo impatient, the earth never ſo unquier. God 
that is very bigh exaſted, higher then the higheſt, 
far aboue all Gods, above all men ſure, out of their 
reach ; *cis he too that can ftill the raging of the 
waves , and the madneſs of the people. If the 
Frenouerwnt be never ſo loud againſt the Lord, and 
apainft his. anointed, He that fits in Heaven ſhall 
laugh, The L1rd ſhall have !hem in deriſion. 

And now where is Datids Petition ? What is 
become of our Circumference ? Servi, & Chr;- 
ſims Domini, & Jehowih, all free from Oppro- 
brinm ? nay never a one of all theſe for all 
this ; begin with the bigbeſt firſt, and if this Mon- 
ter ſet on Fehovahb, Alle in his face, be will ſure ſpare 
none of the reft. | 

1. And we need not £0 far for proof ; they 
corrupt others, and ſpeak of wicked Blaſphemy ; 
rheir talking is againſt the moſt high, they bla(- 
phem thee dayly, ſaith David , even weeping ripe 
that God would not redreſs and repreſs thoſe Blaſ- 
pbemies. We need go but to this very Text, Remeww» 
ber it O Lord, thy enemies bave blaſphemed thee , we 
need not ſo much. Alas 1 We cannot ſtop our 
ears againſt words cloathed in death, and jeafts fl- 
mine dignos, and thoſe execrable Oaths and Per- 
juries for which the land mourns, ſpent in deſpighe 
of God and of bis Prophets flying roul , fullpf 
[2 plagues 
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plagues againſt ſuch Swearers who yet roul on, and 
roul out their hours in helliſh Blaſphemies , as if 
they practiſed here againſt their coming thither. 
No wonder then if earchly Gods put up, and bo- 
ſome many and mighty ceproaches' and abuſ:s, 
when it is here upon Record,and evidence too much 
everywhere , of this Crimen leſe ajeſtatis as 
high as Heaven. 

2. Next for Chrift Jeſus, Purſae his ſtory but 
from his Baptiſm ; for all che opening of Heaven, 
and the Doves deſcent, and his Fathers atteftation 
coming among his own , How did they receive 
him ? Not as the Lord Meſſiah, but as a Meſſiah 
in mockery; ſo they anointed him with ſpittle,made 
him a Crown of Thorns, and a Scepter of a Reed; 
buc theſe were rude and rough Souldiers, What 
was Vox populi ? a Deceiver, a Madman. a Glutton 
and a Wine: bibber,a friend to Publicans and ſinners. 

What ſaid 1ſaximi ? why the more good he does , 

the more evil they ſpeake of him, Doth he heal 
on the Sabbath day ? they vote it illegal : He is 

a licencious perſon, a Breaker of the Sabbath 

ftraight , yea his very Yertwes were convitiate , his 

great and ftupendions Miracles blaſphemed. He 
caſts ous Devils by the Prince of Devil's; and theſe 
were his paſſive Diurnals and his Annals, his Chro- 
nicles,and his Panegyricks ; with theſe Dice did they 
devour, till altogether reſounded that bloody Epi- 
phogema of Crucifige ; nay upon the very croſs 
was that verified, aſcornof men, and out-caſt 
of the people. All that ſee me, laugh me to ſcorn: 
They ſhootout their lips, and ſhake their heads, 


ſaying, Ho trufied in God that be wonld deliver _ : 
LET 
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Let Lim deliver him if be will bkave b'm: But Chiift 
is now in Heaven, and Opprobrium cannot hunt, 
or hurt, or hurle Aſperſions thither : yes certain- 
ly; For as (aivin and Tremellins both will have 
the Text underftood of thoſe Scoffers which while 
the Church of God expeted a ſab, derided 
then that expeRation : lo a new brood in St Peters 
time we read of that cried, Where is the Promiſe 
of his ſecond coming ? and Teachers he foretels , 
( and we bave heard of ſuch Teachers in our time ) 
damnable Teachers, denying the Lord that bought 
them , and too many following their pernicious 
way ; by reaſon of whom the way of Truth, and in 
that, he who is the Way :indthe T7 u'b,are blaſphe- 
med. And St. Pawljaith, lewd and deboſhr Chri- 
ſtians crucifie again the Lord of Glory , make a 
mock of him, and put him co an open ſhame. See 
now if any David can look to rife or ſet to finiſh his 
courſe without «pprebriums, when this Giant ad- 
venturous purſues, and would vomere i» ſinum ( as 
far as bis Hel-hound congue can ftrerch poiſon ) the 
Glory of Chriſt Jcſus himſelf at bis Fathers righr 

hand in Heaven. | 
3. David ſhall confeſs it for himſelf; My ene. 
wits revile me all the day long ; are mad upon me, 
ſworn together againſt me,with tongues like Serpents, 
poiſon of «Aſps and Aaders under their lips ; theſe 
of the Populorum. The baſeſt dregs of the Rab. 
ble; Abje&s, Drunkards, Dops, and a dead Dog, 
and ſome of the mighty too , too mighty for him, 
To theſe add Shebars (Uamorg, virum, Clangorg; 
Tubarum ; and for boſom injuries ( beſides thoſe 
of his kindred ) his qwn bowels, his own ard 
is 
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bis own fleſh , bis own wife gave him bis hand full, 
and his boſom full of opprobriuw. Tis true, Da- 
vids ſoul is now in Power and Glory : but yet he 
ftands here for all his fellows, all thatare made ſo 
much more excellent then their Brethren of man- 
kind, as they have obtained a more excellent name 
then they , and that name is bere, The anointed, 
and all ſuch may glaſs themſelves in Davids ſuffe- 
rings , and find that a true Maxime among his 
Maxims, Benefacere & male audire Regium eff ; 
Reproache and abuſed oftentimes by thoſe,to whom 
they have been moft gracious and greateſt Bene- 
fators. This raiſes a (ſhallow brook of Diſobe- 
dienceto a foul deep ſea of Rebellion : for fuda 
made really rich by his Mafters bag to run over to 4 
company of wicked Elders with his 2 id dabits: ? 
for the Viper which came out of Pax/s bundle of 
ſticks,and now grown warm,to hang upon his hand: 
indeed no harm was done, he flung the Viper into 
the fire. But ſocould not Davsd be rid of the 
Serpent in his boſome : here that ſtung him tothe 
hearr, Thou of my counſel ; we took ſweet coun- 
ſel rogether , of the ſame Profeſſion : we walkt 
in the houſe of God as friends, Thou my familiar 

friend: ——— Hi: niger eſt : bunc tu Britanxe 

cavero, 

4.Thus far its carried againſt Jehovah, Chriſt Jeſus, 
the Lords anointed : and then be ſure it will take 
in Chriſtians too. Tris the lot of all Gods ſervants, 
all chat will live godly in Chrift Jeſus, muſt ſuffer 
this ſcourge of tongues, For the lofty Poplars will 

(head their venemous fel-dews 0n Robur and Ce. 


dar , and Palms planted in the houſe of che Lord. 
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The lying lips will craelly , diſpitefally and diſdain- 
fully ipeake againft the Righceous. Our ſouls 
and Boſoms muſt be filled with the ſcornſull Re- 
bukes of the wealthy and mighty, and with the 
deſpitefulneſs both of the proud and ignorant. Thus 
this Monſter tramples on God and all good men , 
and drags them at the heels, preſſes upon Ye/t3gia, 
their footſteps : ſo this firſt in David, and then in 
Chri/t himſelf. ; 

1, David firſt, Though a man worth thouſands 
of them, whoſe heart was not haughty , nor his 
eyes lofty, but walkt uprighcly before them, and 
led chem as a faithfull Shepheard, and walker not 
( for ſothe wordis) in things too great, or too 
high for him ; but ſo behaved, ſo quiered his ſoul 
414 child that is weaned of his Mother , ruling 
july over men in the fear of God , like a light of 
the morning , of a morning without clouds , and 
- had many clouds and duſty ſlanders raiſed upon 

is Veſtigia, his footſteps, upon his flittings and re- 
moves,P/.56.thoughin danger of his life as we know 
he was very often. All chat helpt him in his eſcapes 
fsom Sul, that get him away, even 7onathan re 
proached with perverſe Rebels,2nd ſcarce free from 
the ſtroke of a Javelin, and all that relieve him by 
the way, as «Abiwelech the Prieft, that do but give 
bim bread when ready to ftarve, ( if Doeg the Edo- 
mite may be the executioner of $az/s ordinance ) 
ſhall be ſlain with the ſword, What path, Whae 


ſtep of David: can be free, when even his humble 
Devotions to his God, his faſting and putting on 
Sackcloth, and then his wearing the linnen Ephod, 
and dancing before the Ark, are made a n__ B-- 

3. Dur 
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2. But what ſay we to YVeſtigia Chriſti> Were 
not his feet deadly purfued, not only at the laſt paſs 
when they came afcer him with ſwords and faves, 
but even che coi beftowed upon thoſe bleſſed feer 
counted but waſte ? We find ir his tory he could 
not ſtep abroad for their lying in. wait : the word is 
2»;Zvozu, taken from Hunters, eager on their game; 
ſo they ſoughr ro intrap or to-catch ſome thing 
from him : he could not go to take an entertainment 
at the Table, not walk in the Corts fields, not go 
out to heal, or preach, or do Miracles,? bur fill they 
cavilled ; and ſome deſire him everito be gone,and 
ro depart gut of their Coaſts. 16%F come from 
Nazareth, no good comes from thenee ; if he re. 
move to Cara or { apernaxm,they ask, Why thicher? 
Why Cures and other great Wprky in other places, 
and none in his own Country ? #nd'all the while the 
fault their own. Who thought they were afſtoniſht 
at his Underſtanding and Anſwers,and none able to 
anſwer him a word, yet were they ſtill offended at 
him, and even in that offended, becauſe he was 
nnanſwerable : nay the luſtre of his Grace and 
Gaodneſs, bis remper, and ſweerneſs,and clearneſs, 
diſ-illuftring the higheſt of their Priefts,and Princes, 
and Rulers of the people, being dazled and madded 
with the ſplendor of his Veſt+g5a , the prints and 
proofs, the tracts and evidences of his meekneſs 
and innocence, all along in his ative and paſſive 
, Obedience , when there was-nothing elſe for the 
rooth and tongue of envy, they took indignation at 
his very Yertues; and Pi/ate knew that for envy 
they had delivered bim cg bis Judgement. 


12, And 
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12, And now methinks we have been all this 
while'in America among Negroes, black ſlaves, not 
ſo much $þ an Albus dextris, bur all black-toothed, 
and black«mouthed, and black-rongued,and black- 
ſould pcogh, A generation viperous, and riſing 
firangly from che carth with ſpears and ſwords rioc 
in their han&g, but in cheir mouths.

13. indeed ſome read for «ll the people here, all the 
Myghtyzand if ſo, that will make Infamy yet more 
infamous; and this world of wickedneſs worſe then 
it was. *Tis beſt to hold us to our old belief ; for 
if with Copernicus we turn the skeme, and fo let 
Servi & Rex David, & Chriſtus Domini bimlelt , 
that is, the whole Church militant on cartb (which 
is his Spouſe, his Dove, his dearly Beloved,one bo- 
dy, and one Spirit with Chriſt, and dear as his eyes 
or heart) be under a power of ſuch Populorym 
with the ſway and addition of Maximorum, that is, 
if Might be added to multitude , then will the 
Church of God be but a miſerable Center, when 
thoſe other wheel aloſt and thwart their underli- 
rings like the Zodiaque.

ring their Expurgatory ? for they candoit as faſt 
as Feſnit; or Anababtiſts, That brace of SeRs 
whole Dignity proceeds of themſelves, like thoſe 
Chaldeans in the Propber, and who ſcoff at Kings, 
and Princes are a ſcorn unto them, Hab.1.10. Nay, 
Whar Cure for ſuch mad men as think themſelves 
all Kings, or as the Devil boafts, that all the King- 
doms of the earth are their Doles and D onatives , 
as mad as he that ſate in the haven, and counted all 
the ſhips arriving there his own proper- goods ? 
uch ſots as theſe may have at times ſome Lucida , 
but never continue in one mind. David for a fit 
ſhall be the breath of their Noftrils : they will ſing 
his Glory, and challenge ten parts in the King, Bur 
the Son of Bichri, a man of Belial may turn all this 
with one blaft, and every one of them gone with 
Opprobrium , We have no part in the Son of 7eſſe, 
2 Sam, 20. So one whilethe barbarous people call 
. Sr. 7 a»/ a Murderer, and preſently a God, Gods 
; Ware come down to us in the ſhapes of men : O run 
t Wand fetch Garlands, and let us ſacrifice. All on a 
1 8 fuddain the wind changes, and then this fine ſpea- 
xer Mercury muſt be ftoned.

all upon the cloudy Apennine, This is juſt like pri- 
vate Maſs that's proper Communion, a right Bull , 
to pin down Univerſal in a particular corner, as if 
tothruſt rwenty royal Courts into-one Room; like 
that people, wiſe in their own concen, that to make 
ſure of Conqueſt, pinned and riveted the Goddeſs 
Vicory to their City wals. So theſe Reckoners go 
toit /ilo novo ;the Romane Computation this : and 
it 5a good confeſlion their fat Biſhop Spalate 
makes in all their names, Ecclefiam C atholicam nobiſ+

That houſe fo ill and low ſituate, that none obliged 
to pay or tender ſervice there. g.That*s thedeſolate 
houſe even of Kings { ſaith Job, ) thetrain for- 
ſakes them there, Yer bchold even in that houſe 
as foſeph aud Nicodemus ſpare no coſt of linnen 
cloachs and ſpices, with a mixture of Myrrhe and 
Aloes of an hundred weighre; ſo the two Maries 
faild not with their oyntment and early viſitation at 
the Sepulchre. But as it was 7eh»z eager ſpirit 
that out-ran Peter ; ſo Magdalen, her loving ſpirit

»eſ; by a powerfull FI AT; andthe earth anan 
to emulate heaven by vertue of a Producat. But 
this, This Rare Work the Angels deſire to prie in- 
to, I Pet.1.12.And if we pace along, we ſhall find 
here En:ch walking with God ; Abraham called 
out of UR to another VR , a purer Light : The 
deliverance from Egypt, the Red Sea, the Rock, 
the IM avna, the eArk, the Mevrey-ſeart. And 
here are all the Sacrifices, the Life and Subftance of 
them all, with the Fulneſs and Light of all the Pro- 
miſes and Propheſies;and here is the newTeflamenr.

Will they 
not all be glad at heart to be enlightened by this Ds- 
mints inthe heart of my Text? and will they not 
f:1| down and worſhip before this Lords of "Lords, 
and King of Kings ? For before him all Dominion, 
and all diltintion is loſt , the greareft Monarch in 
his preſence muſt drop his Lilly , and his Lion be 
couckant, As for Biſhops and Arch-biſhops, St. 
Peter tels us. of 'D omixus here ereRing an Arch 
over all, cheir heads, p:y:yuNros 7% dymuninc , 
when that chief ſhepherd ſhall appear , 
1 Pit.5.

CJ know the bounds, or underfland the paths 
of the houſe thereof, 74.38.20? Only the mean- 
ing here is Ignorance ; theſe Ephefans, and all 
Gentiles elſe under a manifold Ignorance, Firft 
Original, which lay on all mankind ; man had a 
Light, but blew ic out with overblowing, and fo 


all left in darkneſs : ox ut Preceptum iran/greſſs 
ſunt, intrinſecus gratia deſerente nudati ſunt, as t. 
Auſtin faith De. Correp. & Gra. c.10. Secondly, 
Darkneſ; of Reftraint, wanting thoſe Aſſiſtances 
which the Jews had for Recovery. 1, Divine Re- 
velation in lively Oracles , and renewing the prime 
Promiſe, by Light whereof Exoch and Noah found 
Grace to walk with God. 2. The Light enlarged 
in the Covenant with Abrabam, a Seal for ſecurity, 
and the Promiſe affixt and pitcht upon his race, 
Wo—nmn— [yg (erm two, 3. Then the Law, aSun 
of Light; yer bad they Prophets too to caſt the 
beam by Interpretation. God dealt not fo with 
any Nation, But there is a third, a wilfull and ob- 
ſiicate Ignorance, fieting down in darkneſs withoug 


Care or Endeavour to riſe up from that bondage, - 
not 
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not improving the rational Light which was left fil 
as the Candle of the Soul. For though we find 
extracts of admirable Light in the Gentiles Laws, 
Inventions, Moral Converſation too ; yet 1n con 
verfione ad Denm , ſo they were Prodigals, and 
miſpent their portion, which St. Paw objeAs to the 
Athenians, A. 17.26, and proves in Row.1.28, 
that by the links and connexion of cauſes, and light 
of reaſon climbing up to God, yet 2x #/baipaczy,they 
liked it not, they lifted not to retain God in their 
knowledge, but wantonly and proudly abuſed the 
Glory of an incorruptible God, by turning it into 
an Image made like Beafts and creeping things ; for 
which fluttiſh dealing, God gave them up coun 
cleanneſs and vile affeRtions, and #s a ixpor v1 , 
a mind devoid of Judgement, utterly dark. And 
whereas wanting the Jewiſh Law, they had yet the 
firſt draught and original wtitteo in their hearts, 
they ſmotbered this light alſo,8& with-beld the truth 
of God in unrighteouſneſs; And by this darkning 
of themſelves, were left (ſaith the Apoſtle) without 
excuſe. So then here is no Light in this Darkneſs, 
but Abyſs ſuptr abyſſum , One Cegree , one vell 
of darkneſs upon another, yer from theſe three 
Regions of Darkneſs, the Reſultance may be a tri» 
ple light tous; That God may be clear when he 
is judged, and we may receive Admonition.

2. Secondly, For the Gentiles ; however in our 
Sayiours line of fleſh and blood, and fo in his ſpiri- 
tual line, men made of his blood by faith ( regiftred 
in that SanRiloge and Martyrologe, Heb. 11.) we 
find ſome intervening of Jew-and Gentile, and find 
beſide thoſe ſages from the Eaft, whom by a Herald 
far he beckoned to his Birth-place, ſome ſprinkling 
in the Goſpel of the woman of Canaas, and Rran- 
ger- Samaritans, Yet if a maſs of them were left 
in darkneſs, ( by wilfull ignorance ) and caſt into 
utter darkneſs, it can be no impeachment to Divine 
Juſtice, becauſe firſt we are not ſure , but thac the 
prime Promiſe of the womans ſeed to bruiſe the 
Serpents head, mighc have been preſerved among 
them, chey being of Adams race alſo, and then 
we are aſſured, Rows. I. that they miſuſed that ſtock 
of natural abilicies, in not only not glorifying 
God aright, but embaſing ( what in them lay } 
the Majefty Divine , and defiliog themſelves with 
all abominations.

Let 
whodare teach Ignorance the mother of Devo»

And that Evengelical Prophe et 
Iſaiah, chiefly in cap.9.2.and c4.49.6, And for the 
Angels, though ſome deny it, yer St. {uſtin, and 
thoſe great names of learning that adhere to him , 
ſay cercainly they knew ir, for they were employed 
{ as they conceive ) to inſpire it co the Prophets. 
(asthe Law is ſaid to be given by Angels ) and the 
firſt Pceachers of the Goſpel in that term were 
Angels. Whereupon the Maſter of the Sentene- 


takes upon him to reconcile che Fathers and others *

Church. Once certain it is, that the plenary Cop- 
nition of the Meſſiah was not till thc fulneſs 6f 
time , and to our queſtion, not till the Paſſion was 
conſummate, and by the Preaching Apoſtolical di- 
late among the Gentiles. Which our Apoſtle 
ſeems to reſolve in his «5s »@v , Eph. 2.5, —— wii 
not made known ( faith he ) as it is now, now that 
it is fully diſcovered by the Goſpel. 


Scruple 2. A Second Scruple or Query is, that 

ſince our Saviour being nailed 
ro his Croſs among the Jews, did afterward remove 
himſelf, Croſs and All to other Nations, and giving 
out a Commiſſion to that purpoſe, did confirm it 
afrer to Petey by a viſion from heaven : Why yet 
did he pronounce Salvation to be of the Jews, and 
ſend hit Heralds firft tothe loſt ſheep of the houſe 
of 1ſrael? The anſwer is enfolded in the objeRion; 
Firft. It was ſent to them, and beginning to preach 
it at Ferwſalem, For thus eAquinas reſolves it in- 
toreaſons, 1.

Arine to-the Gentiles, as Superior Anpels give-the 
Divine illumination to their Inferiors( ſaich the 
School, ) 3. This prevented Cavil in the Jew, and 
lefr ſuch inexcuſable as reje&ted the Counſel of 
God againſt themſelves, 4. Laftly, As it is im- 
plyed that our Saviours victory on the Croſs was 
his purchaſe of the Gentiles, Rev.2.26,27. and 
Phil, 2. His tooping even to the Croſs precedes his 
exaltation, and then a Genuflexion, and univerſal 
Acclamation, All tongnes to confeſs bim, &c. SO 
be miflion of bis Apoftles ro the Gentiles was af- 
ter his paſſion, and a little before it we find in 
ohn 12.24. ſome Greeks defired to fee him, and 
he anſwers ina Riddle , If the grain of wheat die , 
it will bring forth much fruit, which was meant of 
dimſelf, ſaith St. Auſtin; He was todie by the unbe- 
ief of the Fevs, and thento be multiplyed inthe 
aith of all Nations, as we ſee it come to paſs.

in Allegories ; not only finews im the Milk of 
Gods Word, and things in his Words, but ſpread. 
ings and ftrange Rhetorical paſſages , and curtain 
of figures flowing into figures. Where are thok 
Sophiſters, and Grand Seniors, and grave Rabbig 
with their old diſſembled Enfigns of Ignorance, the 
Beard, the Habit and the Title, that will alloy 
men no uſe of humane Learning in diſcloſing Divine 
Myſteries? Is the Grape theretore harſh, becauk 
fuch Strainers cannot reach it? Theology (hall re 
main the crowned Queen of Sciences, but will a6 
mit her Hand-maids to carry keys to ber Cabinets. 
Bnt ere we look in here, be pleaſed to arreit your 
conſideration on the covering of this Ark, thats, 
the Light of Heaven, And as before in Darknek 
ſo here 8pain we are blind with dazliing. How ma 
ny are the opinions of thoſe rowling Torches of 
Heaven , the Sunand Moon ? St. e-£«/5n, andin 
his old age too ( for it is in his Encho. ad Lauren.) 
knew nor whether he might account them toth 
Angels. And for the Lighe, Who (hall rell us what 
itis? When itcomes to our doors , and beat 
upon our eyes, we know not whether it havei 
real Being in the Air,or an Intentional. The firlt, 
the ſecond, both, and neither of both are defended, 
Look into the Microcoſm , and Fiat Lys : ell 
inviſible , no. form, no diftinRion, and all inglori 


#<ens, nor uſe, nor beauty. *Tis Plenitude , the fi 
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Life, Motion, View the Microcoſm,the Light of 
the Body is che eye, and not the Organ fo @uch 
as the viſive Power,the light within, that fics behind 
thoſe Glaſſ-windows with a balance anda file, and 
weighs and works upon the ſhapes of things that 
enter : Bur both theſe Lights are Darkneſs, if the 
Meadiams be not illuminated, if the Air be dark : 
and ſearching the Scripture, though we find not 
what 1t is, yet we find a world of wonders in it: 
Five things imparted, yet remain entire; Knowledpe, 
Vertue, Happineſs, Joy and Ligbt, and this che 
Embleme of them all. No good thing but Light 
takes it 1a by compariſon ; all good things , but ne- 
ver any ill, Wiſdom, Health, Beauty, Food, Joy, 
and Reputation : All the Graces of God, Know- 
ledge, Faith , Love, Hope, Joy , Conſolation ; 
yea the very Glory to come ; all our Joy and 
endleſs Bliſs in that viſion of Light. And if God 
ſhould ask us, What houſe we would make him , 
or to what compare him ? Should we offend in ſay- 
—— ? though nothing reſemble God ex- 
atly, yet ſomething better ſhews how far be is be- 
yond all reſemblance ; and by that Light his Crea- 
tures afford, our admiration of his Incomprehen- 
ſiblencſs may be raiſed higher and higher, and with 
tſo raiſed, our longing after him enlarged. And 
ſure 8s in the works of Grace, none liker God then 
LOVE. . $0 inthe works of Nature, Light, as 
it is the eldeſt, ſo the amiableſt, and the |:keſt ro 
the Father ; and whac the Fathers affeRion 1s to ir, 
we may ſee by bis firſt giving Light ro the Chaos: Ir 
could yield him no delighe(who was the double Pa- 
rent)ſo long as it lay in Night and Darkne(s,and fo ® 
H 2 deep 
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deep in too,that nothing yet was day ; What ted 
chas blindly, could not be pleaſing in his eye who 
is all eye: But wheo it ſaw, the Text ſaith, God 
ſaW that all was good, Doth he not dwell in Light, 
and cover himſelf with-Light, as with a Garment! 
May we not ſay, his Houſe, and Robe, and Eter- 
nal Eſſence are all one boundleſs chriftal lobe of 
Light? Doth not be ſay ſo? God 5s Light the Fu 
ther, the Father of Lights, and the Son is God of God, 
and Light of Light, and the Holy Spirit, as in thi 
wide Engine of the world it 1s an inwardeye which 
moves an1rowls, —— Spiritus in'ss alit. Soin 
our Souls it is the Spirit of 1I[aminations, direRing 
us to that place,where in bis Light We ſhall ſee Light, 
even ſee God face to face, and know him, eves as it 
are kno\vy, I bad notaid ſo long on this,this cover 
here, but that | conceived it might be in our wayto 
diſcover what remains, remembring my Promiſe to 
paſs this part in explanation ; ſo demonſtrating in 
an Ocb, where every part gives Light unto on: 
another. 

Here by the way might be inferred the uſefulneh 
of our ſight, and how we are bound to bleſs Gol 
that enjoy that Comfore. And ſecondly, Hoy 
to compaſſionate the blind that fit in darkneſs, 
conſidering there is no perfe& joy on earth 
without it, no nor in Heaven, it being one of the 
torments in hell, Darkneſs, and contrary to the 
Inheritance of the Saints in Lighr, And thirdly, 
Applying to ſuch times as theſe, Rejoyce in thi 
favour of Heaven, that earthly men cannot 
frain or exciſe the comforts of the Air and Light, 
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But we paſs to our froit it ſelf, the meaning of 
this Grace of our Lord Jeſus Chrift in our reſto- 
ring, veil'd bere under this God-like Creature of 
Light : That illumination which we receive from 
him by bis Spirit, relieving us from our flate ofcor- 
ruption and bondage of darkneſs, and tranſlating 
us into his marvelous Light, and glorious liberty 
of the Sons of God , For you were, &c, — In 
Domino. 

In Domino , For he is Light in the abſtract , 
others by participation; He the true Light, the 
cauſe efficient, who by his beams currents it our, 
and delivers it over to all others. 'Tis in him uni- 
verſally and totally,not now Light, and now Dark. 
neſs, and exemplarily; For all Light uniformly 
and cauſally pra-exiſts in him, as in the ſimple and 
ſupernatural cauſe of all, Laftly, In bim is Ligbe, 
in all the Powers of Light, Expar fon, Renovation » 
Nutrition, Conciliation, and in this power be vouch- 
ſafes it us ; thongh thus co make it ours , itcoft 
him more then making Light at firft ; then be ſpake 
the Word only ; bur here he ſuffered, 41u/ta 1#- 
lit, Sudavit & alſit. But bleſſed be the 
Lord God of 1/-ael, he hath raiſed a mighty Sab 
vation for us in him. Two ways as we are in Do- 
mino, by 7uſtification, andthen, as Dominus in no« 
bu, by Santhficationn, See already for our com. 
fort, Darkneſs of the firſt Adam taken off by a 
double Light in the Second ; Plus addidit medicing 
Chriſt; ad ſalutem,quam infirmitasdetraxit ſanitatsy 
ſaith St, Ambroſe 0n the 12.cap.of the ſecond of the 
® Corigthians, And St. Paw! agrees the 227 44the Gife 
of free. Grace far to. exceed the loſs, Row.5. andy 
H 3 calls 
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calls this dealing of our Saviour, The exceeding 
Richts of his Grace, Eph.2.5. Call it the Miracle, 
and the grand Myfterie ; no words will reachit: 
Call it the Height, its above all ; the Day 
is no ſounding 1t, nor Length, nor Breadth imag- 
nable by our weak ſpirits can ſpan it : Call itthe 
Incomprehenſibleneſs, Namen, the Deity of his 
Mercy to reftore Light and Ability, —— that 
we might have Life, and bave it more abundantly. 
1. ASunanda Moon for day and night ; itisſo, 
7«/tification a Sun, a prime, a Spring original, purity 
abſolote in him, and we in it,and under the impu 
Raies thereof, our whole perſons made bright,and 
T:ious, and acceptable. Adam was brave in his 
Five Integrity,vut this above humane perfeQtion, 
the Righteouſneſs of God preſerved roo by bim, 
that ic may never beloſt; */ss now, that is, nor 
mar, nor Devils able to take them out of his hands: 
thoſe thatare thus made Lax in Domixo, that is, 
juftifed by faith, working by love. This is that 
white Robe, which as it hath no ſpor, ſo it will ad- 
mit no mixcure in the AR and Energie of juſtify- 
ing. Our merits wrought up with his , are like 
Musk and Ambergreeceina Perfume,fſaith Gomeſis, 
« Papiſt; and chinks he makes a fine compoſition, 
but 15 it not rather an odious compariſon ? Yea, 
we are to renounce all thoſe devices of Congroaity, 
Configuration, Conformity, &c, if fuppoſedto 
conaia ary vertuein themſelves toward the AR of 
Juftification ; only chat erue Hercwles ſailing in the 
frail veflel of his fleſh, comes to unrivet us from 
the Caxca/us of deſpair, to which mankind was 
gaftened by a knot inexplicable and —_— 
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God is juf,and man unrighteous, a ſinner, and muſt 
die,and for (in is in darkneſs, and ſhall not ſee Lighe. 
Chriſt Jeſas toops to untie this knot, denies the Mi- 
nor, makes the ſinner righteous, juſtifies the ungod- 
ly, makes Darkneſs Light i» Domoino,and then there 
is no Conderwnation to them that areinChriſt Jeſu. 
2. The ſecond Light is Santtification, and that's 
the &riking the raies, not upon us only, but into us ; 
The firſt is in bim only, and ours by imputation. 
God in Chriſt reconciling the world unto bimſelf , 
leaſes himſelf in that ; but this ſecond is inherent 
ighreouſneſs in our hearts, called Hol5neſe , with- 
ont which we (hall never ſee nor pleaſe God. You 
will ſay, theſe are bigh and glorious ſounds, and 
theſe Graces with their diſtin or uniced natures 
and times have exerciſed the wits of men, but fince 
they are Donatives in the hand of our heavenly 
Father, How are theſe things made over to us? 
Clear that paſſage, make this part of your diſcourſe, 
this Point of Diviniry lightſom to our Capacities ; 
Tell as, how ſhall theſe things be?So ſaid the bleſſed 
Virgin ta the Angel when ſhe was to conceive 
Chrift in her body ; and for ehis Conception , this 
Perception of the Lord in thy ſoul, the ſame An- 
ſwer muſt ſerve, T be boly Ghoſt ſhall come upon thee! 
The Power of the moft high can do this by his Spi- 
rit;and how oft is that repeated Habitat ? he dwells 
inus by his Spirit: and if any man have notthe 
Spirit of Chriſt, he is none of his ; { thats the ſure 
mark } and a man cannot ſay that Jeſus is the Lord, 
but by the Spiric, which is therefore called the fin- 
ger and hand of God, the vertue and Power of 


Chrift, who tells us in Fob, 14. I Will not leave you 
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Orphans, I will come to you q there's bis viſitation: 
and abide with you, there's his Reſidence and ere- 
Ring of a Court;and adds,[ will be your Teacher , 
Comforter , Remembrancer, and all theſe in his 
Spirit , who is all chele to us;, theſe are his Offices 
and operations. And muſt not he needs have Hea- 
ven at hand, thar' bath the God of Heaven in his 
heart? obs lean'd upon his boſon, bur Chrift reſts 


in thy boſom by his Spirit, openingthy dim eyes, 


and opening them rwice ( ſaith St. Auſtin ) giving 
a double Light in the'Lord : - Firſt to ſee thy fin and 
guiltineſs, and blenching at the horror thereof, 
opens them again to ſee thy Saviour inhis blood, 
and the Spirit of his Grace. But all this I have 
faid,you will ſay ftill is meer ſpeculation.. But tell us 
what heavenly Magick or Maftick car! combine , or 
which way ſhall theſe two ſpirits meet? How Gods 
Spiric and mant comes thas to match and marry i 
Domino? Due ferramenta , & qui veftes , ſaid the 
curious Enquirers into the Creation:And bave not 
we ſome as curions in this Reparation ? States have 
their eArcana Imperii, their Kagions ds ftato, which 
is ſus Dominationis , and every Trade is called a 
Myfeterie. * But God muſt ſhew us all the jointures 
and [nlay of his Work and Will. Take heed of preſ- 
fing into Light , left we be oppreſt with the Glory, 
Poor man ! What diſcerneftthon in the workings 
- of thoſe Spirits that are but Creatures and vaſſals 
to the Creator ? yer have their methods, Eph.6. 
Inventions, Circumventions, and are exalted above 
thy reach in high places, have the vantage 
eround of Pigmee mankind : Nay,Whar ſceft thou 
of thy own' ſpirit > Who ſaw'it come in or go 
£+ forth ? 
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forth ? In the Air we all breath, in the wind thas 
fans that air ( which are bur a little kin to ſpirits } 
what do we underftand?yer God is ſo indulgent ro 
our nature and weakneſs,as to take in for us auxilfa. 
ry Lighe of compariſon, for the clearing of that 
which in the downright a& is indeprebenſible. 
Here'sa ftir indeed faith the poor blind-born man 
in fob. 9g, With whac, and how, which way ? 
Well /. I cannot tell you all; bur one thing I am 
ſure of : I was blind, born blind, and now I ſec. 
And our Saviour , Job 3. Thow beareſt the ſound 
of wind, and knoWeſt it 11 wind by that ,, but knoweft 
not whence, nor Whither : $0 is every one that 51 boyn 
of the Spirit= The cauſe and courſe is ſecret, but 
the effet diſcernable. As in Creation our ſoul 
and body meet by breathing, ſo here the myftick 
work is Inſpiration,and infaſion of manifold graces 
but thoſe graces have aRivities , and ſach where. 
by you ſhall eafily perceive that you were once dark- 
neſs, but are now Light in the Lord. 

Theſe Graces then will give us furtber Light, 
whoſe excellencies are laid out in thoſe expreſhons 
of Water, Floods, Fountains, and Fire, and 
Milk , and Manna, and Oyntment , and their 
Efficacies in thoſe names of Seal , and Evidence, 
and Earneſt, and Witneſs, and Joy, and Conſo- 
lation : And are there not fruits of the Spirit ? 
Gal,y. Fruits that grow not up from the bitter 
Root of corrupted nature, but from anther Þ rinci- 
ple; and which in their bloom and freſhneſs, ren- 
der a man ( not like thoſe Ethnick Graces,only fa- 
cile and ſweet in-converſation, though they do that 
t00 ) but gracious in Gods aſpeR,and glorious too, , 

ood ſhining 
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—_ a Light in the midft of a crooked and per: 


verſe Generation. If we ſhall taft a fruit or two 
in ſpecialty , I will only trie to doit in this notion 
here, and under this Capacity of Light. 

1, Knowledge, even that of nature is a Light: 
and mans ſoul ill is the Lamp of God ( ſaith So. 
wor) and a Wiſdom reſiding therein that Recedes 
as far from folly, as Light from Darkneſs ; and this 
was all thoſe great Pbiloſophers —— Animalia 
Glerie had, which puft them upſo + For this bath 
ſome tinRure of the Serpent , and ſoon inflates; 
yet alas ! Mans ſalvation is that Grove and My- 
ſterie, ——— Nulli penetrabilis aſtro, not pervi- 
ons, nor peirceable by the ſtar-lighe of Reaſon. 
There muſt come a ſupernatural Light from Hea- 
ven, which as in the Giver, it is called a' Sun of 
Rightronſneſs, rifing with healing in his wings ; 'the 
day-[pring from on high , and the True Light : ho 
in the Receiver, it is called a great and marvellons 
Light, of which, Will you hear St. Paw!, [ 
count all loſt, Ne. 73 imps ov for the ſuper- 
eminence of the knowledge of Chrift Jeſus my 
Lord : this indeed is all , for in this is all : This 
Eternal life to know Thet, w-——— ard him Whon 
thou haſt ſent, Jeſus Chriſt, to know him for my 
Jeſus,to apprehend him for my Juftifier by a ſecond 
Grace,by a true and lively Faith, 

2, Faith then is another Light of the ſanQifying 
Spirit, ſuperinduced on the Light of Reaſon to 
raiſe and perfe& it'; for it isnot in tones or beaſts, 
God can from tones raiſe up Children unto 4br«- 
bam , but if ſo, the work muſt firſt be done by [n- 


* fulion of a rationa ſoul, and the golden Keys 
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this Grace then fitted to the prepared wards of 
reaſonable Nature. It is not amiſs to compare it to 
S$ybillaer golden bough, which grew to, and upon 
the Tree, and as he adds , Amnri per Ramos 
aura refelfit. --—— $0 this ſuperftruQare 
out-ſhines the urmoſt endeavours and perfeRtions 
of Nature and Reaſon,and reſembled 5: :s by ſome, 
as the Seal to Wax. Iris not naked and meer rea- 
ſon, as Air is Fire, but Faith is rather printed rea- 
ſon; and there joined Light, ( if we wilfally exftin- 
guiſh not their flames ) wlll yield che bearer fair 
DireQion , and Confidence, and Conſolation. 
There may be, there will be a coarQarion, a com- 
prefion of this flame inthe a& of Faith, a damp 
upon the alacrity chereof, yer if there be notin 
us an evil beart defirons, ney, wilfully ſerto depart 
from the /iving God: /[f you abide in me, ſaith our 
Saviour; then certainly as his Father, and he with 
the ſacred Spirit joyntly made Light at firft, and 
pin'd it tothat Sun, which was never wholly dark- 
ned ſince ; and ashe the tre Light, breaking from 
the clouds of the bleſſed Virgins body, and joyned 
to mans nature , retains that nature fljll now glori- 
fied : ſo the Spirit of this Grace poſſefiing thy 
ſpirit, loyes never to part again, bur grieves when 
we offer to quench his cezleftial fires; O then learn 
not to deſpair of Mercy and Afiftance ! Clouds 
and Eclipſes obſcure; and wandring and wicked 
thoughes, ſelf-accuſings,and ſelf-condemnings,and 
Satans ſuggeſtions may trouble and affright us. 
Bt if we abide in him, and be ftrong in the Lord, 
and in the PoWer of bis Might, and reſiſt the Devil,

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and the Power of his Reſurrection, like a riſi 
Morn will ſcatter all the deluſions and rebellions 
the Night ; and remember his gracious Promiſe, 
Hell-gates ſhall not prevail againk a Faith of Ad- 
herence : All the Powers of Darkneſs let looſe 
upon St, Paul, yet he was ſafe , 1 know in Whom I 
have believed, Tlive,(ſaith be) no not 1, but Chriſt 
lives in me; and itis his Spirit only that can give 
aſſurance , chat whereasI was darkneſs, my Faith 
in bim makes me light inthe Lord. 

3. As for Love, another Grace, the Grace of 
Graces, the bond of perfe&tion, and eſpecially of 
that cezleftial Armor and Ardor of the ſoul to God: 
Whar might we ſay? Whatdo they feel, into whoſe 
breaſts is ſhot —_ coleſtial flame, and there 
ſhed abroad by the holy Ghoſt which is given them?

Thus have we trac'd this Oriexs ex alto, and thus 
far deſcribed that Mechod, that Lucidss Ordo of 
Gods procedure ini deſcent of his Spiric , and de- 
fuence of his Graces. Thus far we are come to 
meet with this great Biſhop of all our ſouls, this bleſ- 
ſed Viſitor, and have obſerved his way of baprizing 
with the Holy Ghoſt, and with entbean fire, and 
confirming his People wich the manifold Graces of 
his Spiric, Bur yet ſince be is in Heaven,and that 
Spirit is to deſcend on us, we are not ſatisfied till 
we know further of this Div54xe Method, which is 
the AquedsF, the VentiduF, the Lucidu, which 
way ftill doth Chrift in his Spiris conveigh this 
Holy water, this gentle Air, this bleſſed Lighr ro 
our Sperats ? 

Iconfeſs this is one ofthe moſt neceſſary,important, 
and moſt uſefull Queries we can make ; and which 
being clearly reſolved, will ſhame both Papifts,thar 
hide away as much as they can,and other Hereticks 
that blaſpheme the Scriptures, and pretend to a 
Spirit enthuſiaſtick, which is nothing but the Devil 
of deluſion, and ſpiric of Giddineſls. And there- 
fore for our beft Reſolveupon this queſtion, Let us 
do as our Saviour inthe point of marriage, enquire 
bow ic was in the Beginaing ; Look back theg - 
[ze 
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the Creation, conſider, how came Light at firſt ! At 
firſt the Spirit moves and broods over that which is 
in it ſelf a confuſion, a depth, and a darkneſs ; and 
then bis mighty Word, Fiat Lux, He 
ſpake, and it was Light then : Then when all was 
dark, be made material Light ; and Cbrift Jeſus is 
the WORD, 5 Miz; For as Speech is the Imape 
of the mind, ſo he the brightneſs of bis Fathers 

Glory,and the expreſs Jmoage of his perſon, Heb.1.3, 
The immaterial Light that was never made, and 
the Spirit of the true God indeclaring the true 
Way of his Worſhip, and mans true way thereby 
to obtain eternal life, ( as tbe very heathen truſted 
eo the faiſe gods , fained Oracles, which of neceſ- 
ſiry muſt be revealed before man could find or fol. 
low it } goes that way Riill, chat is, by the WORD. 
His Word, wherein is his Will revealed from Hea- 
ven, both makes, and is our Light. This world is 
Gods Book, wherein as in a Glaſs of wonders we 
diſcern him ; bur chat print being Dim to os that 
are ſin-blind, it pleaſed him by lively Oracles to 
make a Mirror far more clearly revealing his 
mind. And as God engraved his form on bis Son 
beforeall worlds, ſo what that Son is, and what the 
Farher isro us in him, the Spirit proceeding from 
both,delivers in the Scriptures of both Teſtaments, 
And as the Sun gnilds and enamels clouds and 
fireams, and hill Tops wich his raics, bur ebrofts 
bis own pure Light, bis own living fire through che 
bodies of the ſtars : fo other Authors can but 
yield a faint reflexion of that beam which is dire 
and native in his book, where the very Law he ftiles 
« flaming Light ; The Prophecies —— a _ = 
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Word then any Eye-evidences of the Apoſtles, to 
which we do well to look, ſaith St. P eter himſelf, as 
ro a Light ſhining in a dark place, till the day dawn, 
& the day-ftar riſe in our hearts, But thenthe Goſ- 
pel written and ſpread by his Evangelifts, and beld 
out by his ſpouſe the Catholick Church, is bis mar- 
vellous Light. He brought life and immortality to 
Light by the Goſpel, 2 Tim, 1.10, and in A 26. 
16. [have appeared 10 thee ( ſaith our Saviour to 


" that choice veſſel of his Grace and name) to make 


thee a Miniſter , and a witneſs, &c, And now 
behold, I will ſend thee to the Gentiles; ro whac 
end? A gloriousend : to open their cyes, and to 
torn them from Darkneſs to Light, from the power 
of Satan unto God ;, and accordingly we find ir, 
2 Cor.4.3,4. If our Goſpel be hid, ir is hid in 
them that periſh, in whom the god of this world 
bath blinded cheir unfaichfull mipds, char the Light 
of the Goſpel of the Glory of Chrift, who is the 
Image of God, ſhould not ſhine unto them. And 
in che ſixth verſe, lie ſhews the Walk and Circuir 
of chis Lighe. God who commanded Light to ſhine 
out of Darkneſs, bath (hined in our hearts ( there 
firſt) and then the caſting of che beam,to give lighe 
of the knowledge of the Glory of God in the 
face of Jeſus Chriſt. O then you have the means 
of Light and Grace among you Miniſters; you 
are the Light and Salt of the earth , and who ſhall 
queſtion that truth, which the Truth himſelf bath 
teſtified? And would it not be a very dark 2nd de- 
folate, and a very flaſh and unſavory world with- 
out a publique Miniſtry of the Word and Sacra- 


ments? The Clergie, however deſpiſed, are all our 
Spiritual 
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Spiritual Fathers, Propter quo; hane ſuaviſſiman 
Lacem a[peximus. But yet you and ehey both muſt 
know how they have it ; and the Apoftle tells us 
thar too in the next words, We have this 
Treaſare in ourearthen veſſels, that the excellency 
of the Power might be of God, and nor of us, 
You are not ſent to a Means and Medicine of our 
preparing, or any humane, but to Gods Divine 
Ordinance, that which is his Power and Wiſdom to 
Salvation to every one that believes! And therefore 
this may be enough to give all humble Chriſtians 
ſatisfaction and acquieſcence» Speak then thy 
Word O Eord, and thy ſervant ſhall be healed, ſhall 
be undarkened , and though like Bartimess,though 
ſin-blind, have my eyes opened with a word; 
tar, 10.12. St. Peter ſpake but words unto Cor- 
»elizr, but words whereby he and his houfe ſhould 
be ſaved, words ſo richly bleft, that the Tex: ſaith, 
while Peter ſpake theſe words, the holy Ghoſt fell on 
all them that heard the word; Did not our hearts burs 
within us > ſaid thoſe Diſciples, Luke 24. to 
whom our Saviour opened the Scriptures. And the 
Apoſtles hearers prickt at their Hearts,cried, 1s 
and Brethren, What ſhall we do tobe ſaved? And 
what a large field of che Fathers teſtimonies do 
here forſake to break ( by your patience ) into an 
Inclofure or two of the very Papiſts our enemies , 
and the enewies of the Scripture, Yet ſee the ex- 
cellency of Gods word, even thoſe enemies being 
Judges ; Cardinal Bellarwine himſelf is in bis ſuper- 
latives,Certiſſima & tutiſſima regula credends. lib. 1, 
de verb. Des. ca. 20, and need we any more after ſo 
Mil a witneſs? I'le name but another, but one 1»ftar 
OBnInm ; 
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emnium: *Tishethar in a traiterous itch of wit 
rook on him purpoſely the abuſe of Scripture, thar 
by miſ- appliance, and prophane wreſting, be might 
ſo abuſe our Princes, and our Church. Mark yet 
what he is forc'd to ſay, and ſure *tis worth our 
obſervation, if I diminiſh him not in my Engliſh, 
There is in Scripture { ſayes be) an inviſible Maje- 
fy, an hidden ſplendour, a Glory unperiſhable ; 
a wiſdom in-exhauftible,The ſolace of humane,and 
the beginning of aDivine life, made by the holy Spi- 
rit,& making our ſpirits holy, compar'd with which, 
the Egyptian ſages will look pale and poor; the 
Chaldee impure , the Grecians blockiſh, P/ato no 
body , and Philoſophy ir ſelf a fool. "Tis the print 
of Heaven on earth, and if any where the Joy of 
Paradiſe, or at leaft a brave Reſemblance of Di- 
vine Light be ſhewed, *cisin Scripture, contain- 
ingall that is ſevered from the aRual Viſion of 
God himſelf. Again, The paper burns menor , 
yetaml allinflamed in reading it, *Tis no com- 
poſure, no artificial tread the Scripture uſes , yet 
am[ drawn, and rapt to follow her , and ſhe lifts 
me up beyond and above my nacure : ſothatl am 
no more mine own, but with a ſecret violence and 
new fire I am conſum*d and compeil'd to ac- 
knowledge the voyce of God that ſpeaks therein, 
Thus far chat Papiſt. Bur | ſpeak (1 hope) ro men 
enlightened , ſuch as prove and find in their own 
ſouls the power and Energy of the Divine Word 
both when tis read, & when it is {incerely preacher, 
( forI have in my D:{courle mingled both thoſe 
wayes of Gods delivering it. ) And I would knowg 


of you, belovedin our Bicſed Jefus, did you 
[ never 
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never in the preaching and heating the Scriptures 
read,feel the Gale , the ſweet and gentle aſſiſtance 
cf Gods Spirit paſs into your ſouls? Did the 
Preacher never come with darkneſs and diſconſola- 
tion, with 7/ai«hs anxious ard perplexing thoughts, 


Al! the day long have I ſtretcht out my handy, 
&c, And didſt thou never meet him in the vanity 
of thy mind, to mock orelſe to catch and betray ? 
And yer you both diſcern'd before you parted, a 
blefing of a good God upon you both. Both 

that hewas ſent of God , and that the power of 
Cod was there to heal thee ? Zake 5.17. And if 
thou baft found it ſo, Take heed of quenching the 

Spirit ——— cc iz re, nec inalio, ſaith eAquinas: 

in thy ſelf by deſpiſing, in the Preacher by diſcou- 
raping or diſparsging, which is all injuries in one 
eo an ingenuous ſpirit. Rber.2, For the Philoſo- 
pher reduces them all to parvs-penſien. I mean not a 

ſmall penſion, or falazy for our recompence ; but 
diſ-efteeming, ondervaluing thoſe that are the Am- 
 baſſadours of Chriſt , and Secretaries in the great 
affairs of his Spirit. Bethink your ſelves, could any 
Angel in Heaven have ſaid ro man as our Lord to 
Peter? Feed my Lambs , my ſveep : Go, preach, 
baptize ; whoſe ſins you retain, they are retained,&c, 
Are theſe / ſayes one ) terreftrial ſounds? or are 
they uttered from the clouds above ? But look not 
ſo high , deſcend into your own boſoms : were not 
you once darkneſs? are you now made light in the

SERMON 2. 


Paine the former part of the Text, I paſt you 
through the cloud , through Darkneſs , che 
Lapſe, the fall of man , the fir{t part of the Cate- 
chiſm : And I brought you thence to the ſecond, 
The Pillar of Fire, which gives Light in the night of 
Ignorance. Lux in Domino , the workmanſhip of 
God in Chrift Jeſus; The Reſtauration : Now re- 
mains only Grarituao, Onur duty. Mans obedience 
due to Dominws here for our Redemption, from the 
bondage of corruption, and reftoring us to the glorions 
liberty of the ſons of $ od, brought from darkneſs to 
be //gbt in the Lord, Which Duty is here called 4 
Walking. Walk as children of Light, which is the 
third and laft part of our Catechiſm. And it would 
afford a walk of many hours, I ſhall ſtrive to reduce 
itinto one; The Stations, the Pauſes I ſhall keep 
are theſe. Firſt there is a P:v'wm ( figured in the 
P7thagorean Y ) two wayes, and but cwo, There 
have been, can be , ſhall be bur two way<* trom 
the beginningto the end , and after the end of the 
world; for all ſhall walkin light or darkneſs, and 
both are inthe ver/e , Ton were darkreſs, but are 
light : there is the Biviunm. But our way i the 
way of Light, andeven this is of comfort by the 
way that the way of Gods ſervants isa lightſ>me; 
and a delightſome way, a clear and-open paſſige. 
Secondly , this way may be gone; For che 

[ 2 wore* 
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words are the only wiſe Gods' own Exhortation, 
and then it muſt be gone, for the words are bis own 
commandment 8n1 our duty. Thirdly, Here are 
Pullies, Evidences, Inducements,three. 1, 2wia Filii, 
te-auſe Children. 2. Ersamþ5, though bur Children, 
3.2's Tzxra 75 p73; qas Children of Light,raking 
the Light for our example & direRion,and that will 
be double ; firft che Light of Heaven, che Sun, and 
then ke that isour Heaven of Light,the trueLight,cbe 
Way,the Truth andthe Life Chriſt Jeſus. Thus far the 
explication, &then a word of application will finiſh 
this walk, & ſet as onward and encourage us in the 
way, and caufe us to walk as Children of Light: 

Firſt then there is a Bivinam , and both here, 
bur the Darkneſs is paſt,the worſt is over then ;For 
this is a way foul, and deep, and dangerous : The 
way,the vileſt way that ever man went. Will you 
hear chem both briefly deſcribed , in language the 
beſt that ever man heard > What ! mine ? God 
forbid I ſhould mean ſo. No, not my ruſty iron : 
No, nor any glittering tin-foild enticing words of 
humane wiſdom, bur the clear fiery rryed,and ſe- 
ven times purified filver of the Word of God, 
diQated by the holy Ghoſt : Inthat language we 
find chis way and walk called Tenebre, abſtract and 
plural, Darkneſs, and termed elſewhere the way 
of the Gentiles, their own way, after their own 
imaginations,in the vanity of their mind ; inordi- 
nately walking as men, s. # as meer men, according 
cothe courſe of this world, in craftineſs, in the 
hidden things of diſhoneſty, after the fleſh, in 1a- 
@ {civiouſne's, luſts, uncleanneſs , exceſs, riot , re- 
vellings, cc, according to rhe prince of the pow- 
cl 
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er of the Air,the ſpirit that works in the Childien 
of diſobedience ; till the paths of their ways 
( faith 7ob ) come to nothing and perilh, till they 
arrive at the iNſues of death {( ſaith So/omen, ) and 
all their Foundations, Plots, Projefts, Hopes , 
Aims, beout of courſe ( ſaith David, ) going on 
ſo long,and departing from God, till he be forced 
to ſay, Depart for ever, Go ye curſed, and ſo ends 
char walk ; O no ! well were it for them if it 
might end, but it never ends, for this dark and 
ſlippery way lips them into Hell, and that Gulf 
enlarges her ſelf,chat horrible pit opens her mouth 
wide upon them, from whence there is no Redem- 
ption, but they (hur out from the Father of Lights, 
reſerved in endleſs chains of Darkneſs to abide 
eternal eternal Damnation. Methinks I hear you 
now apon that Reſpond in the Lietany, From thy 
wrath, and from everlaſting damnation, good Lord 
dilvver nr, The good Lord hath and doth, and 
will deliver us, if-we will be delivered. If we will 
but walk the other , the becter way, the way of 
Light , which elſewhere is called the good o/d way , 
Jer, 8. The way of old Enoch, Noab, Abrabam, 
a walking with, and before, and after God in his 
Laws, Statutes, Ordinances, cleaving to the Lord 
with all the ſoul, A walking in liberty and ſafety 
over Lions & Dragons,through Darkneſs,through 
the valley of the ſhadow of death. A people 
walking humbly with their God, and God going 
along with his people in the Light of his counte- 
nance, and bleſſing in the midſt of 6heir Camp, 
Tents, Tabernacles. And inthe New Teftamenc 
it is called a fol{oWirg of God, of him who is thee 
I 3 | iglit; 
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Light ; a walking worchy of rhe Lord, worthy MW © 
their vocation, circumſpetly, wiſely, honeſtly, MW a:

He enforms us of 
no Duty, but he gives means of performance. We 
ſhall have a portion , the danger is our running 
iway from our heavenly Father , and waſting our 
whole ſtock. We ſhallnot want Graceto help ui 
incimeof need, if we receive it not in vain, if me 
abuſe icnoc, if we turn not his Grace into wanton- 
neſs.” He invites usto a race,who allifts us alſo in 
the running, and cals to us-co caſt off all that 
may hinder us. And if he lay any thing upon us,

vantage may we make of this little Particle Now, 
now we have got it into the heart of the exhortati- 
on.

For 
whether that of Cajet«n be exaRtly true or no,that 
infuſed habivs are of the ſame nature with acquilite ; 
Thus far-it is true, that both are preſerved and 
maintained by works and ation. Haſt thou Faith ? 
thewit : Let your Light ſo ſhine ; and God is glo- 
tified when his Childrcn of Light are ſeen walking 
in Love, All vain pretences then, Et 
utinam hoc efſet , & bene larwit, —— & 
fallentis ſemita vita ;, and lo the monkiſh (ſolitude , 
with their or: pretioſa are ere all togerher ſha- 


ken out of this walk : and likewiſe the proud and

like other mv. But all ſuch flaring Hypocrites are 
met with by St. James , T how haſt faith, ſo hath the 
Devil,” ſaith he ; Is that faith, which is all words 
and no works ? Can that Faith ſave thee ? Or isit 
vera fid:s ? Very faith indeed ? No, it isthe other 
Figer rather, that is a very Fiddleftring, Saith not 
St. Pawl as much ? Sever it from works of Charity, 
and itis 2 meer ſound,and an ungracious ſound too, 
A ſounding braſs or a tinkling Cymbal. Again 
they are met with by chis Apoſtle, where expound- 
ing this Text, hetells chem and us, thar walkingin 
Lighr, is all one with walking koneſtly, Now is 
there any hozor whence honefty is derided ? 1s it 
not a ſhame? Is this ro deal fairly ? Is it it men 
ſhould ſo miſ-uſe God and Godlineſs ? Whar?make 
a ſhew of Godlineſs, and have nothing to ſhew for 
it, when it comes to the proof ? If nothing bur 
profeſs, ſaith Chriſt, / all be even Wick you one day.

But 
when I come to be made manifeſt in my true and 
real Saints, and to plorifie them indeed, then Vle

And you ſhall obſervethen I G6 
fill moſt render of that dreadfull word the Zye,on If © 
whom itfalls in the nature of a true jeft , and ſuc I ;j 
moſt enraged about Reputation forſooth , whon Ii 44 
wiſe and honeft men know to have very little orno I 
Reputation to loſe. Briefly, What think theſe MM +4 
Gallants of the old Roman bravery, and heightof Mt +1 
ſpirit? Can they (hew me from all that Rory a pair i} g 


of worthy coorages ( unleſs they will alledge thoſe

Chriſt ? Did not that Lord and King of Glory 
empty bimſelf firſt of all his Glory, and make bim- 
ſelf of no Reputation, and then endured ſuch con- 
tradition of ſinners, ſach cruel mockings and re- 
evilings ? How many. falſe accuſations bore m de- 
org 
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fore he bore his Croſs ? So what a Tullying and de- 
climing of Tercullus! What Rattles, and Drums, 
and Gun: ſhot ! And what a Catalogue of ſufferings 
paſt St. Paw! before he could finiſh his courſe , 
and attain the Crown of Righteouſneſs ? and even 
inthe ſhack of painfull aMiRtions, a man of God 
endued with a true Chriftian forticude and Patience, 
wil learn to take up his Croſs, and learn by it as a 
a ſound DiftinRion, and take it as Gods uſefull Fan 
to unmingle bim from the chaffie and feathery 
things of the world;and will look through ir,and find 
Gods primary intention of Mercy in ſending it. So 


$ David, the man afrer Gods own heart, did expe- 


riment bis affliFions to be good for him, and re- 
duRive of him into a right way. And ſuch a pal- 
ſive walk was his clean through; In his beginning, 
the Bear, the Lion, the uncircumciſed Philiftine ; 
then Troops of enemies wich arrows, and arrows 
prepared, ſhot, and ſhor privily. Coft, and Care, 
and W:r employed to ruine him: yet he ſings, The 
Lord i: my Light and my Salvation , Whom then ſhall 
[fear ? Nay, ſo far from fearing, chat if we be- 
long to God, ir b:longs to as ro look for croſſes. 
What ſon is it whom the Father chaftens not ? It is 
the lot of all his genuine Children, it is the walk of 
all his paſture-ſheep, [n the ſheep-walk comes the 
ſtorm, the Shearer, the Butcher, Why ? For thy 
ſake are we killed all the day long ard counted a: ſheep 
tothe ſlaughter, If it come to death for Chnift or 
bis Cauſe, it is the higheſt dignification to our na- 
tore, next his own aſſuming ir , that parting with 
lifeis che confummare, the beft part of thy walk ; 
that ſevering is Union, and that diſſolution makey® 
the knot indiſſoluble. 1, We 
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1. Wecome now to the three Inducements fir} 
Omnia Filii, becauſe you are Children to Doming 
here. Soit is not improper, if we takethe Ligh 
here for Chriſt the ſecond perſon ; for he being th 
Wiſdom of God, is his Son from all Ecernity , a 
yet a joint- Parent , as Eve is Adams daughter, ul 
yet trne mother of all that call him Father. Walk 
ing then is our filial obedience, in Faith, in Fear,i 
Love, as dutifall Children, elſe the Heathen il 
ſhame the Chriftian with his Morals ; and ourRe 
ligion in the PraRicks is but moral vertue exql- 
cated, There is by it no third part added tro 
foul and body ; The Dr. of Heaven tels us he came 
atimplere, to fill upthe Law by ſupply,where ita 
roo narrow inthe precepts. And therefore the ex. 
plication and enlargement being his, it ſhould excit 
and enlarge our obedience , ſpecially conſidering 
whom we c:ll Father, the ſame is our Lord here;

And a 
ve Wild will crie, and yer follow, if led by a ſtronger

ſemember then who leads, who bids us follow : 
* leads the way , that is the way that makes the 
ay for us, and opens an acceſs, not by his Fathers

Ital, His wayes are allvayes grievour. Hearkent 
our Apoſtle, Our conver/ation 51 in Heaven; Mui, 
ib1 non erat wbi erat : Children of Light are wher 
they would be, Ir is but three Reps with God 
help ( ſaith he ) and be ſaith it tothele Epheſar, 
cap.2. ver.y. He hath quickned ws with ( briſt raid 
w!1 with him , and made us ſit rogethiy in heave) 
places in Chriſt Feſns. So ſure of poſſeſsion if webr 
bis Childres,ſo ſare to hear that voice meet us fron 
the clouds, Come ye Children of my Father, &c. 

3. Laſtly, As Children of Light, uſing the Light 
for direQtion and example; and this exemplary Light 
is double. Firſt, The Suns eourſe is imitable. Anl 
Secondly, The Sunof Righteonſneſs is our hightl 
and chiefeſt Pattern. For the firft, Look how Davil 
dreſſes the Sun. Pſal. 19. Ina Tabernacle,a 
preſents him as a Bride-proom coming out of his 
Chamber , and as a Gyant rejoycinz to run hi 
courſe. So may we find St. Paslin this, and the 
like places, ſers forth a Son of God, a child of Ligit 


embraved like anotber Mordeczy O far beyes 
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all Favorites of the higheſt Kings or Potentates,in 2 
Robe of Righteouſnels, /» Domrvo, and in the inner 
man ( not outward ſplendor with -——-- 1airoſe:m 
:urpis ) made bright and pure from fin by Santtifi- 
cation of the Spirit, proceeding to a darling and 
confounding beauty of Holinels, ſhining 1n the 
midſt of a crooked and perverſe generation; and 
the more for their perverſeneſs by an Antiperiftaſis. 
Learning of che Sun, which is not retrograde for 
winds or clouds, nor weary of his luminous opera- 
tions after (0 many thouſand years of Circuit, ſets 
him not down, but moves till in a circular, in a cx» 
leſtial and communicable motion ; which motion if 
any dare traduce, and call it a Pad-Way , ot Giſpute 
it into terms of falſe, inconſtant or ſerpentine , as 
they uſe the Sun; let the Per/'an or the /ndian adore 
or curſe , ſo let the unclean worldings, or churliſh 
hel-hounds bark, the child of Light will like the 
Sun,cut a clear paſſage through all, ard ſmiling, riſe 
from out the liquid ſnares and jaws of gyant clouds 
unbure , uncaught, and like a Sur-beam ( faith 
Seneca ) though forced to ſhine on dung hils , con- 
verſe with baſe and wicked company , yet 
comes off untainted, Er herer origirs [re fiill cleaves 
inſeparably to the firſt ſpring of Ligir. 

There is yet a ſecond obſervation inthe race of 
the Sun; he is cropickt and kept to his Zodiack and 
Ecliptick line ; and ſo are we confined. Gods Wil! 
and Word are circlc-wiſe put about us, (as Þ pilites 
ſerved A ntivchns ) and God hath ſet out the bour- 
dures of our walk, which we muſt not paſs. When 
the ,Sun perceives the Tropick, he will advance ny 
further ; ſo what ever full evidence of Gods revca!- 
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ed" Will reſtrains, where his prohibition lies, there's 
, the Barrier. Then better walking in a fiery furnace 
with thoſe three Children of Light, then walk on 
£0 fire unquenchable and utter darkneſs. Then know 
O King, that though our God will not deliver us, 
yer will not we tranſgreſs the bounds of his Law to 
worſhip the Image thac thou haſt ſet up. But then, 
in this caſe we muſt look to our eviderce , that 
it beclear and full Light, nor ſtreightned, nor en- 
larged by eur own, or other mens falſe ex9oſitions. 
For allow him bur the ordinary gloſ;, and every ſin. 
ner will excuſe his groſſeſt crimes. Is not the prohi- 
dition plain enough , Thow ſy lt not commit Aultt- 
rr, Fornication? Let it not be once named: yet al| 
this with a Rowan waſh of venial fin, or theirrule 
of Cante fi zon caſte , will ezſiſy perſwade ſome of 
their Novices or ſhe-Proſ3/;te', that there may be 
a kind of witty fornication tolerable, or moderate 
Adultery. Sothat Command, Thow ſhall not fteal: 
Ler the High-way thief , or Highland Plunderer in- 
terpret, he will tell you, Its true, wnleſs 
Jou be under an invincible neceſſity, or elſe promiſe to 
reſtore or accompt one day. though you in'erd the da) 
of Doom ; andſuch gloſſes men allow themſelves in 


the main Articles of the Creed. I believe the Cx-, 
tholick Church : Ask the Anabaptiſt , what itis? 
It isa company whereof he is a prime man illumin- ' 


ed, needing no Scripture-rule,but the Law of love 
and liberty. Askthe Papift, And he faith, *cis no- 
thing bur a fine man at Rowe with a triple Crown, 
and a number of Fellows inred hats like Minftrels 
Artending on him , while with his foot he kicks off 
the C:owns of Kings, agg treading on the necks of 

Emperors, 


he 
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Emperors, cries, - ſuper Aſpidem + Ba: 
fulſcam , &c. Or briefer thus', The Cathslick 
Church inour Creed is Eccleſia Catholica Romana ; 
which though it be a Bull, and infold a contradicti- 
on, yet it ſerves for a Charm, and the poor ſeduced 
Papift, on whoſe breft ir is bung, is cherewith Gupi- 
fied, and dare not ftir out of that Circle, if hedo, 
the Devill will cake him; for God hath no deer our 
of that Paleztbat's the Ark, and out of the Popes 
Pariſh there is Salvation. So then it muſt be no 
falſe or new-deviſed, but old and full Light from 
Scripture that ſhall guide us. And it can never be- 
come any Child of Light co caſt bis conſcience into 
cloudy, and raw, and ſcrupulous ferters, and ftar- 
tle and flie out of a Chriftian courſe , or from a 
Chriftian Church upon conceited or imaginary 
Tropicks; much leſs, when the world or Devil 
would draw us to diforder our ways by their Cancer 
and Capricorn; the griping claws of earthly Profic, 
wey goatiſh Dclights of ſenſual and carnal Plea» 
ure. 

Secondly , And above all onr Saviours Light is 
our beſt DireRion ; And obſerve thac Sun of Righ- 
teouſneſs, ere heroſe, a clear Light comes forth of 
Promiſes and Propheſies, then a D1y-{tar, chen in 
eaks; the E2it d.{cioſes, and he 
at twelve years old, — 


ſhines on in Wi 


grows-in ature, in Grace and Favour with God 
and man,” Afcer his Baptiſm, and taking or him 
the Miniftry, He goes about Preaching, Healing , 
doing go0d, and ſuffering evil; till he die, riſes, 
aſcends , ſends the Holy Ghoſt, intercedes in Hea® 
ven for ug.and on earth is with ns by his Spiric 
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nd Word:iotheend, andinthe end, his final Re- 
0!ation and Revilitation to bring us tothoſe joyes 
hat haverno end. This was, and is bis courſe , 
Vade t4, fe fimiliter, Go thou, anddo like bim 
How cin we? Why! Be followers of God. The 
Child may follow, though zo» paſſibus equir. In his 
ation hs ſaid, {have giver you an example , and 
of his Paſſion che Scriptures ſaith, Heſulered, 
leaving us an example, Chiliren learnto write and 
ſewby Copies and Samplers; io mult we, and fo ſhall 
we, if once our hearts be couch: with an Adamant, 
if once trained on by the Epiphany of ſuch a ſtar, 
Then like thoſe Erftern /7ags we ſhell rejoyce to 
follow it; yea content #9 take up owr Crols and folioy 
him, content to be down, and dark and deſpairing, 
ſo we may riſe to Light and ltradiation and ena» 
bling Grace ; purſuing him through Ignorance , 
Error and Death, who is the Way, the Truth and the 
Life : And never giving over our Revolution and 
Reſolution , till we come to ſet where we roſe , 
born back with endle's and imparient deſires to 
enjoy Jeſus , the Author and Finiſher of our 
faith , and theend of our faith, the ſalvation of our 
ſouls. 
I bave done with the explication of my Text : 
There remains a word of Application ; to our 
ſelves firſt ; ſo had we belt, or ir will be done 
co our hands with Jedice cura te ipſum. May l 
have leave then once more to look upon the Light, 
and apply it firft to the Learning, and then to the 
Lifes of clergie men: Wherein if 1 (hall ſeem to 
eteach any of theſe my Reverend Fathers,or of my 
Learned Brethren, it is with this proteſtation of pi- 
mo meipſun, I, Our 
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7, Our Learning firſt muſt be Z«x i» D: mio * 
we are Secrs, eyes to the Myſtick body of Chrilt 
Jeſus, Dark Ignorance then to us (ſhould be a thing 
moſt horrible, as tis to that ſenſe in nature, A 
foule and fearful) ſight, if thoſe holes in our faces 
were-empty , and thoſe bals of living fire plucke 
fromour fronts. What is it when me want filling 
for ſo large a Sphere as our profeſſion is ? A wofull 
Spectacle to ſee a blinking Glow-worm where a ſtar 
of Magnitude ſhould ſhine ! We are Gods Lav- 
yers and Phyſitians with truth of DireRion,and ſe- 
verity of obſervance in our cures. And is it not 
ſcandalous and dangerous, an Ignoramus, an Em- 
perick or Montebank in our Calling ? unleſs as Circe 

, and ef/culapixs were both accounted Apollo's off. 
ſpring; ſo Mediocrity and Excellency make no dif- 
ference in Profic or Repute ; which makes ſo many 
take up with eAtalanta, _—— Declinat cnrſus, ar- 
rumq;volubile tollit. But God would have us work- 
men, able Miniſters, dividing the Word of Truth 
arighr, And is not Learning a mighty wedge and 
wreſt in that Aﬀair ? «Avi/tole handles the affeRi- 
ons in his Rhetoricks , and ſure I am, that all oar 
Rhetorick hath edge little enough to pierce into the 
wooden and ſtony affe&tions of our common hear- 
ers. O-phesr it had need to be in Sylwis, to draw 
Beaſts and Blocks. And what ſhall we doin learced 
Audience > They will ſoon perceive upon whoſe 
wheels our motions are ; ſuch as can taft every vein 
of water, and tell which favours Sulphur , Virrio! 
or Steel; burworſt of all, in convincing the Ad- 
verſary, What will bzcome of our empty Frigats 
grapling with a mn of war, or a 7ehu Feſuit thate 
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charges furiouſly when he finds a weak Adverſary ! 
We muſt walk then to the Heaven of Scripture , 
and ftars of Interpreters; no caſting off thoſe 
Beams without a felf-illuminating , and to pet us 
work mens cools; for ſharpand fl:t peirce not alike, 
though there be che like percuſſion. We are Gods 
Smiths and Armourers , and ſhall we have nothing 
in our Shops, butold Saws, and a Hammer-head, 
with a b:p pair of Bellows? Solomon tels us of nails 
faſtn:d by the Maſters of our Aſſemblies - and 
it was aels nail, and not her Milk and Butter that 
poured into hisears,could pierce the head of Siſera; 
and foto ſtrike findead , we had need of nails, and 
files, and skrews, and fireinthe work, and the 
Mafters of Aſſemblies, our Superintendents to urge 
our Improvement. It is municipal Law , Intereſt 
Reipub, and it is National Lawtoo , and why not 
Ecclefiaſtick ? Inrereft Eccleſie, I am ſure,thar every 
mans ſtock of knowledge be improved to our Lords 
aivantage , that ſo we may walk before his people 
as Chiiarex of Light. And letno prophane [nter- 
preter abuſe or pecyert this admonition, as if I miſ- 
inflamed men to « vitious or invrdinate affe tion of 
gau7y learning or ſtrong lines, and ſo evacuate the 
Croſs of Chrift; Iam far fromir. I know we mult 
all preach Chriſt Crucified , and all our Sermons, 
and all our Catechiſing (which if ſoundly, and feri- 
ouſly, andconſtantly done, might prove our beſt 
Sermons ) to be ſo many live'y Crucifixes, I prels 
thereiore for a crucified elequence, ſuch as may 
ſerve to nail and faften, to ſtrike and rivet that 
Crols tothe Souls of our Hearers;& I keep me to the 
o' attern here of Lighr, No fluid or vaporous , a 
miny 
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miſty Depths, or cloudy paſſsges , nor lightning 
fzſh, nor beams embowed in burning glaſſes. 1t 
ftorms and wind ariſe with the morning, they help 
her not to ſpread and dreſs her Light, but rathec 
hinder it; ſo what need diſtorted Ge!iures, or tem- 
peftuous voices, like Haricanoces in delivering of the 
fair, and eafie, and gentle Truth? *Tis clear truth 
which is the joy of Heaven and earth, the ſouls food, 
the Urderftandings Bride, 'A>;9-.2, the breath of 
God, kin and twin-fiſter tothe ſoul, which makes 
them love ſo well, and we therefore to affe&t Truth 
for the ſoul of our Sermons, and then Light for the 
body of [nterpretation to edification, But Sermon- 
learning is not all, there is another Knowledge re 
quilite in points of neceſſary cantroveriie, ( for 
there is a maſs of ſuperfluous ones) when we go out 
againſt him we call che common enemy ; And who 
ſha!l then afford us a ſmart ſling and poliſht ſtones, 
or make us thar tuff which may fell the Philiſtine , 
and choak the Dragon of Superſtition? And bleſ- 
ſed be God, even from the firft Reformation we 
had ſome Chiefs in our Church , clear and able 
Lights ; who ſome of them in the Marian dayes , 
were uſed lice the Chriftians in Neronian nights , 
who were [apc in pitchand roſin to make high-way 
Torches, and ſuch as the Papifts would nor believe 
to be Lights, till they ſaw them on a light fire, And 
among their modern Succeſſors, may we not ſhew 
ſome learned and laborious works publiſht in che 
eyes and dehance of our Adverfaries Tenets ? Be- 
hold that late volumn of Diſſertation, with a grand 
and prime 7e/uie, concerning thoſe great points of 
Councils erring, and the laſt Reſolution of Faith , 
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and the Popes Inſallibility, wretten wich puiſſance 
and ciearne(s,fuch as the Chriſtian world will bardly 
matchic. -\ piece of Divinity, like a piece of Or- 
Ginance, ſo rammed with round and irrefifitble Ar. 
guments , able to makea lane , ard ſweep away 
«a whole tank or Army of Je/wits, and ſuch a 
Brafl-piec- too as will live an everlafting monument 
of Leart:ngto Potterity, And 1 can ſhow you 
here another great Defender of our Churches Do- 
&ri.e, that hach jo diſimpoftered the prand couſe- 
nage, and 1o be-headed their Head, ſo layed low 
their Supremacy , and then ( like another Ehud ) 
bach ſo daggered bimſclt into chat Egloy, the fat 
beily of their Maſs, that he bath lefe them neicher 
Head nor {mack to anſwer him. 

My nex: Application is to our lives ; We ſhould 
be ſtars, thickeſt parts of Spheres, not dulleft, but 
abler and better compa. And ſurely if our 
C-1nverſation be not Lnx 1n Domino, our Learning 
and natnral Parts will prove but Auforamentur , 
ani Preſſe mony to Imp'ety, and c#/pa ſuaſoria, as 
Amb. ſpeakes, I know the Vulgns malignum re- 
gard nor Life , nor Learning in a Minit er, ſo he be 
ſome {illy Neophyte, or poor fellow whom they 
may feed quarterly, and rule, and laugh ar when 
they liſt, or elſe ſome jovial and bone companion, 

And I know there is a cloud of ſowr Criticks 
that will of force bave all the motions of the cler- 
gy come in and cloſe on pe'teR Circles, and not al- 
low to us one ſpiral line, or any the leaft encentrici- 
ty. But my momition prefſes no further then ta a 
pious and watchfull bebaviour,remembring we are 
{sx in Domino,and to our Lord accountable ; Thar 
G | : when 
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when he ſhall Re-appear, we may hear him ſay,not 
ſo much well ſaid, or O well preachr, ( rhough thar 
would be well too) Bur Well done good and faith» 
pull ſervant, enter thou into thy Maſters joy. 

And now to ſpread this exborcation, and take in 
all che Aſſembly , all our proceedings muſt be re- 
gular, likeche Lighc rifing, and fertiag in a courſe 
that is orderly.

And as order helps in Civil Converſation, fo is ic 
prevalent in our way and walk of Religion too. 
Diſorderly Renbenites , men of diviſion, have ever 
been, and are, and will be found to be the Bane of 
Kingdoms and Common. wealchs., For pull but that 
Pin of Order, and the Machine of the world dif. 
ſolves. Even the Szoiche in their Primordial fire 
taught it did 51 2/77 proceed by a ſer order. 
Order that is the harmonious beauty , and beauri- 
full Concord of God, and Angels, and men; in 
no Conventign, in no Councill , in no Aſſembly 
letit be forgot, Ic ſhall not be forgotten in chat 
mighty Cor:fluence and meeting of God and An- 
gels, and mankind. For even then tis faid, Every 
wan ſhall riſe in his own Orcer. Therefore as King 
Porus compriſed all good uſage in Bz914i#ws, forhe 
Apofile all good manners in 597449295 , in walking 
not inordinately , but doing ail things Cecently 
and in order, 

There is another application, which (though I 
have been long ) 1dare not leave out, it is ſo ryed 
tothe Text, and follows at the eleventh ver/e, Have 
no fellow/ſyip with the unfruitful works of darkneſs but 
even re2rove chem rather. | may not ſtay to _—_—

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them. Suffer me to name a work or two of dark- 
neſs, and Ile commend you all to the Father of 
Lights. 

Firft, Sacrilegious Simony betwixta lay-man and 

a Clerk; Itisa vice of wickedneſs, that like Adul. 
rety defiles rwo perſons at once : and like Adultery 
is a work of Darkneſs If one ſce them, they are in 
the cerrours of the ſhadow of Death ; Deprends mi- 
ſerum. And therefore this bargain is ever driven in 
the dark , And like a piece of conjuring they get 
both within a circle , and have their ſpels and charms 
for ſecreſie- You thali ſwear never to reveal what | 
payed, andI will de drawn in pieces ereI tell , how 
many ſcore, how many huudred pieces : But my Pa- 
eron when gone aſide, be boaſterh, and cannot chuſe 
bur tell his Lady perchance what fine things theſe 
preſentations are? ſell my land, and ir never comes 
again; that cruel word Ses h:zres. But the Dunce 
or druokard that bought,may be forced to ſell again 
or elſe reſign, or chop, or be pur out, ordye, an 
then there*s more money.

Secondly, Oppreſſion is a work of Darkneſs , 
though practiſed openly , in extorting Officers,and 
ſuch men as greedy of Gain intrench and encloſe 
themſelves from others, and burl out the poor mem- 
bers of Chrift, curn them a walking, toenlarge their 
ſheep-walks, Do theſe men walk honeftly , and as 
children of light ? And is there not a Brood and flut- 
ter of Prodigals that tend to oppreſſion too ? Coun- 
trey Gull-Gallants, that like NERO at firſt lap up 
borſes, houſes and Lands into Balls,and throw them 
away in Dole and Lottery , till they come to a Dy- 
ſentery. Solong miſ.demeaning themſelves, in l2- 
viſhing and flving our, till ir come to a cruel miſſing 
of their Demeſnes in the end ; and then are forced 
to skrew, and rack, and grind the faces and bowels 
of the poor , with Nero; reſolution too, Hoc ag a- 
mus ne quis quicquan habeat. 

Thirdly, Drunkenneſs had wont to be a work of 
Darkneſs ; But now it defes the harbour of dui! 
night, and dares look 4ay ih the face. But the Apo- 
file meets them terribly , both the Extortroner, and 
the D-ankard ; Neither of them (hall izhrrite the 
Kingdom of Heaven, 

Fourthly and laſtly, That deſperate and inceten- 
(ible ſin of ſwearing ; when the ſoul is let go for no- 
thing. No profit, no pleaſure , unleſs hell and ever- 


laſting darkneſs dwell in mens deſires, But 1 _ 
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the time ; and I hope for better things of you, and 
ſnch as accompany ſalvation. And I truft I ſhal 
fitly and fully apply the Text tp all that are here, 
and in the Repetition of theſe words take in all the 
Congregation, & po/iremo meipſum. Beloved, we 
Were once darkneſs, are now light in the Lord, Let w 
then walk as children of light. Which that we may 
do, let us pray tothe Father of Lights ; Almighy 
Ged, give us grace tocaſt away the works of darkne/1, 
and put on the eArmonr of Light, &c, 
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Marac, 3.17.

Hich words sfford a double Priviledge 
of Gods ſervants (be the times what 
12 they will)in Reference to their owner 
YA Vile deſcribed by his high and Rtately flile 
e245 of Dominu: Exercitunm.Firlt bis own 
they are , his peculiar, Secondly , 
efteem'd of him at a high rate,for they are his Few- 
els, The firſt priviledpe is laid out in this plain con- 
cluſion ;, They that in a Deluge of corruption(fuch 
as covered all in time of this Propheſie ) are yete 
emergent 
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emergent and bear up againſt the ſtream : They that rom 
in deſperate and deſolate times dare yet make proof 
chat they fear this Lord of Hoſts, and think upon Winpr 
his Name, they are Gods own, his peculiar. For 
ſo the Rabbins interpret this word Segu/{1b by pecy- 
lium , peculiare, proprium, ſpeciale, pretipunm, ſur 
gulare. God hath a propriety, a ſpecialty in them, 
I conceive your thoughts and expectations have by 
this time call'd me off from this ſeeming dry tree 
for what fruit ſhall you or I gather hence , in being 
Gods own and of his peculiar people? But I ameven 
for this Imaginations ſake deſirous to inſiſt ; and fo 
far to intrear your patience to0 , that I may yet be 
reſident, that I may ſpend the hour wholly incum- 
bent on this little thing, as it may ſeem of mine,

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from the Mine wherewith to build our comfort, and 
then ſuper-induce a root and crown of pnre Gold, 
in precious things in Chrift , under the New Tefta- 
ment, which was under the old too, but not ſo clear, 
ſo compleat , Where God in Chriſt reconciling the 
tyorld to himſelf, weares the crown of Mercy mani- 
fold and enwraps us in a Robe of Totiss, total con- 
ſolation by uniting us with the bonds of his Love, by 
4 plenteous Redemption, wade not With corruptible 
things as ſilver and gold , but with the blood of Feſut 
the Lamb of God who takes away the [in of the world. 
The firſt material from this Mine may be the very 
firowing of ſome grains of Golden comfort in our 
enterancc on the conſideration of Gods Word, and 
work with man. Tis a ſpecial hightning of the ſpi- 
ric, a mighty complacency and ſatisfaction to a 
ſervant of God, to believe that God is, and that he 
it arewarter of thoſe that diligently ſeek bim,Heb 11. 
for even Loſes is ſaid co have had this in his aym, he 
had an eye to the recompence of Reward ; 'D avid be- 
gins his firſt Pſalms ( where he deſcribes Gods ſer- 
vice) with Beats. Bleſſedneſs is a bleſſ:d pully to 
Devotion ; and therefore both the Day-ſtar , and 
the Sun take this courſe : both the Baptiſt & Chriſt 
Jeſus come preaching the Kingdom of Heaven upon 
our converſion to God. It is obſervable, that as 
God hath bcund himſelf ro a perperual Revolution 
of Winter and Summer, that Spring and Harveſt in 
eAntumn ſhall never fail. So his whole will & Word 
is 2 miſcellany of Law and Goſpel ; and ſuch light- 
ſome and comfortable Texts as this found io 1ſay 
many,and in David many , very many Evidences 
Evangelical ; and we in that reſpeRt to —_—— 
our 
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tour tothe Goſpel of St. Malacky : For nota Py 
phet of Goz, notthe lealt or laſt bur hath anInlay 
mercy wrought up with Judgement, and ſweet ang 
gracious Promiſes mingled with comminations. They 
bring us down to diſcontent by the waters of Mar 
and Babylon , to bitter weeping in the Valley i 
Tears , to perſecution of a red Sea, the biring of frm 
ſerpents, and a killing letter of the Law: But the 
leave us not without diſcovery of a B-azen ſerpen 
rocureus; and many p:ecious aſſurances,that God 
Will put all cur tears in his bottle, and w pe away al 
tears from our eyes ; That he Will take ws out of man) 
waters, and bring his own again fromthe deep of thi 
ſea, and revive us by the g/ad ridings of the Coſpeld 
Peace an1 Reconciliation. And experimentally God; 
ſervants ſhall find it ſo in his aQtual dealing with 
them, that look how God hath not left himſe/f with. 
out witneſs in his general Providence ſhowring down 
on earth his balmy Irfluences from Heaven ; ſo in 
his ſecret impartments of hidden /Aanna , and in his 
open appliances to his holy Ores in thoſe celeſtial 
dews of mercy, which fall only on the fleeces of his 
Paſture-(beep, when tis dry upon all the ground be- 
ſide , we find this exemplified in the head of his 
Church , who as in himſelf be s @ Light fning in 
darkneſs, fo as the darkneſs comprebends it not , ſohis 
whole lite and death was like light in a Lanthorn, or 
lightnings from ſummer clouds , pauſes of ſorrow 
and dejeRion with various glimpſes and coruſcati- 
ons of his glory mixt and interweav*d. For crucified 
dead and buried, our Creed affiſts us with a g/orious 
Reſurreion and Aſcenſion , and Exaltation of that 
® ſame crucified dead and buried Lord and _ 
Chri 
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Chriſt Jeſus. So to preſent you with ſeveral mem» 
bers of bis myftical Body, in their interchangeable 
Robes of ſackcloth and tiſſue ; their Coronets 
of thornes and Roſes, were an eaſic task, 1 name 
but ewo, the Father of the faithfnl, and the man af- 
ter Gods 61 heart : whom one while we find in fear, 
horrour and great darkneſs and an horrible dread 
hath overwhelmed them ; another while rejoycing 
in hope and aſſurance of Gods All-ſufficiency, and 
with hearts dancing for joy , as that ſweet ſinger 
expreſſes it :. and how could [ make this truch no- 
torious but without a ſailing over to the prime 
Apoſtles in theNew Teſtament? which I purpoſely 
reſerve for a new and latter diſcovery,when we come 
to cloſe with the conſummation of this Conſolation ; 
mean time in this very firft opening of the Mine,you 
ſee enough diſcovered to confure ſuch as think there 
is no Golden Vine nor branch of comfort in Gods 
ſervice ; but ſeduced by Satan pretend an inequality, 
arugged unevenneſs in the wayes of God , which 
God himſelf diſclaims, and imputes it to our wayes. 
It is not che Religion of God that is unprofitable 
or vain, as thoſe fooliſh people in this Chapter 
openly profeſs*'d , nor does his tervice incline men 
inevitably to ſadneſs and melancholy. 

Alecond Material from this Mine is the conneRi- 
on and combination of this comfort , in that God 
chains this mercy to a preceding mercy ; He begins 
here with a conjunQion and they ſhall be meine, 
——andthen couples it to a ſucceeding mercy, — 
«nd 1 will ſpare them,&c. Comfort paſt , and pre- 
ſenr, and to come ; Many feathers of Gods Wing : 
many ſhowers of Manna and of Ynailes : The 

L whole 
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whole ſrame and pile of comfort from the begin- 
ning of the ſixteenth to the end of the ſeventeenth 
ver.is pitcht as a Tabernacle of Joy with courtains & 
coverings, with loops and taches of conſolations in 
conjunGion; God is and ever was a Gad of con» 
janRion and communion; a God of Order and 
combination. Diſcord and diſ-union are from the 
Devil : God in Eflence from before all beginning 
was unſolitary. God that in wiſdom ſaw ir was not 
fit for man to be alone , in his wiſdom ſaw it was 
not good for God to be alone. He is God alone, 
that is, there is no other : Burt [ am »9t alone, ſayes 
Chrift, never was ſo, that is,withour rhe Father and 
the Holy Ghoſt. All the three bleſſed and plorl- 
ous perſons as co-eſſential , ſo co-eternal and co- 
equal, which makes for us ; we better apprehend, 
and better apply God in the Trinity of perſons, fo 
branching and reaching out more fruitto us, then 
the contemplation of che Unity ; And as in Eſſence, 
ſo in works of God, which reſpeRing us externally, 
are all co-operations of all three Perſons : we find 
in nature firft, all things produc'd in number, weight 
and meaſure , andall things in connexion fill. One 
brother h11ds another by the heel , and as our eyesen- 
wrapt in ſeveral tunicles, each ander other , ſo are 
choſe films and 'skins of ſphears imaginary, no- 
thing but the vaultages, and enwombings, and en- 
wrapiogs, and ſwathings of the conſtellations and 
coverings ore thoſe conjoyned Elements, which are 
lodg'd in one anothers laps, and inlaid and mortiſ'd 
into one anothers boſomes. And ſo in his mornings 
e and evenings dole and diftribution ; in his daily pro- 
vidence and Diſpenſation , all is done in order, [on 
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by a ſet conjunRure of his Officers, The Heavens 
appointed to hear the earth , the earth to kear the 
corn, and wine and oyl,'and they to hear wr, Hol.2. 22. 
Such a chain of cauſes in things natural , while the 
Cauſe of cauſes, ard the God of all theſe conjun- 
Rures, hath the upmofſt link faſtened to his Divine 
will in heaven , But all the Links let down are wrapt 
about his beloved creature man , in mercics that 
compaſs him round,and embrace him on every ide : 
In midſt whereof guerded by Angels that pirchs their 
texts abeut him , man takes Repoſe and ſleeps 
to the muſick of the hollow murmuring winds and 
waters, which ſeem to whiſper in his eare @ memen» 
isof his ſervice to that Lord for whoſe ſake they 
are yet in ſerviceto man. But ſecondly, in works 
of Grace is God obſervable ro be a God of con- 
junRion. In his firft gracing of his choſen {ſr ael, 
to enable chem for a preat and wiſe people, he gave 
them a Law frem braven, Dear. 4, 6. which was a 
Law conjun&ive, both affirmative, Thos ſoals love 
the Lord thy God With all thy ſoul , end with all thy 
firength : and thy neighbogr © thy ſelf. Two tables 
joynd by Gods own hands, and a Rejoinder by our 
Saviour, T his 4 the (irfÞ and creme Commandemnt, 
and the ſecond i {tho anto is keep both, or neicher. 
be that fails in any one, i guilty of all ; andalſo Ne» 


catively, De«s,5.77. Dot ks{1, nor coxamit caultery, 
nor ſteal ; and lo the Apofile, Bens deceived.

kards,&c, 1 Cor. 6 5,Not yet to ſhew you further of 
this in that new expanſure and Airmament of bis 
Graees under the New : eitament, till I come to the 
conſummation 1 intend {or rhe concluſion : But hy ® 
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the way, eventhis connexion of comforts may awake 
our conſideration,and raiſe our admiration, and by 
that c:l[[ up and addreſs, and enlarge our thankful. 
nels. St. Beraard wonders, as well he may, at thoſe 
Dual jun toes of God and man, and of maid and 
mother : and then that adinirable conjuncure in 
man of faithand reaſon, mixing their auxil-ary for- 
ces and mutual aſliftances, to comprebend and be- 
lieve this Myſtery. How can our ſouls then eſcape 
an extaſie of comforc, when we light upon thoſe 
conjunRive precious Promiſes > God wil/ give grace 
and glory, ant no good thing will be Withkoll : Glory 
and Honor and Immortality on every ſoul that does 
well ; and on che contrary , the Remembrance of 
the Law of God given in conjun&tion,, ſhould 
make us tremble to ſever what God has ſo joyn'd, 
and entender our conſciences to avoid every Wicked- 
neſs, not. abhorring Ifols, and committing fact 
ledge, not pretending to fear God, and yet diſhonor 
the King , and yet hope to eſcape the chain-ſhot of 
Gods Judgements which come in conjunRions too; 
and for them that treaſure up ſin , be treaſures up 
wrath ag :inſt the day of Wrath ; be bath treaſures of 
hail and ormy cempeſts ftor'd up for the ungodly, 
plagues of famine and ſword, and diſeaſes, tribulati- 
-"_n anguiſh, temporal, and ſpiritual, and Ecet- 
nal.

How ſafe doſt thou dwell under the ſhadow of thoſe 
wings that are never nipt, never loſe any long fea- 
thers ; wings thatarea tent in time of peace, in 
time of war a Pavilionanda ſfrong tower of defenge 
andprotet.on. Let then the world hate , diſclaim 
on thee, Ceſar frown, Princes perſecute , the whole 
world againſt thee,as it was once ſaid of Arhanaſins: 
yet as Athanaſius entitles one P/alm , the 62 Pal. 
Adverſus omnes Inſidiantes , all enemies of tate, 
fame, body and ſoul ; ſo mayft chou write over this 
Text, and make hither thy appeal, and hence derive 
thy Cordial and Reſtorative ; in this that thou art 
Gods own, the Lord of Hoſts is with thee, the God 
of facob is thy Refwge. All the Sentences of Scrip- 
ture containing gracious Promifes, are as St. Je- 
rome told Pale, fences for the breft of a Chriſtian 
How is this then able to hoopic round with fteel,and 
keep it up from ſinking in deſpair, be the aflition 
never ſo forcible to preſs it down ; Though thou 
wert humbled with all Davids miſeries, that thou 
could(t rake upall his complaints at once ? Though 
the proud riſe, and aſſemblies of thetercible ſeek af- 
terthy ſoul, and thou bear in thy boſome the Re- 
proaches of all the mighty : though thou art left 
452 ſparrow, or as a Pelican inthe deſert, a brother 
of D:agons and companion of Owls; thy Lo- 
vers and friends put far from thee, and thy acquain- 
tance into darknels, and though thy bones are burnt 
up as an harth , and ſorrow hath dryed up thy 
Arength, that chy bread is aſhes mingled with weep; 
Ly Ws, 
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ins : though thy ſoul melc, thy ſpiric ore-whelm'd, 
and thy heart within thee be deſolate : rhouph the 
terrours of death compaſs thee , and the pains of Hell 
get bold unon thee ;, or were thy wretchedneſs equal 
ro thac of holy Fob : Broken with a tempeſt and fil*d 
with bitterneſs, the venom drinking up thy ſpirit, thy 
runs cloven aſunder, and thy gall poured ont upon the 
ground thy fate foul with weeping , and thy eye-lids 
1 the ſhadoW of death': Or in thy Reputation like 
him. made a by-Word and tabret for arunkards ; or 
like St. Par), the ſpetacle of diſgrace , & fool, thr 
ſcum an off-{conring of all thinge ; Yet all this fire 
is quencht in one drop of his mercy Whoſe thos art, 
and who is thy kecptr and Defender.

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That Lord whoſe Attributes of Power and Merc) 
both are ſpecified in this Appellation of Domirn®? 
Exertituuw ? The pitch and firength of all lies 1 
this; For though this Name ſeem incidental here, 
and by way of Perentheſis, yet is it axis & cardo , 
the hinge on which the whole hope of the Righteous 
turns , and it would break the ſence of the whole 
ſentenceto leave out this; The ſence I am ſure of 
the bleſſing not ſo full, nay none at all, if he were 
not Dominns Exercitunum, 

The School makes three Degrees of perceiving 
God by Names both in nature and Scripture. Firlt, 
Negationis, remotionss, He is not the Sun, not finite, 
mutable. Secondly , Per fettionis , affirmationis : 
when what is moſt excellent in things create, we ap- 
ply ro God by way of Analogy and Reſemblance ; 
ſo we call him Juſt, Merciful,H1gh,Glorious. Third- 
ly, Names of Excellence and Supereminence,as this 
Title here , for ro ſeek him among the Hoſts of his 
Creatures,yea in the highelt things we know ,is Ridi- 
culous, but to determine him there is impious. V/rra 
altra quarendas,cryes St. Bernard ;, And yetthough 
it be an impotent hope and impudent attempt to im- 
priſon God in Names, yet as God ( cvery way in- 
comprehenſible ) ro make ſome impreffion of his 
Nature to Moſer, gave himſelf a Name; ſo we 
tind the man after Gods own heart,and by bis own in- 
ſpiration, ſay, the Lord is 4 man of war, The Lord of 
Hoſts it his Nawe, By which conjunaure of War 
and Hoſts in that P/a/m, we may firſt conſider God 
in this Name as a Warriour, and as the Lord Gene- 
ra'iſſimo of the War, but not ſo as men receive that 


Name for their Command over one and their owg 
L 4 Army 
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Army ; but as Commander over all Armies ; and all 
wars Offentive or Defeniive, that have been, are r 
{hall bein che world. Forit is not only 1n fpiritoil 
Furn ture that ſay dreſſes God, and arms him Cap; 
pee, butthe Prophets oft in the literal ſenſe ( asif 
God took a ſpecial complacercy in the flile ) and 
none more frequently then D zvid,ſo preſent bim, [n 
P/alm 46.8,9. be calls us to behold his Mirabilia, 
and add: a ſpecial proof of all by Gods not War- 
ring, but doing a greater work then that, in making 
wars to ceaſe in all the world. ( O were it once 
ſo his great and gracious work in this our erbi; Dj. 

vi/zr,our little world of great Brizain ! ) He breaks 
the bow and knaps ihe [pear in /ander , and burns the 
Chariots 5 the fire ; But when he will war and ſhew 
how dreadfully he can come on, the Text tells us,he 
looks but on the earth and it erewbles , but touches 
the wonurntains,and they ſmoak, Andeven Nebuchad- 
we&&3r willin the end acknowledge as much to his 
glory, that all the Inhabitants of the earch arere- 
puted before him not only as Graſhoppers , but as 
meer nothing, and lie does what he will in the Army 
of Heaven, and him that Walks in pride ke is able to 
zvaſe. And therefore an borſe is counted but a vain 
thing to ſave 4 man from this God of Battails ; No 
King can be ſa'e by the multitude of his Hoſt, 'Tis 
tliis Lord inclines the ViRtory as he pleaſes. Second- 
ly , whereas other names of God in Scripture are 
leſs Luminous in reference to his ſervants ſuccour 
and proteRion, ſuch as ſhield and fortreſs, and De- 
fence, like particular refulgent ſtars in the Firma- 
ment of his Power and Providence; T his as the Sun 
herein he ſhines forth more Illuſtriouſly, more dite 
ani, fuſtvely, 
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fuſively, more manifoldly. This, a whole Reaven, 

acircling and enwrapping skye with all the Confſtel- 

lations and affluences of his own Eſſential and im. 

mediate, with choſe of che Angels and other Creo- 
tures co-afſiftances, So that a gracious and a glori- 
ous, a full and clear and conſtant conſolation is de- 
rivable from the fulneſs of this Name ; -and every 
ſouldier and ſervant of his may ſing and fay with 
the Propher and the Apoſtle, The Lord 1 my light 
and my (alyation ; the Lor4of Hoſts « with ws. And 
if that Lord be with ns, no matter how many Lords 
and earthly Kings be againſt us. Diogenes could 
doaſt & deride, and chuſe all Tragick fortune, upon 
that conceit that he was a friend of Z@piters ; and the 
Jeſuit Serarsws ſayes, even the flames of Purgatory 
are not dreadful, reſpeRing the aſſiſtance of the Pa- 
tients good Angel ; How much more, and on what 
berter ground may we build and raiſe a foot of com- 
fort, and ere& a lively hope from the truce 7upiter, 
Opt. max. the God of choſe good ſpirits,and « hoſe 
Charriots are two hundred thouſand , even thou- 
ſands of his viRtorious Angels ! What wars or ru- 
mors of wars , what numbers of enemies can diſ- 
may the man of God , when El:ahs boy can eſpy 
theſe batcalias in the clouds of Heaven, whereof 
one alone in one night without hoft, or Cannon, or 
ſxo:d,or ſpear, or noiſe is able to ſlaughter 180000 
thouſand of «A {jrian: ? And 2s great Chiets are 
vigilant to take places of advantage , and ſo to dil- 
pole their troopes as one may give Relief unto ano» 
ther , ſothis Soveraign Commander for the ſuccor 
of his poor Infantry here below, bath lodg'd thoſe 


Legions and bright ſquadrons of winged ſpiritas 
above, 
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above,to be in readineſs, andin whoſe aid that man 
of God ſayes he will be confident, and ſo he may, 
and ſo may every David; for God himſelf bath 
plac'd that Guard while himſelf is pleaf'd to attend 
the watch aud go the round , and deſigns andem- 
ploies thoſe flaming Minifters in their Ranks and Or. 
ders for the ſervice of his Elet. 1sit not ſo ? Ar 
they not all mixiſtring ſpirits [ent out for the good of 
all thew that ſhall be heirs of Salvation? 

Thus far che Materials of comfort drawn from 
this Mine, both in the radiant mixture, and con- 
nexion,and expanſion of thoſe diffuſive joyes,whoſe 
nature is to ſupple and ſuſtain them in adverſity,and 
all this again complicated and arreſted apon the con- 
templation and proof of their Lords being Domi. 
mus Exercituum., And nowlaftly, ( to keep pro- 
miſe) I ſhall crie to ſuperinduce a Roof and Crown 
of pure Gold over all theſe Materials, which is the 
Conſummation of the Saints Conſolation, as God 
becomes ours, and we His,in the only Mediator , 

Chrift Jeſus: which before we can well diſcern, it 
is requiſite we diſcover to the bottom of this Mine, 
and find che firſt foundation of Gods people laid 

upon the only love of Gog, in making choice of 

them a: firſt for his Peculiar : For to be his in gene- 
ral is the common lot of all his Creatares , The 

Earth 1: the Lords, and the fulneſs thereof. Again, 
His delight Was ever with the ſons of men, All; 17. 

and he made of one blood all mankind to-dwell on 

all the face of the earth: All live and move, and 

are in Him and His Off-ſpring and Generation , 

and he provides for all Light, and Influences, and 

Mowers of fatning rain, to fill their hearts _

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food and pladneſs. But in Exodys 19.5. where 
we find chis very word in the Text, denoting Sings- 
larity and Choiceneſs,God tells his 1/rael, whom he 
had derived from Abrabam, the father of the faith- 
full, that if they would obey his Word: indeed, and 
keep bus Covenary, then they ſhould be a peculiar 
Treaſwreto him above all people ; For allthe earth 
(faich God ) is mine , but not ſo mine as You : 
for he goes on, Tow ſhall be a kingdow of Prieſts , 
and an. boly Nation, Only the Lord there laies down 
the Coraer-ſione of this building, and diſcovers the 
bottom reaſon of his eleing them, which was not 
faith he your multitude , for you were the feweſt , 
nor your inclination to my ſervice, for you were an 
obſtinate and ftiff-necked people : but only he had 
a delight in their Fathers, (ſo we have it, Degr.10.) 
to love them aboveall people. Which love of God , 
a1 it drew on his firſt calling them, ſo it occaſion- 
ed his preſerving them from all the world , when 
planting this Vine in e/£ pype, (where it was pinch! 
and firaitned ) he maaderoom for it, and tranf- 
planted it to grow and flouriſh in the vaſt and bar- 
ren Wilderneſs, and on the ſandy botome of the 
ſea, till removing Nations greater and mightier 
then they, he made that people poſſeſs the gates of 
their enemies, and his Bleſfings and ProreRtions till 
eninent,and imminent, ſtill over their heads, even 
then when they provoke him to ſend them into cap- 
tivity , from whence yet he gathered them again , 
and as that daughter of Siox, that Church through 
the four Monarchies, ſo after he had joined and 
made up a Church of Jews and Gentiles, he blefi

only Beloved : if once he admits us into the league, I jj 
make us Conhederates and Princes of the Union, Þ v 
Kings unto God by his blood, Rev.1.7, TheEm MY 1 
phaſis is upon Hi: , for that bl»od of his, that 
Union, tbat Inauguration will effet it. Heand WY 1 
They, God and Man at diftance, at enmity before, 
by him who isboth God and man,and fo a tit Modw 
and Medium , and a fit Mediaror, are reconciled, 
God was in Chrift reconciling the world unto bim- 
ſelf. No wonder, though this be not only called 
a grand Myfterie, as ic is conſiderable in the perſon 
of Chriſt alone, God manifeſted in the fleſh, that 
God ſhould be made our very fleſh ; bur alſo as1it 
refleQs, as it returns to us, and bringsus back for 
our fleſh his Spirit : That's a Myſterie, even Mar- 


e riage , wherein of two is made wna Caro, ore 
fleſh; 
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fleſh ; but this is more, when we are joine\ co Chriſt 
ir eandem, by one and the ſame Spirit. The Fa- 
thers are bold and indnoftrious in the mintage of new 
words to expreſs the nearneſs of God and man in 
Chriſts [ncarnation, by Corporation, Illumination, 
Adunation , Contemperation. But what man or 
Angel knows a word large and entire enough, and 
high enough to title that Union by wherein the A- 
pofile ſaith, Xſan joined to the Lord is one Spirit,and 
changed into the ſame [mage from © lory to Glory ? 
This is that nuptial mentioned in Ho/. 2.18. and 
rementioned in the Goſpels ; and all So/omons ſong, 
and Davids Pſalm 45. are Epithalamions, wholly 
ſpentin Celebration of this Solemnity, It wasan 
tappy Contract, the Union of great Brittain,when 
inthe worlds Temple two Kingdoms were the wed- 
ded pair; a gracious King was Prieft, and the Sea 
like a marriage-ring encircling both, That was the 
way (had it held ) for the education of both Realms 
toa Grandeur and Convaleſcence. And even in ſtory 
of time paſt it is a pleaſant, a delighrſom Conſidera- 
tion , to behold an Infanc-ftate riſe ro maturity , 
85in Rowe Or Venice-But will you put out the eyes of 
all Hiftory,or Poetry and diſ-illuftre all the Senate , 
and becloud all the Clar:/imo*s of all mankind ? 
Look then upon God in his Son Chrift Jeſus, found. 
ing a moſt noble Incorporation, whereof all bodies 
Politick are but weak repreſentations. £xcellent 
things are ſpoken of thee , thoy City of God, And 
we know how large that holy Facher Auguſtine is in 
delivery of thoſe excellent things in his (ivitate 
Dei, whercof Chrift is the ſupream Head. The 
parts of ihus ſociety, Kings and Prieſts venerable ,, 
and 
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and ſacred perſons in all ariciquity ; ard where othellf 


bodies wanta ſoul, rhe Ligament and foul of thi 
body is the holy Ghoſt. Fer by one Spirit are 
baptized into one bedy, and all made to drin\ into «

ran, chaſe away, engulph and firike out their petite 
drops and ſparkles. Shall we hope ro reachit in1 
big compariſon, and ſo comprehend that which is 
incomprehenſible, and cannot enter into the heart 
of man tocortceive? What Speaker can ſearch ont 
words, fir for the unſearchable riches of Chriſt?

Chariot of his Croſs made a ſhe of them openly, and 
as Triumphers uſ'd to do, when he aſcended wp on high 
and led captivity captive, he gave gifts unto men, Bur 
yet more to prove him the Lord of Hoſts, by being 
more then that name can imply : for this Name is 
obſervedto betoo yong for the ancievt of Days : 
that is, a Name taken up ſince and from the Creati. 
on. A Name indeed that draws and ſcatters on us 
all we can look for from our Maker and Preſerver, 
Bur all his powers and mercies are reſolved and mel. 
ted intothis Name of Chriſt Jeſus. W-thour Chriſt, 
withont God ( ſayes the Apoſtle ) in the world, we 
are bur meer pieces of the malle, nay far worſe is our 
condition : born children of wrath , and in ftate of 
enimies ; and ſothe Lord of Hoſts is againſt us, and 
all the hoſts of Heaven and ſpirits of Hell , and all 
the creatures, and our ſelves againſt our ſelves. And 
'when there was no Name nnder heavente [ave ard 
deliver us from preſent and wrath to come , then came 
ehis Prince of peace, and became our 7 eace ; phedg'd 
himſelf for us, gave his life a Rarſome, ſo making 
peace : So prevailing over the Lord of Hoſts, bind- 
ing his Almighty hands, and God content to accept 
terms of peace; may we not ſay ſo !

Iſrael, and with manifold unions of God and man, 
of grace and glory, for the conſolation of the Gen- 
tiles alſo thereby ſully made perfe&t,and partakers of

And we bave no livelier proof that theſe 
are the laſt times, chen ſuch our uſages, and in them 
ſuch our ſecurity, The Scripture foretels a foul 
and dangerous Sea of corruption that ſhould prove 
rough, and ſwell, run high, and the waves thereof 
rage horribly coward the end of the worlds when 
men ſhould be more then imbrutiſhed, void of na- 
tural affeion, 45opy9), implacable, traiterous , 
heady, bigh minded, lovers of pleaſures more then 
lovers of God, pretending the Spirit, but being ſen- 
ſual, and bringing in damnable Hereſies, having a 
eFhow of godlineſs, buc denying the power thereof, 


pre- 
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pretending to Piety, and Law, and Order, but re- 
viling Dignities which God hath ordained ; with 
Balaam greedily loving the wages of unrighteou(- 
neſs, and periſhing in the contradiction of Core. 
But alas ! We bave undone both Propheſie and De- 
ſcription, put down both Hiftory and Poetry, Ex- 
amples and Imagination too; even choſe Gyants 
before the flood are now not monſtrous, for we have 
defiled and made the earth more corrupt, filled it 
with a bloodier cruelty and violence, provoking the 
holy one of heaven to hurle down hils of miſcries 
on our heads and hearts, and rolet in Torrents of 
his fierce wrath mingled with Chriſtian blood in eve» 
ry fireet , and a ſurrounding univerſal Scourge and 
Deluge to overwhelm three whole flouriſhing 
Kingdoms at once, from end to end,and burie them 
in endleſs defolation; while ſenſeleſs ſinners we 
ſeemto contemn the Power of Gods wrath, by let- 
ting looſe the reins to all licenciouſneſs, when he is 
pouring down the vials of his anger, and (tumbling 
delightfully in our own ) tear up the wounds of our 
Saviour, betrampling the ſacred Blood that redeem- 
ed us, and counting the blood of his Covenant 
(a Covenant of Mercy and Peace )an unholything , 
crucifying again to our ſelves the Lord of Life and 
Glory, and making a mock of him, by grieving, 
quenching and doing deſpight to the Spirit of bis 
Grace ; So that our condition is worſe then of chis 
people here, in this Prophet, though in very many 
things reſembling us ; for in the firft chapter we read 
of their Uokindneſs, Irreligiouſneſs , Profaneſs, 
ſauffing ar the Table of the Lord, and holding ir 
contemptible. In the ſecond we find their Idolatry,, 
Adultery, 
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Adultery, Infidelity. In this third Sorcery, falſe 
Swearing, Oppreſsion, Sacriledge ; and at laft ir 
breaks 1nto open rebellion and dehiance of God, 
voting down all divine ſervice,and decreeing it vain, 
and no profit to walk longer in his Ordinances , 
and chen this was a brave time ( it muſt needs be 
ſo ) for proud and wicked people which were lift up 
like a skum over the face of clear and wholſom wa. 
rers; only ſuch / ſaich our Prophet ) were builtto 
Wealth and Honor. And yer for all this ſorrow, 
there is a comfort comes up cloſe at the ſixteenth 
verſe,of uſe ard advantage now for us. Gods peo- 
ple ſtill remained, chough ſecrer, not altogether ſi- 
lent; they ſpake one co another, admoniſhed , 
exhorted, comforted one another mutually ; and 
theſe their Colloquies and Conſultations were fre. 
quent and ſuccesfull. God came into their Aſſem- 
bly , fate Preſident in this Council ; and a book of 
Remembrance was written before him for all them 
thac {cared befora him, and thought upon his name, 
and aicer all comes out . his gracious Proclamation 
of Peace and Love. The Patent under ſeal, Teſte 
weip/o, and they ſhall be mine ( ſaith the 
Lord of Hoſts )) in that day whey 1 mikz wp my 
Jewels. 

Which words afford a doubie priviledge of 
Gods ſervants ( be the times what they will ) inrc- 
erence to their Owner deſcribed by his bigh and 
ſtacely file of Dominus Exirounum; Firſt His own 
they are, his peculiar. Secondly, Eſteemed of 
him at a high rate , for they-are his Fewels, There 
isa third part, The day or time ſer for the making 
up of theſe Jewels, admitting a four-fold Interpre- 

| cativo. 
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ration. 1, Either the day of puniſhing the ungod- 
ly, or 2. The day of powerfull preaching the 
Word. 3. The day of death ; and 4. The 
lat day, the day of final Judgement. In all theſe 
days God: will manifeft his Mercy and his Power , 
( both enwrapt in Domings exercituum here) and 
then the Specification, the Verification, the real and 
aRual ſpreading of both in this chart God in his ho- 
lineſs hath ſpoken it, It ſhall certainly beſo ; for 
ſo ſaith the Lord of Hofts. The firtt priviledge is 
121d down in this plain concluſion, They thatin a 
Deluge of corruption are yet emergent,and bear up 
» againſt the ſtream ; they that in deſperate and 
0:\ſolute times dare yet prove that they fear this 
Lord of Hofts, and think upon his name , they 
are Gods own, his peculiar. For ſo firſt the Rab- 
bins interpret this word, Segallab, by prculium , 
peculiare » proprium, ſpeciale, pr ecipunm, ſingulare , 
God hath a propriety, a ſpecialcy in them. Bur I 
meddle no further with char firſt priviledge ; it 
hath been the ſubjeR of a Sermon already : paſs 
we then to the ſecond priviledge; 

Which is, That Gods fearfall and faithfull fer- 
vants are his choice and reſerved Rarities. Heis 
the great Preſerver of men, but for his own he hath 
a ſpecial Reſerve or Cabinec to lay them by them- 
ſelves : 2t leſt their ſtate and condition is well ex- 
prefſt in the nature and worth of Jewels, For this 
me word is by the ſame Rabbins alſo rendred in 
thoſe term of eArgentamm, Aurum , Lapides preci- 
ofi in Theſauro, T heſaurus dilefius, & res deſoder a» 
bils. And therefore the Geneva tranſlating a flock , 
are far ſhort of this words Exergie,which we _— 

ut 
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but in two places of Scripture beſide,and both for- 
ible ro our preſent purpoſe. God uſes it , and 
chooſes it in Exedss 19.5. for the decoring of 
his own people, the houſe of //-a*/, who there he 
promiſes on their obedience ſhall be his chief trea- 
ſure. And then David ( with more advantage to 
us ſtill) nſes it in 1 Chron. 29.3, to expreſs ſome 
reſerved choice Jewels which he dedicated and de- 
ſtined to the decoring of the Temple, the houſe 
he intended and prepared to build for the Lord, 
Now thoſe pretions flones we call by the name of 
Jewels, area kind of natural glaſs, made out of 
8 ſubtile mixture of earth and water, faith «4b 
bertus. Ochers conceive them to be but purer 
Metals, as Plato imagined the Adamant a further 
excoction out of Gold. Another deſcribes thein 
to be a kind of Light daintily confined to a terreftri- 
al thickneſs, bur however ſramed by his divine hand, 
who worketh all in all things , mention we find of 
their uſe and eſteem even near the beginning, in 
Jeb 28, mention of the Onyx, Saphir, Topaz ; 
deſcribing paradiſe, and naming Havilath, Moſes 
adds there is Bde/liums , and the Onyx ſtone. The 
{[raeltts borow Jewels of the Egyptians, and 
2 Sam. 12.30. Davidtakes the King of Rabbath 
Croxn of a Talent weight, ſet with preciovs tones : 
And mention again we find of precious ſtones 
brought by the Queen of Sheba and by Solomons 
Navy, 1 Keg. 10. And that of the Prophet ſhews 
an ordinary uſe of them, Cana Maid forget her 
Ornaments, or a Bride her Jewels ? But above all 
other, two places of Scripture, the 28. of Ex0- 
g#, and the 21 of the Revelation ; In the firſt is 
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Aaron: Breſt-plate,with twelve precious ſtones figu- 
ring the ewelve Tribes : And in the other, the new 
{ernſalem, the City of God with her foundation 
on twelve precious ftones , ſhaddowing out the 
twelve Apoſtles, both conferring much ſtrength to 
this Aſſertion. 

5. To deſcend then to ſome (but few ) particu- 
lars in this Reſemblance, look firſt how the ſtone or 
Jewel depeads not on the Merchants Repore or 
mad credulity of the vulgar : their Honor , and 
Eſteem, and Approbation is from a skilfull Lapida- 
ry, an exat Work-man, a cunning and profeſlt 
Jeweiler indeed : So the Apoftle fleights the ap- 
proof of common breath : I paſs notto be judged 
by you; got he that commends himſelfro others, or 
whom others, but whom God commends. So 'tis 
bere a comfort drawn from the Mine, Tow ſoall 
be Mine ( ſaith the Lord of hoſts, ) "Tis I lay claim 
that will juſtifie you ; #/ho hall lay any thing to the 
charge, not of mans but of Gods Ele ? Let the baſe 
world put you tothe touch and-trial ; I will avouch 
and warrant you ſound and good amidf an heap of 
droſs and counterfeits : And hence that difference 
noted by our Saviour, That which is vile among men, 
is highty eſteemed of God : and contrary, Men 
deviſe to put him by whom God will exalt, P/al/m 
61,4. And no wonder if a gracious ſervant of 
God ſee himſelf fo uſed : God himſelf was abuſed 
ſo. The ftone which the Builders refuſed, threw 
by among the rubbiſh, that God made ( ſaith Sr. 
Peter ) ele&t and precious, and ſet him right in his 
own place again, the Chief, the Headſtone of the 


Corner, where both wals meet to ſupport both | 
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Church and State, The world may guild, erame| 
and perfume great ones, and proceed in prodigious 
Aactery, till it come to Suffumigations and Altars,a; 
we read of ſome both Heathen and Chriſtian ; and 
yer theſe Deifications, & theſe Canonizations done 
ro ſuch as are in Gods ſight abominable. Apainit 
may and often doth account ſuch as droſs as have 
his [Image and Superſcription, ſuch as are encircled 
with this Motto here, of Faciam eos in Cemmu, 
In that day when 1 make up mw) jewth, 
The world will ſay toa righteous man , ifnorrich, 
nor potent, ſithere at my footſtool : but God that 
ſees the heart, and beholds the radiance of his wed. 
ding Garment, and how clear it fits npon his ſoul, 
will ſay as in the Goſpel, Friend, /it up hight. 
The world caſts duſt and obſcurity upon them that 
are good; Burt God makes that true of them which 
is ſpoken of Brutzs and Caſſius inthe funeralsof 
Tania, Eo ipſo prafulgebant quod non vi 
ſebantur, The world cries up the Noble, the Rich, 
the Wiſe; Godcries them down as faſt, Notms 
ny wiſe, not many noble, not many mighty are F 
called. The world proceeds in miſchief, and enyy, 
and madneſs againſt honeft men, as the Church of 
Rome deals with ingenuous Writers, Dare be Fj; 
ſpeak full Truth, and fo diſgrace her Impoſtures? 
Away with him, a Spung and a Delea:wr ſhall be 
daſh him, and extinguiſh bim. But God the true 
CorreQor of the preſs, 7«dex and Vindex, upon 
Review, comes, apd commands with bis powerſull 
Inſeratar, and re-inveſts with former honor, re-in- 
ſtates, and re-inthrones his ſervants, and gives 


» {hcm juſt cauſe to rejoyce and ſay, This 5s the = 
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dung, and it us marvailous in our eyes : Not nnto 
w 0 Lord, not wnto 1s, but unto thy Name be the 
Glory. 

ondly, 7ewels by reaſon of Gods working 
them ont of the rough and firſt Qearrie. So dealc 
he with his deareft Zewve/ that lay from all Eternity 
in the boſom of his Father , che brightneſs of his 
Glory, and the engraven form of his Perſon, Heb. 1. 
inwhom thongh there was no ſin to work out, yet 
was in hishamane nature , cut from the ſame quar- 
rie, clonded with affiitionr, and compaſſed about with 
al mans infirmities ; in bis birth Daniels ſtore cur 
forth without hands, Dan. 2-34. and in bis death 
Zatharies ſtone graven, an1cut full of eyes all over, 
Zach.3.9. Notto mention thoſe main Furnaces of 
afiifiion , whereby he was conſecrate and poliſhe 
forus. And yet as inthe midft of all, ro give a taſte 
of his Divinity, God tra» sfiguy*d him on the Moun- 
tain, made him ſhine as the Sun in his ſtrength : fo 
when his time was fully come , the day that this 
Jewel muſt be made up, Firft , bis Body is glorified 


| on earth, and then aſſum'd into Heaven, and a 


place for this precious Gem at his own right Hand, 
above Principalities and Powers , 41d a Name given 
biw above all namer. And now that bleſſed Face 
wherein the 7ews ſaw no beauty, yet was fairer thes 
the ſon s of men , which they defiled and ſpit u30n, is 
ador'd by Seraphim, and both Heaven and earth are 
fall of the Majeſty of bis Glory. Now God obſerves 
the ſelf-ſame method in all the reft; finds them ouc 
among the refuſe of the world, amongſt flocks and 
berds of Nations; from the firſt rude qw4r7ie of the 
Chaos,from utter vacuicy and nothing, aſſembles 

their 
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their attoms and ſmalleſt duſt : breaths in a liveh 
ſplric, exalts, purifies it, grafts on it Knowledge, 
Faith, Love, Holineſs, and having begun a good 
work of Grace, never leaves it till he bring it to 
perfeion, filing away their droſs, and grinding ou 
their grains and Ices, aud clouds of corruption, til 
be bath refin'd them to a brightneſs ; as in St. Pa! 
a rough ſtony-hearted perſecutor, wrought by cer 
eain ſcales and barks pull'd away , to become 4 choſn 
weſſel to bear his name among the Gentiles, At9, \ 
bright Far on carth , and now a glorious Saint i 
Heaven. 

3. 7ewels then thirdly they are for that car: 
and love which God affords them : men prize ther 
Jewels, Reſerve them curiouſly, take a glory and 
perplacency in poſſeffing and wearing them. So Gol 
baving bought them at a price ineftimable, purchaſe 
ot with corrmptible things, as ſilver and gold,but With 
the blood of Feſus ( briſt, as of & Lamb unaefiled axl 
without ſpot, then he ſets his beart upon them : all 
de light ts in the Saints that excel, Thoſe he tender 
« the Apple of biz eye , ſets them as 7oſiah for a ſed 
and a Signet on bu right hand ; hides them unity th 
ſhadow of bis wings ; and ſo alſo God plories in them, 
and holds them out to the amazement and confuſion 
of the world of groſs and earthly ſouls , which are 
as foils to their perfections, and commands them to 
do him grace, and to be an Ornament to him. Lz 
your light ſhine, 8c. 

Again, The Compariſon would hold ( for the 
eask is eaſe to'purſue an Allegory )for Rarity , Rui 
quippe bony ——= apparent rari in owrgite Vaſto, il 

+ aſa of froth and foam : and for che place , and 
mannet 
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manner of breeding and growth. But I forſake the 
reſt, aud chuſe to inſiſt only on Properties. reſpecting 
which Righteous men are juſtly term*d Jewels, and 
chiefly two ; of clearneſc aud luftre firft,and then of 
firmneſs and ſolidity, which are the Vrim and Thuwm- 
mim of a Chriſtian. 

1, Inthe firft precious tones excel, being compaRt 
of the fineſt Atoms ; and this bolds well : for as 
while we admirethe pure Orient Pearls, the radiant 
and ſparkling Carbuncle, the ſerene bright Saphir, 
the green Emerald and the like , we may raiſe our 
contemplation to the beauty and clearneſs of the 
ſtars and Sun, and ſo aſcend to him that firuck /ighe 
out of darkneſ' at the firft, that dwels in perfeRt Beau- 
ty, and in light inacceſſible, and covers himſelf with 
Light 4s with a garment : (0in a ſpiritual manger 
that Light of Grace in bis ſervants , attracts others 
alſoto behold in them, Him , who is Pater Lums- 
mw, the Facher of a'l Illuminations ; and ſo that 
fair and pure ſoul which gives Light in the darkneſs 
of the Body, and night of Ignorance, ret#rns with 
advantage 10 him that gave it, with the gain of other 
ſouls wonne by beholding their chaſt and ilſuſtrious 
converſation, They tell of Diamonds belonging 
to ſome of the houſe of Luxembourge ( and Theo- 
phraſizes has it of other ſtones ) propagating their 
Species, by turning firſt the circumftant ayr into wa- 
ter, and then contracting that water into a more 
earthy ſubſtance like themſelves. Bur it is true of 
theſe prec'ous and living ſtoves, who born of Gods 
immortal ſeed , by a new Light ſhot from Heaven, 
dolikewiſe in Refle&ion , and by aggregation, aſfi- 
milation, and an ardent ſy mpathericsl ns .

and communion, work others to the ſame conforni. 
ty of the godly Nature, inſpire,i||umine,and propy- 
gate others with a kind of Divine Generation. And 
as that Godlike creature, the child of Heaven, ard 
Gods firſt born, Light,whben delivered from the wonh 
and jaws of Darkneſs, 1s able to deliver over it (e 
without ceaſing, without Annibilation, Fraction 0: 
Diminution; and as Lovein moral minds, and true 
Charity in Celeſtial ſouls, not leaving its own hahj- 
tation,will walk the round to thoſe ſpirits which are 
capable of its Society ; And as God the Son # of the 
Father, God of God, and Light of Light, and Love 
of Love ( For God is Love as he is Light )) ſo mrehis 
Regenerate and Adopted children alſo, all from him, 
and one enlightened from another. 

Secondly , Solidity, firmneſs, conſtancy ; the 
Chriſtians is a ſtanding Cres, (it was wont to be ſo) 
Lord [ believe, without diſtruſt whether my under- 
ftanding comprehend ir or no : without curioſity to 
be farther confirm'd by Miracles, Laftly, Credo 
eAadatter, without difſembling or fear to acknow- 
ledge it, Thisis ferevua—in Col. 2.2. that firm 
and full aſſurance of Faith , I mean in Reſolution 
not to alter or ſhrink , 2s was in couragious 7oſor eb 
— —-1 will ſerve the Lord ,and hearty *D avid, 
ghar endured much and long, yet he recedes. not 
from bis Vow : no, { bave ſworn, and am ſtrdVaſilr 
purpoſed ; And Job, though hedyed for'c, yet it 
ſhould prove no this way diſſolution. And for this 
cauſe God allows the Name, calls it the moſt preciow 
fuith «f bz Ele, and chides thoſe Recreants that 
Recoil ſo eaſily —— 0 ye of little fa'th ; Thoſeare 
®* 110 right Jewels of his, they are bur G/ow- arms and 
H»pocrite! 
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Hypocrites , or as plaſs and Sophiſticate ſhels, and 
vitious ſtones, which have an inconftanc and lan- 
euiſhing ſhine, or whoſe ſplendor is only in a morn- 
ing, or under a clear sky, and laſts not in guſts and 
ſtorms of perſecution, or which in age decreaſe in 
Grace and Vertues, and come to loſe their abilities : 
No, tis ſaid of Gods Palms and Cedars that they 
flouriſh on,and bring forth more fruit in their age : 
And for this firmneſs, even moral men have made 
ſtrange approaches , and profeſt the conqueſt of it, 
reſolv'd toretain their vertue and honour untaint- 
ed, maugre all the rage of blooly tyrants , and et- 
ther allarements or encombrances of a baſe and vi- 
tious world, How much more Chriftians to endure 
the rorture, the Rack, the fire , that which is the 
Craſis of all cheſe, The Inquiſition; to deſpiſe char 
tryal of cruel mockings, and reſiſt even to blood, 
and ready to lay down our lives, rather then betray 
or prevaricate and ſhuffle in the cauſe and quarrel 
of Chrift Jeſus and his holy Church / As no fin 
ſhall rear me from that Root of Gods Love : fo l 
am perſwaded,ſayes the Apoftle, no «ffi:ition, Rom.$. 
{ and he had good ſtore ) ſhall ſlacken my bold 
upon this Rock, ſhall ſevere me from that love of 

God Which is in C briſt Feſus my Lord 
Other Properties they aſcribe to precious 
ſtones, and ſome ſuch as are marvailovus. The Jaſ- 
per ( ſayes Pliny) was wont to be worn in all the 
Oriencal Regions as an Amulert againft poyſon,and 
is of vertue to expel noyſome dreams and Viſions, 
toclear the eyes, and affilis againft all adverlity. So 
the S1phir ina Ring or Amulet contributes toward 
all proſperity, eacreaſes — ms: and helps againſt 
d Ire, 
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ire, Envy, Sadneſs; The Sardonix againſt Pride , 
The Chryſolice againſt pulillanimity , all me- 
lancholy tears and follies: The Turkeſe they (ay 
delivers from imminent dangers, and diſcovers them 
when they are near; The Topaze trom phrenſic 
and ſudden death ; The Chryſopraſe availes againſt 
coverouſneſs, as the Beril is a hater of idlenels ; 
Finally ( for I may not reckon all ) che Diamond 
for frienthip , ſtiPd cheretore the ſtone of Reconci- 
lation. The Hyacinth is powerſul co procure chear- 
fulneſs,3nd co preſerve from thunder and lightning, 
and all diſeaſes. The Ametbiſt good againtt ſurfers 
and drunkeanels,and advances men to the favour of 
Kings. Others are reported vertuous, (and thoſe 
am u'e youcould wiſhme ) co help a man to elo- 
quence, and to make him quick of diſpatch. Bur 
now [ confeſs I allow not this for a point of Divini- 
ty, nor put itto you as & piece of good Hiſtory, for 
in the ſtories and traditions of thele things, I doubt 
not but there is a maſs and mixture of preſtigious 
vanity and untruth ; yet am nor | of their mind ut- 
rerly, thit think all Jewels vid of ail efficacy ; for 
doubtleſs as we believe che tnflucnces of (tars , and 
vertues of medicinal herbs and Roots,ſo tis nor dif- 
agreeable r2 Reaſon, that in theſe glorious creatures 
the Creatour may have impreit ( beiide their luſtre) 
ſome othe: ſecret reftimonies of hisexce!lent power, 
which ror only for that God voucbſafes here by 
them to deſcribe the excellency of bis Saints, and 
calls his own blefled and beloved ſon by that Name 
of a precions ftone , bur alſo am the eprer to be- 
glieve by reaſon, of thoſe two plzces of Scripture 

woich I named dciore. The 28 of Exedus,& the 21 


of 
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of the Revelation, to which again I reſer yourrecor* 
ſiderations. 

Allowing then a poſſibility for many of 
theſe Properties in precious ſtones , we may reduce 
allrorwo Specialties. 1, They do encourage io 
good. 2. And preſervefrom evil, both of fin ard 
puniſhment ;and herein however qualified in cthem- 
ſelv:s,they may ſurely be of good ule for us to make 
an apt reſemblance, and to expreſs the condition of 
righteous ſouls : ſuch ſervants of God as fear 
him and think upon his name. Theſe are Jewels to 
the world in example, ſtirring and provoking others 
to emulation : ſhining in the midſt of 4 crooked and 
perverſe generation : And theſe are they that like 
Lot in Sodom reſtrain the vengeance, and over- 
whelming forms of fire from Heaven upon a world 
of ungodly wretches, Theſe are thoſe blameleſs 
fouls, who when Achitophel and Haman are hanged 
up with all their rotten pollicies and ragions a [fa- 
to, ſhall ſhine, and whoſe /;ghe God will make to 
break out as the morning, and to riſe in cbſcurity, and 
their darkneſt tobe 45 the non day , and then they 
ſhall be call*d (according totbeir qualities} rhe Re- 
pairers of the breach,ond Reſtorer s of the paihs to awel 
in, I[sy 58.12. Burt the cunning Stacelinan laughs 
at this, and ſhakes his bead co think that Hor efty or 
Religion ſhould preſcribe ro ſuch Grandees,ans Su- 
perintendents of fine but uorigh:eoas Policy; T har 
the Bible,or the Rules. or the grace indeed deriv*d 
from thence, ſhould afford a way of enabling men 
in diſcharge of chat Duty which is ſeen in Govern» 
ments Lyacian he |:kes , but Machiavel admires, 
thoſe are his Scriptares. Yer lex ſuch a man take 
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the experimental proof of this from ſeculat ſtory, 
Senicathe Jewel of Nevroes youth, and a brayer 
Defence and Ornament then that ſo famous Jaſper 
of his, wherein he was pourtrai'd,arm?*d compleatly ; 
but his Armour of proof was Seneca , preſerving 
him five whole years ina form of Regiment equal 
ro the beſt of his Predeceſſors. Bur h1s ]ewel once 
thrown away, he fellto all exceſs of wickednels.Or 
if a Scripture-ſtory may paſs, let him look on that 
2 Chron, 24. it may ſerve abundantly for all Ex. 
amp'es. 7oa4 yorg King, yet d:e; right in the 
fight of the Lord, fo long as his ]ewel lived; the 
Text is plain, all the dayes of ekhsjada the Prieft, 
ver.2, ColleRions for repair of Gods Houſe, Ob. 
lations and Sacrifices renewed ; But when this Jewel 
vas call*d for back to Heavento be treaſur*d there 
at ver.,17. come the Princes of Fu4ab (no worſe) 
and they crouch & make obeyſance to the King, for 
what? for a change of Religion, and how ſucceeds 
it? as they could wiſh. For the K:4g hearkenea ts 
them, and /o they I:ft the houſe of the Lord God of 
their fathers, and ſerved proves ani1aols, And as 
in States and Common-wealths , ſo in Cities, and 
Towns, and private Familics Gods iervants in the 
due preſervation and practice of Piety and Good- 
neſs are as means of encouragement to others ; lo 
cauſes alſo of Reſtraint from evil of fin , many fins 
of ſwearing, whoring,drunkenneſs, and conſequent- 
ly preventers of Gods judgements for ſuch fins. As 
Moſes interpoſ'd bimſelt as a precious | ewel of ex- 
cellent vertue in his prayer : and Aaroy with his 
" fire betwixt the living and the dead, and cauſed the 


* Deftrution to top there. So no queſtion m_ 
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juſt men live, the whole Countrey, Town, Family 
5che better bleſt ; and when they dye , God takes 
them away from the evil to come. 

So far the bodily part of the Sermon in the ex- 
plication of this ſecond priviledge of Gods ſer- 
vants, They are his Fewels. Now to infuſe a ſoul by 
breaking this ſpeculation into praRice , into ſuch 
uſes as I account the very life of preaching; For 
our firſt uſefal extraRion then is to teach us where- 
inconſiſts true Honour, Joy, Nobility, Bleſſedneſs. 
*Tis not in the endowments of Nature, not in thy 
large capacity , or faithful memory, ſwift apprehen- 
ſion, thy penetration of judgement or facility of 
Elocution, not in thy height or depth of learning , 
no,nor in the exerciſe of moral vertue,thy valour or 
thy bounty, though theſe are Ornanen:sI wiſh on 
all my friends: much lefs is it in thy purſe, or clothes, 
or titles, Not though thou wert a 7oſeph or a Mor» 
decay, to feed in Gold, be dreſt in Purple , fit next 
the King, and be call'd his couſin, which are reckon- 
ed*in E/4ras for the prime favours of an carthly 
Monarch ; for alas, all theſe things mayft rhou 
have,and yet be but a meer worldling, and after de- 
volve roa worſe maſter. Kings may give their fa- 
vourites, and Popes bequeath their darlings and 
their Nephues earch and ayr, Title & Territory, and 
make them Lords of ſo many Parks, Mannors, Ho- 
nours, Towns, Counties : Yetif but one viaori- 
ous Army of boyes or Peſants chance to over-run a 
Kingdom with noiſe of weapon, as the Prophet de- 
ſcribes it, and rowling of garments in blood, what 
then become; of all their glory , their Patcents and. 
painted wax? If cthenyou ſeek for right enobling, 
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and to betruly honorable , or if you would be men 
of good eſtates indeed, and enjoy certainties and 
perperuities, findy to be in the favour and prote- 
Qion of the Lord of Hoſts, for then however it 
go for this world, you (hall be ſure of Eternal bleſ- 
ſedne's in another , at that day when ke ſhall make up 
bu Jewels 
Secondly, a contrary uſe for all thoſe wret- 

ched ſouls as pride themſelyes in being none of 
Gods EleR, that mock at mention of Grace and 

Godlineſs, whoſe language is fully recorded 1n the 

ſecond of #:/a»», and their Poſterity to chis Gay 

praiſe their ſaying, and continue the ſame frontlels 
impudence. ARaceof impious ſcorners, Solomons 
fools, imagining itche utmoſt of diſgrace thar can 

be ſtuck upon them, to becall'd or counted Religi» 
ous, or Lover: of God , a profeſſion fit for a crue 

of ſullen melancholy ſimplerons. Megn time in 
whar a fearful condition do theſe Jewels of the De- 

villive 1 and glory is their ſhame and perdition ! for 

fe: ne ſpeak to ſome one roaring Leader of 'this 

band, and ſay, who hath bewitchr thee into this 
Deluſion ? Jt may indeed advance thee to ſome 
friendſhips and full cabjes,that thou art a full ſwear- 

er, a curious crunkard, or an Eloquent Hiſtorian 

of thoſe (ins wherew:th thy body bewrayes thy 

yourh to have abounde4 and yer thou art conten! 

fo delye thy ſelf in the Relation ; and being rhus 

jar from remorſe , thus given over to a Reprobate 

mind, thou art not able to conceive the Apoſtle, 

where he tells thee, they are without bope that art 

without God, and that it na fearful thing to fall in 

ele the bands, what is it to fall out of the hands MN 
(ye 
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the living God ? and fo that he which made thy 
ſoul, filled ic wich noble facnlties, offers it Grace, 
and Holineſs, and Purification, ſhould be forced by 
thy wilful rejection of- Grace and Mercy to give 
over his work,to caſt thee off for ever, thac thy toul 
ſhould contra ſo much droſs and defilement ;* thy 
works of darkneſs ſo extinguiſh all impreſſions of 
Light and Beauty, as thy Creator ſhould not, | am 
ſure will not own thee, bur fay to thy everlafting 
horror and aſtoniſhment, Deparr from me, 1 know 
no ſuch workers and boaſters of iniquity. 

Thirdly to trie our ſelves; Doft thou believe 
that God efteems thee as a Jewel , purchaſed by 
Jeſus blood, and that he fers bis heart upon thee ? 
O take heed this be not vanity and mad preſumprti- 
on! RefleR on what we ſaid lalt of thoſe proper- 
ties inherent or aſcribed to precions ſtones, and 
ſhew me firit thy faith by thy works ; Whar are the 
vertues and precious operations of thy faith and 
profeſſion ? If chou beet of a refined and lanRi- 
hed nature, thou wil: be a grace and an honor to 
thy God ; And where is that thy love to his name, 
thy zeal to his glory ? and then is thy life operative 
upon others, by thy example won to goodnel(s; Art 
thou preciſely carefull and curious to preſerve 
others, ſpecially thoſe within thy charge from Igno- 
rance, Idleneſs, Prophaneſs, Wantonneſs, Bri- 
bery, Drunkenneſs? Or on the contrary, 1s thy 
manner of converfing with men ſcandalous and ig- 
noble, finfull and (ſhamefull 2 O remember then, 
however thou mayeſt have a name to live, thou art 
but dead, though thou ſeem pure in thy own eyes, 


or the appluſe of Paraſites ; yet thoſe eyes truly, 
N 4 enlightned, 
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enlightned, would ſee thy own deformity that thou 
art yet in thy ſins, and not cleanſed from thy 
wickedneſs ; yer in thy pure, that is, thy impure na. 
turals, and far from bcing any Partaker of the di- 
vine Nature. Co-fider then our ſelves by thoſe 
ewo propertie: eſpecially , Solidity and Clearneſs. 
Fiift, Are we fircg and ſound, no counterfeits, con. 
ſtant in the praRice as wcll as profeſſion of Chriſt? 
Never worſe times then theſe of late, bur never 
better times for trial : And if our hearts have been 
preſerred unſhzken, there is yet a Scrutiny and an 
Inqueft after our Holineſs, and Purity, and Clear. 
neſs ;.. for God will bave his Jewels untainred, 
Our «od is of pure and fiery eyes, and no im- 
pure thing muſt carry in bis ſight : Come out ſaith 
God, and touch no unclean thing, and then you 
ſhall be precious in my ſight, be my Sons and 
Daughters, 2 Cor. 6. In thoſe precious ftones on 
Aarons breft-plate was engraven Holineſs to rhe 
Lord ; and Gods material Temple ſo beautificd, 
ripically preſcribes what thoſe ſouls ſhould labor to 
be which God vouchſafes to make Temples for his 
holy Spirit. Uanclean ſpirits inhabit wicked ſouls , 
bur che holy Ghoft rakes it in deſpite, is prieved 
and quencht with our pollutions : and ſo tor God 
the Farther, the Father of Lights he will not endure 
the deeds of darkneſs under co'our of his ſcrvice, 
Pure religion and undefiled even before God the 
Father, is ina main branch to keepa many ſelf un- 

ſpotted of the world, James 1.»lt. 5. e. eſcaping 

the corruptions which are in the world through 

luſts. God is geod to 1ſracl, i. e. toall that are of 

aclean heart. Indeed a Jewel of God, «2% _ 
at 
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hath irs honor thence ; wocatus fuit inclytu1 is the 
Paraphraſe, ſocalled for its excelling Purity. And 
ſolaftly in reference to our bleſſed Lord and Savi- 
our Jeſus Chrift, that redeemed us to be a peculiar 
people ro himſelf,and like bimſelf. Tiberius would 
no: ſuffer the image of Azg»?w in Ring or Coin 
to be born into any unſeemly Place ; ſo che adopted 
Sons and Servants of God will be carefull of dif- 
gracing the glorious Image of Chrift Jeſus , ſealed 
and imprinted in their ſouls, by admitting ſtains and 
blemiſhes; but be carefull co abftain from the leaft 
appearance of evil, aud to purific themſelves, evrn 
4s be «pure, becauſe till then he is not throughly 
enamour?*d of his ſpouſe the Church, till her neck 
de comely with rowes of ftones, till ſhe be as the 
Roſe and Lilly , all fair, and no ſport in her. 

Yet all this is ſpoken , and muſt be taken with 
the Apoſtles Caution and Refiriction, nat asif any 
had, or ever could attain perfe&tion here : No, 
they reckon a number of infirmities that the moſt 
precious Jewels are ſubjet to. There is Fumny 
& Umbra, Nnbecula, Scabritier, (apilinr, Sal, 
Punfttum , Scoabes, Plumbaga , Ferrugo, Rnbigo , 
Vomica, which diftain the pureft ſtones ; So in the 
choiceſt of Gods people, in the rareſt veſſels of 
his honor prepared unto Glory, remain thoſe Re- 
liques, like Clouds and Ices. They have all their 
grains, and ſpots, & Delia quotidiane incurſionis , 
and St. Auſtin ſpeaking of the Churches brightneſs 
and perfe&ion, adds —— «Ad hoe Elefta, non 
ut jam fit talis, ſed ut ad hoc paretur. Their good- 
neſs may be true, becauſe unfeigned, but not alto» 


gether fair, ſave only by compariſon. So bath ſin , 
poiſoned 
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poiſoned the fountain, and ſuch a phyſical and real 
influence it bath on all mans habits and aRions, 
And if the eſtate of the beſt and pureſt be no better, 
what (hall we boaſt our ſelves, who as they ſay of 
Northern Jewels, that they are of a vicious ſoftnek, 
and will not endure the file ? ſocertainly inreſpet 
of the primitive Chriftians, when the Church wa; 
a true heaven uponearth, we are as far from the 
brightneſs and miracles of their works, as from 
their firm and miraculous faith. It remains that 
we encourage our ſelves, and ftir up the Grace of 
God that isin us; and though we cannot approve 
our ſelves in a perfeRion to a-perfet Godin whole 
eyes the moon ſhines nor, ( ſaith F-b ) and the 
ſtars are impure, yet if we be but vigilant to dreſs 
the paradiſe of our ſouls,and keep out the Tempter, 
preſerving our breaft as a garden encloſed, and 2 
fountain ſealed up , if we but earneſtly contend for 
the faith once delivered to the Saints, and labor to 
ſh3ke off che ſin chat cleaves ſo faft unto our nature, 
if we run and preſs tothe mark. and firive to purihe 
our ſclves from all fil:hineſs of Aeſh and ſpirit , and 
to grow up into full holineſs; ſuch is then the ms- 
nifold Grace, and Goodneſs, and tender mercy of 
cur gracious God, that he not only aſlifts j but 
accepts of our weak endeavors and approaches, (0 
far as to impute the very AR of cleanſing and ob- 
exining pardon too, to ſuch a frail condition and 
contention, We do not, we dare not ſay with 
Bellarmine de purg. lib.2+ cap. 10. it pleaſes Chrilt 


to joyn our fatisfaRtions with his own , tut by our |

The wiſdom of all ijuch prophane contemners of 
Devotion, as ſay it is in vain to ſerve God, and 
what profit, &c. at ver.14. ſhall be blaſted and con- 
fonded, and then you ſhall diſcern, ſayes the 18.ver. 
then you ſhall find a difference betwixt the Righ- 
reous and the wicked, between him that ſerver God 
and him that ſerves him not. But in mean time thoſe 
glorious and theſe gracious Sperande & fruenda are 
all incorporate in theſe Agenda here, God will 
have ſuch a field for his ſeed, ſuch trees to graft up- 
on,ſuch Materials to raiſe his Temple. Otherwiſe as 
no earthly Prince how gracious ſoever will hear and

none but of this temper. The ſecond by way of 
application to every ſingle brefſt, is to ſearch and 
examine our ſelves whether we have this bleſſed 
Fear, and holy thoughtfulneſs , and ſo can thence 
fairly argue and prove ;our own being Gods own; 
our peculiar priviledge of being Gods peculiar, For 
firſt this may be known; for the Spirit of God is not 
in his ſervants, ſpiritual men, «s the foul ſpirit by 
poſſeſſion or obſcilion in a Pythonifſe , or ſuch as 
are his ſenſleſs utenſils, and perceive not the power 
chart tranſports them , tcel not the operation of their 
Mover : and thence itis that we have ſo frequent 
Monitories, ( which were vain and uſeleſs if it could 
not be done ) of prove your ſelves, try the fpirits, 
kno you not that Chriſt is im you except yt be Repro- 
bate: > Andindeed though a man will find,or fain 
to find a Ditamny, a medicine made of wine, and 
noiſe and company to throw off the Arrow , and 
ſome men chink it probatuw that there is (inthis 
ſenſe) a ſword-cure, that is, there is an eaſic way to 
heal up any wound thar the ſword ofthe Spiric, tbe 
word of God in the Miniſtry of his fervant can 
make; its but fleighting the Preacher,or allowing 
{im for a blunt or bold fellow; and the Sermon a dull 
or adry piece; yet ſuch a man knows he does but 
difſemble in all this, «nd Withold the truth of God in 
«righteouſneſs, bemifting and darkening his own 
conſcience, 
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conſcience, or elſe that Caſſandra, that Prophet in 
his own boſom, ( if ſhe might be heard ) wou!d 
make him wiſer : tcach him better and clearer,chen 
the moſt illuſtrious Divines, that is the beft, that 15 
the plaineft Teachers, For that incorrupt and in- 
corruptible Judge is joyn'd in Commiſſion with the 
Holy Ghoſt to lead 127 into all Truth; and to bring 
all ſuch, that is, all needful crutch ro our remem- 
brance. The Spirit of God bears witneſs , but it #s 
with our ſpirsr, and ſo enables us to pronounce ſen- 
tence of ſelf- clearing, or ſelf-condemnation. When 
therefore | dare knock at that privy Chamber door, 
atthat cloſet, and dare ask that queſtion, Am I a 
Divine Royaliſt, a true Deilift, a godly Chriſtian ? 
One of Gods peculiar ? where then is my fear,my 
thinking on bis Name? Do I ſerve the Lord with 
fear, and rejoyce before bim with reverence? Do 
l indeed as one of his Royal Priefthood preſent my 
body and ſoul, and all their children, all their off- 
ſpring, the actions of my hands,and the Imaginati- 
ons of my heart.an1 projects of my brain as a (ive- 
ly facrifice unto my God ? Does my juſtice and 
honeſty, my chaftity and ſobriety { for even theſe 
may riſe from corrupt ſprings ) flow from this only 
conſideration ? Is the bottom of my conccited hap- 
pineſs any better then a ſick mans dream, or mad 
mans boiling fancy? Do I indeed feel my confi- 
dence grounded 0n a modeſt , a tender and reve- 
rential fear ? Does the Larum, the remembrarce of 
this rike louder and faſter in my bref then »1] Sa. 
tins temptations ? with memento Philippe, Tenvice, 
Carole ; not that thou art but a man, but chat thou 
W 1 art ® 
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art no mans man, nor no womans man ,- nor no 
devils man taken captive to do his Will : This I muſt 
thus enquire, and this when I thus know, then 
muſt reſolve with foſbxa, Let others do what they 
will; / and my houſe, arthe leaſt, Iand my heart, 
«nd all that is within me will ſerve the Lord. Shall 
ſuch a man as I that profeſs Chrift and his Goſpel, 
ſoall 7 flie ſaith one ? Can I ado this wickedneſs , and 
ſin againſt God ? Shall I take the members of Chriſt, 
and make them the members of an harlot ? faith 
another of Gods fearfull and faithfull ſervants; 
God forbid : Do I profels to ſerve that Lordof 
Hofts, whokeepsa book of Remembrance, whoſe 
eycis ever zenith,, and ſo pure,that no iniquity can 
tarry in his ſight, and ſhall I nor paſs the cime of my 
dwelling here in fear of his moſt bleſſed name? And 
do we, can we think then, nay do they, or canthey, 
( ſay what they will ) can they indeed think in 
go00d earneft,can they believe themſelves to be Gods 
peculiar people, and ſuch a Prieft. hood and choſen 
People, as Chrift (hed his precious blood to pur- 
chaſe, who though they dare not but fear men, and 
tremble ar the ſound of ſome great name on earth, 
yet have no true fear of God before their eyes; 
ſuch as dare curſe, ſwear, pollute and blaſpheme 
that very name, in which both we and they profeſs 

to look for boch ProteRtion 2nd Salvation ! 
Thirdly, Our third and laſt particular in this ob- 
ſervation about the Ground-work of all our com- 
forts bottom*d on our fear of God, is the joy and 
bleſſing the Grace and Mercy, & tender indulgence 
of God unto us in this Appropriation, rthar God 
youchſaſes 
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vouchſafes ro tie this cordial joy faft ro each fnples- 
hearred Chriftian,&ſo admirst11m under this (i; ner to 
be of his cabinet Council inthe inward Teſtimony of 
bis Spirit,aſſuring bim & his ſpirir chat he is the Eords 
own, that ſo the Joy of his faithſull ſervants may ( as 
bimſelf hath ſpoken it ) be full, and chat nor by re- 
joycing in another , but by finding and feeling the 
Ground and Principles of true Joy and Confidence 
in themſelves. For [ am not cherefore honeſt or 
valiant, becauſe ſome credulous brethren, or ſome 
brethren of the Sword repute me ſo, and would ſo 
give it under their hands : No, I pals not for yours, 
or any mans 7adgement ( ſaith *t. Pal) a lilly 
fame is that,into which a man is voted, or for which 
he hath a Teftimonial or Certificat.I know ſaith he , 


DY in whom I have bilieved; and fo every juſt and ju- 
"dF flified man lives by his own faith, as well as he lives 
7, Y by that very bread which himſelf eats. It is no 
in 


truſting to Salvation implicite, if I pin my ſoul co 
that great name of the Catholique Church , and 
know no meaning of it, but only him that calls him- 
ſelf the Head of ir, when hecan be ſcarce, or bur 
atmoſt a corrupt member; or if I make a Pope 
of that poor privare Prieſt that creeps in at my win- 
dow, If I freely reſign my ſoul to him, and ſay 
I muſt confide in you, for ſo millions profeſs and 
boaſt themſelves to do ; Can I tell whether this 
R'miſt will cary it to Heaven or Hell, or neither jn 
bafte , but make ir ftay in purgatory ( as ſome ſonls 
they tell me muſt do) ill the day of Judgement ? I 
cannot reliſh that dependance on any mans int21li- 
bility ; for if I could be certain of thcir high 
O 3 Prieits 
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Priefts eleGion , that all things therein had beer 
rightly and canonically performed , which is very 
difficult, if not impoſſible; yer for his low Prieſt, 
whom he ſends t9 me, and who for his own food 
and maintenance,brings me the Sacraments of Pe 
nance and the wafer-god to be aſſured of his inten. 
ci90 , ( on which they reach the very eſſence of al 
Popiih devotion depends ) they muſt acquaint me 
tow I ſhall be a Searcher of hearts, which God hath 
reſerved only to himſelf; and therefore aſſuredly a; 
ſom: Papiſts have openly jeared the pretended infal- 
}\bilry of their Father ; ſo no doubt but his white 
ſons the Jeſuitr, like the Latine Augurs do laugh 
when they meet in ſecrert,at the open gullage of the 
world, willing to miflake their infamous mother 
for the very Catholique Church in the Apoſtle; 
Creed; and yet our own Ladies in ttead of Preſeryes 
from St Anſlizs boxes of Preſcriptum Legu & 
Pr aaa Prophetarum, which are ſoundly mingled 
rich this holy ſear in the Text, are content to 
\v2)/ow their conſerves of implicite faith and blind 
obedience, and comfort their hearcs with the cold 
conſideration of an Indulgence, when yet the ble 
{ed and the blafting,the cordial and yet confounding 
Truth of God in this ponit hath wrung ( afer 4 
thouſand wranglings ) that plain confeſsion from 
learned, but a bitter and violent Papift , that the 
Church by her Miniſterie and Mapifterie received ot 
God doth cauſe us to belicye : yet for all that, the 
very Reaſon wherefore we believe, is not the 
Church, but God ſpeaking in us : This is Stapleton 
12 bis third book of the Authority of the Scripture ,

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cap. 12+ And indeed when all is ſaid and done, no- 
thing but the Teſtimony of Gods own Holy $piric 
is ever able to minifter true conſolation in believing, 
The God of peace it i; that fils us wirh all peace and 
joy in believing , if we belive St. 'Pax/'to the Ro- 
mans, cap. 15. verſe 13. But this is not meant of 
any private whiſper or Exth«ſia/w,(which is deceit- 
full ) but of the ſpirits Teſtimony, joyned to 
bis Holy Word in the clear evidence thereof, afſu- 
ring our ſpirit that God is become our Salvation : 
and I come to feel and know this of a certainty by 
Gods Power made perfe& in my weakneſs, which 
I diſcern in finding his Holy fear rooted in my 
beart,and fo fixt, that no ſtout words of prophane, 
nor incurſions, nor invaſions, nor ſeas of over- 
whelming Corruptions in the examples of godleſs 
men about me can prevail over me to abandon my 
Religion , which is bottomed on my holy fear, 
and reverend thinking on his bleſſed Name. 

For ( as I have ſaid ) the mercy of our indulgent 
Father appears not only in tying this amulet to our 
own boſom, that every man is ſav*d by his own faith, 
and not another mans, bnt alſo in the manner of this 
ancorape ; *Tis his ſpecial Grace that my being 
Gods own is made deſcernable in the Light impart- 
ed to my own ſoul from his Word and Spirit, where- 
dy I perceivethe Covenant ſealed betwixt God and 
me in Chrift Jeſus, But this is more wonderfuli 
mercy ſtill, that my affurance and modeſt infalli- 
dility of ſaivation is faſtened by his Almighty 
Power, and ſo ſurely faſtened ro (6 fender a cor- 
dage, ſo weak, and tender,and bruiſed reeds as my 
O 4 Faith 
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Faith and fear are : for theſe ewo are to our purpoſe 
terms coavertible . This fear in my Text hath Gold 
and Treaſure in it,and contains the precious nature 
of faith too , and diſcovers the ſame Efficacy and 
Properties of lively faith : ſo that he who poſſeſſes, 
or is bereft of it, is ſo of God himſelf, See for 
this, Jer, 2. 19. This is an evil and bitter thing 
that thou haſt forſaken: the Lord thy God, axd that 
”y fear $5 20t 118 thee, ſaith the Lord God of Hoſts : 
So he puts Fear for our whole Religion. So rarea 
Builder is that Lord of Heaven, that as he made the 
Heavens themſelves, and the earth of nothing, and 
hung ſaith Zob,the carth in the midft of the air upon 
juſt nothing : $o in this mighty work of Grace, 
when am afraid of not being faſt enough, his good- 
neſs makes that very fear the means of faftning and 
confirmation, and anchors my ?ſſuranceto my fear. 
Behold the unſearcbable and unſpeakable riches of 
his mercy in this, that he forſakes not man there- 
fore, becauſe he finds not in fleſh and blood the 
Paricy of Angels, but as its ſaid to Levi, Mal.2.5. 
My Covenant Was with him of life aud Peace, ( and 
Life and Peace include all Bleſſings) and 1 gave 
th-m to him ; For what ? Obſerve it well , The 

free Grace of God in this exchange. I gavethem 

to him, for the ſear wherewith be frared me, and was 
fraid before my name : and juft ſuch is the Ap- 
plance here of all this conſolztion , for God hears 
and hearkens at verſe 16. and 2 book of Remem. 
brance is written before himzfor whom now all this, 
and for « hat ?, Foy them that feared the Lord , and 
thonght upon his name,and they ſrall be mine , for that 
1 
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I will love them: for that inward teſlimony and quals- 
fication, and that inward Teftimony and Qualifi- 
cation ſhall aſſure them of wy love. Is not this 
enough to make every one of us ſay, at parting 
hence, Well ! 7 ſpall think the better of the fear of 
God as long as 1 live, for this Sermon : Doo inthe 
name of God, and take this furcher reſolution with 
us; Never to liſten to the harſh and cruel doctrine 
of the Rewi/h, ( which a man would think, were 
enough to throw down all the reft of their building 
in unttable ſoules , if thoſe ſouls would but ſeri- 
ouſly flay co think uponit; if chey would not like 
unclean beaſts, ftill ſwallow, and never chew the 
cud ; and yet ſince it is fallen from them, they muſt, 
their Priefts muſt by the oath ex officio, all deſpe- 
rately maintain it, as if they were told openly by 
one of their own DoRors at the Council of Trex: ) 
and that is this, That God will never be ſo aſſured, 
never ſo contracted and eſpouſed to believers 
heares in everlaſting love , but even after all their 
Merits, and Satisfactions, and Penances, and Pil- 
grimapes, and Supererogations too , ( Is it nor 
ſtrange ? conſidering how wide they open their 
Arkat firſt, and aſſure all clean and unclean beafts 
that will come in of never periſhing ; ) Nay after all 
Pardons under the ſwelling ſeal, and all plenary In- 
dulgences ( Is it not a miſerable caſe? ) The 
wretched fluctuating Penitent after ab{ution, ex- 
tream Union, Abſolution, and all muſt be con- 
tent rodie indiſcontent, and fall with horror and 
perplexity of Conſcience, and all his comfort in a 


litcle faint hope, that ic is not wholly mp 
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him to get through long , and dreadfull purging 
Ames at length rothe joyes of heaven. But ler 
us in Gods name ſtill continue to repoſe our ſouls 
oh Chrift, and refting on this ground of comfort, 
in this appropriation,we (hall find no reaſon to con- 
ceive hardly of him who is the Father of Mercier, 
and God of all conſolation, or impute a rigidneſs 
and tetrical ſowerneſs , or rather a tyrannous en- 
wrapping us in inevitable damnation, To admitno 
ſuch jealouſies, and fears, and ſuſpitions of our 
Lord bere, bnt wiſely learn to compound, and keep 
cloſe in conjunRion that which God hath mixt and 
and put together : That is, a rejoycing in the Lord 
with trembling, a worſhip joined with godly fear, | 
4x4 joy in the holy Ghoſt , and ſo we may return from 
bis ſervice as the women returned from his Sepul- 
chre with fear and great joy, 
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SP IRT 3. 


W E are come to our ſecond part, the Proſpet?, 

the day of our deliveranee, and making up 
amongft Gods Jewels; which day is fore-fold, 
1. Theday of puniſhing the ungodly, ſuch a day 
2s ſome think is deſcribed here at cap. 4. 1. In 
ſuch burning days the trial ſhall be made, and then 
God will reſolve this ſcruple here at ver/e 17. twixt 
them that ſerve him, and ſach as ſerve him not;and 
bis Jewels in that day he will ſave : ſpare as a man 
ſpares his own ſon,2s men incline to favour their pe- 
culiar, and their Jewels and Treaſure above all their 
{toff of leſs value, as men in danger of ſhipwract, 
reſerve a Jewel, though forced to unlade the ſh p 
of all her other burden; or as they catch away in 
times of war, or fire, or thieves, ſome precious 
thing above all other goods, And this renews the 
former conſolation, that to theſe Saints which excel 
in vertue, theſe precious Jewels, whoſe faith is pre- 
cious, faftned on the mott precious blood of Chriſt, 
belong all thoſe precious Promiſes of compaſting, 
hiding, embracing, covering, relieving, defending, 
comforting, ſetting his eye, heart, ſoul upon them ; 
of opening his ears and hearkning to their cries, 
of drawing near, helping , reſpeQing,alsiſting, efta. 
bliſhing, bleſſing,delivering by ProteRion, Exaltati« 
on, Coronation :and this no empty,but a real com- 
fort including all time. Me hath, and doth,and will 
«eliver us , ſaith St. Par/, He hath done it to his 
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ſervants in the evil day, in all their evil days of ſor- 
row , Sickneſs, War, Plague, Famine, Priſon , 
Deluge of waters, or of ungodlineſs : So Noah 
was boxed up in his ark, riding on his horſe of 
wood over all the ſurges that devoured the world 
of the ungodly. So in the time of Abad, and in the 
time of Queen ary in our own land, when the 
waves of perſecution rouled bigh, and raged horri. 
bly, God reſerved many Prophets in a cave by means 
of Obadiah, and many thouſands that bowed not 
the knee to Baal, or were won to crouch to the 
Romiſh ſuperſtition, or ſhrink from the Reformed 
Religion. This is the mercy of God, that when 
ſometimes the wicked are ſwept away, as the houſe 
of a Spider , when the arrow flies by day, and ter- 
ror by night, then comes out the Indulgence and 
Diſpen'ation, Touch wot mine Anointed ; a thouſand 
ſoall fall before thie, and ten thouſand at thy right 
hand, Pſalm 91.7, Orif God do not ever in pub- 
lique calamity give his own a temporal deliverance, 
for Cadit & Riphens, yet he promiſes to 
redeem their ſoul from deceit and violence , and 
precious ſhall thiir death be in bis fight 4 Pſalm 
72.14. 

Secondly. The day of making up theſe Jewels 
is underſtood by ſome, of the time of powerfull 
preaching of the Goſpel , principally when Chrift 
himſelf and his fore-runner the Baptiſt entered on 
the office of converting the world:ſo much alſo is in- 
rended here of that Sun of Righteouſneſs, riſing with 
he-1 "op in bis wing s,C5 his day-(tar coming in the Spt- 
rit of Eliah,cap.4.2. And we find indeed the time of 

our 
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our Saviour called the time of Reformation; & ſurely 
by that powerable Inftrument of his Word it is that 
his Jewels are made up. 7obs prepared the Way, and 
cleanſed the people by baptiſm to repentance; Chriſt 
wrought up many by himſelf , more by his Apoſtles 
after;S$t«Peter at one Sermon three thouſand, atano- 
ther five thouſand ſouls: And in thattime of our Sa- 
viour, thoſe Jewels were made bright,and manifeſt 
even to their Deſpiſers : See Anna, Elizabath, 
Zachary, Simeon, whom the curious Phariſees rec- 
koned among the baſe vulgar that knew not the 
Law ; but they then were known for Jewels.and the 
other for a generation of Vipers. Thus when the 
World in the VWiſdom thereof knew not God, it 
pleaſed God by the fooliſhneſs of preaching to ſave 
them that believe, and ro make what the world 
accouuts weakne(s, his Power to ſalvation : For to 
this is aſcribed firft the birth and breeding of theſe 
Jewels ; For to which of the Angels ſaid God at 
any time, This day 1 have begotten thee ? But as that 
ſpeech hath a natural Interpretation of Chrift our 
elder Brother ; ſo applyed to ns in a ſupernatural , 
Of his own Will begat he us by the Word of Truth . 
7am, 1, 18. which is therefore {tid the wncorrup- 
tible ſeed, 1 Pet.2. 12. God makes thee (as he 
made thiseA{) a work of power, but inrecre- 
ating, in producing Light of Chriſtianity, uſes his 
Word and Wiſdom to pive thee form : ſo in the 
New Teſtament his Word precedes his Miracles;and 
the Donative to the Apoftles firſt was , Fiers Vehi- 
cula ſcientie ;, ſuch as evliven the Receivers; For 
man lives not by bread only); and for this cauſe, the 
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Saints are called 1;ving ones, builton the foundation 
of the Prophets and Apoſtles, Jeſus Chriſt himſelf 
the chief Corner-ſtone. Again, The word asit breed 
and gives life,ſo Light, Grace and Luftre.We cannot 
with the waxen wings of ſenſe or reaſon flie upto 
the Deity, not as revealed in Chriſt; and ripeneſs, 
and perfeRtion , and rectifying of meer Reaſon 
Sains us nothing : It loſes rather,and builds down 
ward, diſcloſing the earthly Globe, and ſhutting 
up Heaven : Only God is able by the power of his 
word totake hold of our ſouls, and like ſo many 
keyes apply the graces of Faith, and Hope, and 
Love to the wards of prepared rational Nature: 
For the Grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is that which 
by original Purity, and perfe&t obedience, and fatis- 
faction in his death he bath acquired to and for 
all his members. But the noble Inftrument to work 
that Grace a way into our ſonls,is the declaration of 
his Goſpel in uſe and Miniſtry of bis Word. Yea 
rhe Scripture informs us of Illumination by this 
ſame means in the very Anpels, Eph. 3. But the 
pureRi Saints are all in darknels til] this Aaming light 
be held from heaven ; no previous diſpoſition in the 
ſoul , no Platonick Kecordation would ever bring 
us to the leaſt glympſe of ſalvation, were it not 
for this dew of Grace, which from the Word we 
drink into our nanderRanding, and thereby direct 
our Wills, and even in their imaginations find it 
powerfull apainſt all thoſe ſtarts and exorbitancies, 
reducing and bringing into Cajxivity every though: 
to the obedience of Chrift Jelus, For as bealth is 
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the avoidance of clouds and ſhadows ; ſo the Word, 
where it comes, bath aninnate and genuine proper- 
ty to diſpel ſin, like David: barp, driving out Sax/s 
devil. You are clean ( ſaith our Saviour ) proprer 
Sermonew, by reaſon of the Word, therefore re- 
ſembled to rain, medicines, fonntains. Such an eager 
80d piercing operation, and oppoſition as it pene- 
trates the cloſeſt fin, and is a Diſcerner ot the 
thoughts and intents of che beart; fo Magdaler: 
whoredom and neft of Devils diſlodged ; Zacheus 
ſwoln to a Camels groſſcaeſs, abated to the ſmal- 
neſs of a thred, fit ro be drawn through the eye of 
a Needle, fitto enter into the kingdom of Heaven 
with this was Lydia's heart opened ; all other ap- 
pliances but charms, or holy water. This mighty 
word of ſtones able to raiſe wp children unto Abra- 
haw ; this the double edged ſword of the ſpirss , 
this the fire, and the hammer, and file to frame 
and work ont Gods Jewels from the roughcill piece 
by piece God thereby hath removed thoſe ruines 
which through Adams fall, oppreſt all bumane na- 
ture, and hid away the primitive beauty and per- 
fe&ion of our ſouls. Laſtly, *Tis this that tranſ- 
forms from Prophaneſs , Rebellion , Hypocrilie , 
and purges the moſt difſolute : MWerewwurb ſhall « 
yung man reforw ? of all other the moſt difficult; 
by taking heed arcording to thy Word; andthen 
this Word it is which adorns, and teaches how to 
hang about the neck and ears of Gods holy ones , 
all choſe ſhinning graces of precious Faith, and 
Hope, and Charity, and Meekndls, and Eeavenly- 
Mindednefs, &c. 
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And therefore in our paſſage, are we not to take 
notice of this ? I ſay, we both Prexchers and peo. 
ple ; we firſt as Jewellers , to ſever the precious 
from the vile; if ſpeak, to ſpeak as the words of 
God, and yetto furniſh themſelves with all helps 
of learning ; the better ro inſinuate by Similes and 
riches of diſcourſe , and ſo to raiſe the imagination, 
and fill the underftandings of their hearers - bn 
above all , it points directly at the curioſity of our 
pains and carefull induftry, to be work-men, needing 
not to be aſhamed. They muſt be work-mer indeed 
that dcal with Jewels, ſpecially with cuting themto 
the life and perfeR beauty, and faſhioning themin 
all cheir points, that che man of God may beperfett, 
lacking nothing. Alas! if the unprofitable ſervant 
be caſt our, whar ſhall become of the Malignant, 
the Covetous, the Proud, the Luxurious? How are 
we then to think of that triple charge of Paſce, 
of 7acobs enduring froſt and beat , of che ſhep- 
heards keeping watch by night, and then of Le 
Rugiens, to devour both Paftor and Flock ? And 
how are they able co reſift,if we affiſt not,unleſs we 
exhort, rebuke, exhort and miniſter a word of con-. 
ſolation to every ſoul that is weary ? and then the 
people to be ſwift to bear, How precious is the 
creaſure we bring, though in earthen veſſels / Isit 
not the Word of God we bring and offer you ? 
To mens wordswe owe temporary belief, (if they 
fpeak wiſely ) and a Reſignation of our Judge- 
ments, till we hearchem our. Butto the Word 
of God, which is diffuſed into a Sermon, ( or elſe 
woe to him that makes it ) we owe an abſolute Re- 
. Ngnation 
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fignation and perpetual captivity, Take heedthen of 
contempt or wanton ranging afrer an heap of ſuch 
Teachers as are after our own laſts, ic{t we cauſe 
God to withold this bread trom Heaven, and en- 
danger the famiſhing of our ſouls! Let England 
remember the error of the Jewiſh Church once the 
Jewel and peculiar of the Lord of Hofts, the defett- 
on of the Roa1;/h, the Degeneration , and chen the 
demolition and abolition of Antioch , pbeſns, 
Corinth; and many others : O think in time ( for 
we draw very near it )of this peoples fin here at 
the twelfth and thirteenth verſes, They held the T a- 
ble of the Lord tontemptible , and ſnuſfed at ityper- 
chance reſpetting the gorgeows Idols of the Gemtiles : 
In the ſame corrupt affetion as many carnal Goſ- 
pellers not aſhamed toler men kear their wiſhes for 
the ſtavely and criumphant ſhews again of aſe, 
Dirges, Proceſſions, Pilgrimages. God hath bleſt 
the Land and Church, even to the ſtupor and envy 
of our Neighbours, with abundance of the Goſpel 
of peace,and the bleſſing of God in his Ordinance, 
and with many curious and exa&t work-men, Jewel- 
ers of ſouls ; and will we not bleſs the Lord, praiſe 
him and mapnife him for ever ? Will we nor prize 
this unſearchable Riches of Chriſt 2 Shall we ra- 
ther ſtrive to quench, and do deſpite co the Spirit of 
his Grace by deſpiſing Prophecying, and like Swine 
and Dogs trample upan , and turning again rend 
and tear ſuch as pour theſe precious Pearls before 
us ; toning them that are ſent unto us,with hard 
and birrer cenſures ? It che miniftration of the 
Law was glorious, what is that of the Goſpel? 
P 
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Examine it; Is it not the Power and Wiſdom of 
God ?and in the Adminiftration of the Sacrament, 
is not the bread we break the communion of the 
body, and the cup we reach out into you from 
God, the communion of the blood of Jeſus ? Are 
not the cffices of the Church, ſuch as diſtinguiſh 
us from Dogs and Infidels ? Let me then firſt creep 
a little into mount Eat, and bitterly curſe all thoſe 
thas have evil will at S502 , and then flie into Geri 
z'm, and cheerfully bleſs with bleflings of the right 
hand; Praiſe, and Honor, and Salvation npon che 
heads of ai! thoſe Chriftian Kings, Princes and 
people of ail conditions, who n their ſeveral places 
ſeck the advancement of the Truth of God, and 
the encouragement of his faithful ſervants; while 
their own hearts ftrike them with the conſcience and 
guilt of maliciouſneſs, 8nd propenſeneſs to Idols 
try, or ſchiſmatick Innovations, that dare not ſay 
Amen. 

3. Wecore briefly to the third day, ( to-which 
we muſt all come )the day of death;when Gods own 
baving paſt the fervor of youth, and clean eſcaped 
the fleſh, and worlds contagions ,and the fiery dary 
of Satan, having in (ſhort done what they came for, 
they deſcend into the grave with their bodies, like 
rick of corn into the Barn in due ſeaſon , and their 
ſpirits return to God that gave them, when even 
death is to them precious, as well for reſt and ſecu- 
rity, as for that new Newneſs of life which then 
begins in death , clearing to them that whereof 
Euripides doubted, whether todie were indeedto 
live; and contrary ; for ſo St. Pawuldeterminesit, 
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Chriſt is to me life, and death 1 tome advantage , 
and therefore deſired he this day of his diſſolution, 
wherein he might be more perfeRtly united to bis 
Jeſus. For theſe his holy Jewels are never ſo well 
ſet, as when inſet in the joy and Glory of their 
Lord and Mafter, which makes that in ſuch ſouls, 
eventhe approaching rowards death, fils and puri- 
fies with high and heavenly apprehenſions: as it 
is in natural motions, nearer ſtil] to the center, or as 
in Diggers in a Myne, who work moſt earneſtly , 
when near the Treaſure, Butif it happen that any 
of theſe Jewels be ſo far dignified as bis Lord accepts 
bis life in ſacrifice by Martyrdome conſummate, 
in ſealing the Truth of Jeſus with his blood , how 
doth this add freſh ornament and addition of honor 
to theſe Servants of God ? as came to paſs with 
that Protomartyr St. Stepher, firſt made up a Jewel 
after his Mafter; thoſe ſtones the Perſecutors threw, 
ſurrounding his head as a precious Crown of Glory: 
However they are all that die inthe Lord enfran- 
chiſed from thoſe chains of corruption, which abide 
the beſt alive ; for we dare not boaft our Saints as 
Bellarmire doth Gouraga , or his Fellow doth 
Phil. Nerivs, who was fain co pray God to depart 
from him, and draw back his minfl from heavenly 
things. No, we have learnt another way of hum- 
ble acknowledgement from St. Paul, 1 know that 
inme, thac is, in my fleſh dels no good thing ; and 
St. James, In many things, We fin all, and the day 
of abſolute abſolurion from ſin is not till this day of 
dfſolution, wherein theſe Jewels by death cume to 
take poſſeſſion of everlaſting life, 
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4. The laft, is the laft of diyes, Noviimu, 
and the day of Renovation , which none but the 
ancient of days can know, and of which alſo there 
5a mixt mention in the beginning of this fourth 
chapter, The day of the Lord comes as a farnace. 
and Rev. 6. The great d:y of his wrath, called the 
day of the Lord Feſur, and the day When God ſhall 
Jmage the ſecrets of men by Jeſms Chriſk, Rom. 16, 
T he firſt day We [pake on, tht day of affiittion, and 
the laſt Wwe ſpake on, the day of death , do roule 
up ſometime all together: It befals alike ( ſaith the 
Preacher) to the clean and unclean, to him chat 
ſwears, and to him that fears an oath ; and forthe 
ſ2cond, the day of powerful! preaching the word, 
Hypocrite elude it : The devil can transform himſelf 
ixt» an» Angel of Light, and his zanies may make 
a fair (hew1n the fleſh, ſaith the Scripture. Butat 
this great day ſhall be a real Partition of Sheep and 
Goats, of Wheatand Tares, which yer flock and 
grow together , then he will gather his elec from 
the four winds, and declare his mighty Powerin 
plorifying both their ſouls and b:dies, borh the 
| and the Cabinet ; both wh ch, at char reveal- 
ing of the Son of God ( when he appears | ſh:ll 
alſo appear with him inglory, Col. 3. 

Nor ſhall the aſſociation then of the body be 
( as ic may ſeem, ) any diminution of glory tothe 
ſoul ; For firſt, The School reſolves it, that though 
the ſoul ſeparate may ſeem more to reſemble God, 
and therefore happier; yer joined , ir hath the 
nearer Reſemblance, having eſſe perfeft5 , it bc 
ing then more perfeR : As1n the heart, whoſe per- 
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feRion is motion, doth therefore more reſcmbie 
God when moved, then when quieſcent, though 
God never move as all, Secondly, Though vertue 
ſevered from matter be Potenticr, and ſo Felic.or 
inabſolute ſpeech , yet no ſo in ſuch vertue as hath 
a nature and property to be in marter. Thirdly , 
Even in the AQ of Underſtanding, the glorious 
body ſhall be adjuvant co the ſpire, for as much 
as the glorified Body will cauſe the ſoul more per- 
feRly ro produce her operations ; and ſo the good 
redounding to the body in Glory, ſhall inftramen- 
tally ſerve to the ſouls perfectior, as Ariſtotle 
ſaich, external goods, inſtrumenrally contribute ro 
his felicicy in the ation of vertue., Laſtly,Though 
the ſoul have fulneſs of delight in God, and ſo can- 
not receive addition by the body joyned, which is 
but finite, where God 15 infinite Goodneſs , yet 
extenſive they ſay, it ſhall avail ad p/zs, though 
not a4 majus ; and /ntenſive too for the reaſon 
aforeſaid, becauſe then the operation of the ſoul, 
whereby ſhe is born towards ber enjoying of God, 
ſhall be made more perfet, being in ber own natu- 
ral ſtate: This is mzant by tha: Apoc, 6. Lord, 
how lovg ? and fo much is arguable from pro» 
portion of painin the damned, which ſhall be then 
augmented, And again, Though this corrup- 
tible Body weigh down the immortal ſoul, yer the 
glorious body ſhall be more compliant , when all 
thar ſhall be removed whercby there is any rely- 
cance made to the ſouls ations, as finally it ſeems 
moſt of all clear by chat gracious invitement of 
&brift Jeſus at that day, F»ter into thy Maſters joy : 
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So that in this day, theſe Jewels are wholly refined, 
and purified, and beautified with Salvation,as it 
Pſalm 149. For then, as if they were made up 
into one chain with God, and ſo many ftones ina 
Bracelet, God ſhall be all in all, above all, and 
chrough all, and in them all. When the pure 
Bride , the wife of the Lamb,ſhall have the Glory 
of God, and her Light like unto a ſtone moſt pre- 
cious, even like a Faſper, clear as Chriftal ; Ob 
glorious things are ſpoken of thee, thou City of God! 
and how great Riches haft chon reſerved for' them 
that /ove thee / For of their very bodies, the Sctip- 
ture witnefſerh that they ſhall ſhine as the Sun, and 
like unto the glorious body of Chriſt Jeſus bimſelf: 
And what do the Fathersand School-men comment 
upon the Subtilty , Impaſſibilty , Agility, and 
Clarity, and Incorruptibility , but for the Soul, 
into what a glorious liberty of the ſons of God ſhe 
enters, and exceeding that of Paradiſe, which was 
poſſe non peccare ? Eut this Nowiſſtma, this Power 
ſhail be Vox poſſe peccare, an impoſſibility of ſin- 
ning any more for ever. When there ſhall beno 
further need of working by that bleſſed Engine, 
the Word of God, YVerbam Domini , but we ſhall 
iwce;ly cnjoy Verbum Domini,that Lord who is the 
Erernal Word, the Wiſdom increated ; when there 
ſhall be no longer ſacrifice, becauſe no expiation; n0 
more $:craments, but Res ipſe : Things them- 
ſelves preſenced us, the ſubſtance and thing ſigni- 
fed: Here the Saints are fed with the leaves , but 
there wich the very fruits of that Tree of Life , and 
all eheſe' endleſs in that incomprebenfible Video 
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of the Almighty ; for there Felicitie begins ard 
ends. Asin Philoſophy, they that made ic conſift 
and reſt in Con templation of Forms ſeparate, do 
add this reaſon, becauſe ſouls do emaxzre , do flow 
from thence; So'is God A/pha and Omega, the Firſt 
and the Laſt. The beginning of our bleſſedneis 
is to proceed from him , to be his Off. ſpring 
and Generation; and the laſt Reſolution is that 
Fruition, Viſion, Union with bim , an Union ſo 
high, as no rongue of Man or Angel, no compari- 
ſon can reach it, no thoughc of mans heart can 
aſcend untoit. For though the ocular Viſion of 
God ſhall be cerminate orly in his Saints, and 
in beholding the perſon of Chrift Jeſus, in whom 
the fulneſs of the God-head dwels bodily ; yer the 
Intelle&ual Cognition ſhall pierce into the Eſſence 
of the Almighty : For we ſhall ſee him face to 
face, ſee himas heis, and know, even as we are 
known. To make a delightfull Knowledge , 
there are three things requiſice. 1. The ſenſible 
or underſtanding Faculty. 2, The Obje , and 
3, The Union : And by how much apter and ablec 
that apprebending Power is, rhe Objet more no- 
ble, and the manner of uniting more inward , ftill 
the more delight. Mow all theſe are here per and 
ſuper=tranſcendent ; Firſt, The Underſtanding now 
not alone above ſenſe, but beyond it ſelf in 
Purity and Glory. Secondly, The Obje&, Good- 
»eſs it ſelf, and in abftrat, Thirdly, The way 
of Combination, an open and clear Viſion, pene- 
trating the whole mind of the Beholder. If ſounds 
and colors ſtrike the ſenſes, even to araviſhing ,

when God ſhall viſit , what ſhall 1 anſwer 


him ? 


T& H E Text comprehends thoſe rwo 

? notions which comprehend all; 

God and Man, For the whole 

world was inGod before he made 

it, and when he made it,he made 

it all for 1/an; and made it all 

over again in fan, and made 

Marin bis own Image like God. And that Image de- 
fac'd, and Manloft, co recover him, and make him 
new, he vouchſafd to make{himſelf Jar, God 
and Ma» in one perſon; and the conſummation of 
all his works, ( which is alſo the conſummation 
of all J/ans hopes ) is to bring God and Manin-g 
to 
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toone place. But this muſt await his time, and 
obey his own Methode, which he ſo frames by his 
powerfull hands, his Underftanding and his Will, 
that as in infinite Mercy, ſo with his Honor and his 
Juftice too, he may aſſume them to that place of 
Glory, He will give Grace aad Glory, Pſal.$4, 
but Grace firſt , therefore enlightning, reRifying, 
purifying their Underſtanding , Will, AﬀeRions, 
hewing and poliſhing, pruning and dreſſing every 
ſtone in the building, every branch inthe Vine : 
 andinthat nature we find bjm here, viſiting,look- 
ing to the wayes of Man, that Man might look 
upto him, 
Briefly, ( nottorefle& yet on the Coherence, 
at which I ſhall couch anon in place convenient 
enouph. ) The Text delivers us two parts : Firft, 
Gods office. Secondly, Hans office. His to viſit, 
Mans to debate and anſwer. 

1 God is the Viſitor, The School makes theſe 
degrees of perceiving God in names. Firſt, Negs- 
tionis, Remnertionis, What God's not, not the Sun, 
Moon, not finite, mutable. Secondly, Perfettionis, 
A ffirmationsr, when what is moſt excellent in things 
create,we apply to him by way of Analogie and Re 
ſemblance, ſo we call him jsſt, HMercefull, High, 
Gloriour, Thirdly , Of Supereminence, fuch a 
this of a Viſitor, gathered from his aQion here, 
and joyn'd with the Emphaſis of my Text, _— 
When he ſhall viſit, Men are Viſitors, but they 
more eaſily anſwered, their place and power but 
Derivatives from this Primitive. He , He the grand 
Viſſer, eAltiſſimus, — moſt High. So that 
to Gods abſolute power, everywhere preſence, this 

attri- 
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attribute, and this tranſcendent Ability of an holy 
Watcher, a Sngerviſor, is proper. *Tis proper 
Blazon, and Title ſutable, denoting throughout 
theſe words, not height alone , and Power, and 
Sapetiority, ——— wheo be ſhall ſtand up, 
bat Majefty and Terror to0, — What ſhall 1 an- 
ſwer bies ? 

We have found his Office, but will God perform 
it ? *[is a Queſtion of mens performing their offi- 
ces, and a Queſtion roo of falſe gods. They bad an 
Idol in £gypr, cal'd by ſuch a name, Baal-Zepbon, 
'Dominus ſprcule, Lord of the Watch-tower , to 
frighe their fugitives; but when ſoſes and the 
people of 1/rar! paſt that way, and pitched the 
Camp there , this god was aſleep, bur he that keep- 
eth Iſrael neither flumbers nor ſleeps, He kept 
bis[ſrael then and fince ; be made good the Title 
then and fince, and dare we queſtion it now ? But 


how doth Godviſit? Search the Scriptures , they 
teſtifie of him 3; thoſe books are moral to teach 


Mas his office, the whole duty of Afan, to make 
the Man of God perfeit to evety good work : but 
they are Hiftorical roo," and Prophetical too, in- 
firuQing-us /what'God hath done, and what God 
witt dy. © Look then to thoſe Records, and we (hall 
find what, and when, and how in his ſeveral Vi- 
ſitations, His Viſitations are tis-aQtions ; Action 
is from intrinſique vertue ; Vertue there is none 
ſuch in God as fuppoſes Infirmity or ImperfeRion, 


as Faith, Hope, &c. bur ſuch as argnes PerfeQion, 


Metcy,Juftice,Wiſdom,Bounty, Power, According 


with theſe, we find his Viſies: Firft, In general , 
_ then with reference co men, both weyes, their 


perſons® 
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perſonsin mercy, fin upon their perſons in Juſtice, 

1, In general, in all places, and over all things 
above. Heaven is his Throne, where he overlooks 
the Orders and royal jArmies of bis Angels, aſcen- 
ding, deſcending; in the material Heaven, diſpoſing 
that numberlefs variety of thoſe glorious ſtars, cal- 
ling them all by their names, in the airie Heaven 
amidſt thoſe flocks of Fowl , his Providence ex 
tending to the fall of every little ſparrow. If we 
go down to the ſea amongſt thoſe infinite ſhoals 
and innumerable fiſhes , there we ſee his Wonders 
in the Deep; or if we go deeper, if we deſcend 
to hell, Hes: there alſo , binding the fury of in- 
fernal ſpirits : And for the Earth, it is bis foot 
ſoot; unmoy'd he ſits in midft of Heaven, and yet 
they be the eyes of the Lord that run to and fro 
through the whole earth, Zach. 4.10. raigning 
above, yet containing and upholding all below; 
compaſiing all abour, yet piercing all within. But 
applyed co Mer, they are the eyes of God which 
behold, and his eye-lids which trye the o—_ 
Men, Bur firſt the perſons in mercy , as we uſe 
the word in our viſitation of friends, or of the lick. 
And of this kind ( as well pleaſed therewith ) is 
char where God doubles ic, Yifitans wiſitavi , 
Exed. 3.16. Viſites and remembers, viſites 
and reftores, er. 17, /t. This is called the face, 
the beauty of his Holineſs, when he cauſes the light 
of his countenance to ariſe. Then fecondly, Sins 
upon the perſons, and this changeth the aſpet, — 


He frown, and bends the Brows, ſets his face againſt , 


them, viſiting the iniquity of the Faghers upon the 
2 C hilarengunto the third. aud faurth generation, _ 
14+» 19. 
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14.18. firſt orlaſt ; on them, or theirs, by no means 
clearing the guilty. Then he is deſcribed to viſitin 
Thunder and Earth-quake, in Storm and Tempeſt, 
I{a. 29. 6. And in this ſenſe the word is uſed among 
the Prophers promiſcuouſly for Recompenling, Pu- 
niſhing, Avenging, and even this threatned on his 
own people, render as the Apple of his eye, and his 
chief Treaſure above all Nations, Hoſ.1.4.c 12. 2. 
fer.11. Iſa.lo.3. 

We may nor omit his mercifull Viſitation; ſhould 
ienot (hew like a piece of ingraticude not co touch 
here firſt, though our voyage be to that of final 
Judgement ? And the firſt particalar of his merci- 
full vifiration ( wherein is his delight ) is confidera- 
ble as man isa body. God then did viſtc,bim in the 
houſe of duſt, as hislaft work will be jo; ning and 
refining the ſame duſt again in Glory , and what 
mighr be ſaid of bis viſicacion in the womb ? ——- 
Thou ſaWveſt my ſubſtance being yet imperfett, &c. 
What of all thoſe wheels and wyers within the bo- 
dy, that Mill ad Clock of his contriving ? of his 
winding up; at thought of which, Davsd ſpeaks 
witha kind of ftrange ſhuddering, © Lord, { aw 
fearfully aud Wonderfully made. What of mans 
Shape, Speech, Beauty ? and how largely ſpred 
might"this Web be, if we took in all thoſe threds 
and quils of his Pcovidence, by which he conveighs 
a thouſand influences of his Bounty, even loading 
Man with his benefits? P/al.68, ——and renewing 
them every morning, Law.z. Light after Darkneſs, 
Spring after Winter, 48s now we ſee that Gyant in 
his courſe, ſtealing FO over us, and ſubJuing 
the cold ; ) giving rain and fruitfull ſeaſons? e+e, 
haz 
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What addition to this, above all this from the Naz 
ture, and Fabrique, aud Faculties of our ſoul, in 


ſubſtance nobler then the ſtars, able-not only to give. 


Being to the body, like other forms, but capable of 
erernal Felicity ? 

Secondly, As Man is a Chriſtian by means of the 
Revelation of Jeſus, that Orient ex eAlts, —— 
The day-ſpring from on High hath viſited. — Luke 1, 
that Sun which riſeth With healing 3n bis wings : 
And this was, and is a bleſſed Viſication z for thus 
It runs, ———— /;fited and Redeemed bir people. 
Himſelf did viſite, and his ſervants did it in his name, 
riſing early for early viſitation ; and fince his aſcen- 
ſion, he ſend by his Apoftles, Paſtors and Teachers, 
that heavenfy Treaſure in their earthen veſſels, this 
Manna, this Ligbt, the glory of hi: prople 1/rael,and 
becauſe that had not concerned us, it 59 alſo 4 Light 
revealed to the Gentiles , this revives us, when heis 
ſaid To viſit the Gentiles alſo, to take of them a pte- 
ple to his Name, cAF15.14. Butnot that word 
of Grace, thongh the Word of Life,and Power,and 
Mighty in operation; Not all thoſe gracious Pro- 
miſes, thoſe Letters of Love indited by the Holy 
Ghoftin Proſe and Verſe, which cry unto us to 2urs' 

and look upon , and accept the ſalvation profered ; 
that ſalvation which our bleſſed Saviour wrought 
foc us by ftrong cryes, and by the effuſion of that 
blood which yer cryes-and intercedes freſbly for us; 
not all theſe availab, letill the third viſitation of his 
Spirit, which is therefore called the Comforter, 
Coming as Jobs friends in viſitation, both to mourn 
and comfort bim. Nay, what Viſitant, what Phy+ 


Gitian, what Confefſor, what Wiſe of thy boſom, (if 3 


what

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what Friend, who is as thine own ſoul, wonld f6 
attend? for he abides for ever; So minifter, ( for 
he helps, Una [ublevat ; for ihe Greek better ex 
preſſes it, gv1ay appar) al, afſifts in liftiog againft 
our [nfirmities ; ) ſo pray and groan for us 

with ſighs and groans that cannot be expreft,apainſt 
all our faintings and deſpairs, our fick fits of fear 
and diftruſt, giving us Evidence, Earneſt, broad 
Seal of Heaven,nnil the day of our full Redemption. 

And this is that comfortable Viſitation of the ſacred 
Spirit , reſpeRively to the means of Grace, when 
he will not truſt me with the Bible alone, the ſtory 
of his Birth and Death, nor the Sermon alone , 
the Expoſition and Application of that Story , bur 
comes after both, and ſees how they work , nay 
makes them work in me, and enables me in ſome 
good meaſure ro work by them, 

Man: office in regard of this mercifull viſication, 
is, to debate and anſwer. Debate firſt, Think 
what we were before he viſited, Loſt, Captives , 
Enemies, Dead i» fins and treſpaſſes. He 
then to drop his Blood and Grace, his manifold 
Grace preventing, exciting, guiding, confirming , 
ſoftly pierceing even into ſtony hearts, which is 
deſcribed by many a ſweet aud amorous Metaphor. 
Theſe are his Flaggons and Apples, and our ftate 
a Marriage; above that too, there's za Caro, one 
fleſh : Burt this Union ſo high and holy, no words 
reach it, Per owndem Spirituw, by one and the ſame 
Spirit. 

But what ſhall we do ? Firſt Believe,elſe we make 
God a lyar, and there's: the quarrel, when we tram- 


4 ple upon, deſpiſe and Gount the blood of this Co-g 
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venant as an unhboly thing : and if we trembleto 
contemn him, ſhall we dare to think it nothing? 
Shall we take a ſolemn Pride in deſpiling his ſer- 
vants, Et eo nomine, eventherefore hold a man de 
ſpicable becauſe a Minifter ? Rememberit is ob- 
ſerved as the height and Precipice of all iniquity, az 
far as people could do, or God could ſuffer, when 
God riſing early by them , was mockt in them; the 
Text faith chen there was no remedy, 2 Cbroy. »lt, 
cap, Butagain Debate, What ſhall wedo? and 
the Apoſtle meets this Conſultation, fake you 
Calling avd Eleftion ſure, and this to be donein 
Gods Method : Enquire after our Calling firſt, and 
not beginat the wrong end. Hearken to that cry 
of- the Spiric within thy ſoul, the Kingdom of Hea 
ven is within you, and not too fondly ſpend the 
time in ſearching thoſe rovls of Gods predeftination, 
and take heed of finking thy ſoul toward a deſpair 
in his Mercy, or to a ſelf-.condemnation : For the 
Spirit of God ſpeaking peace, dareſt thou ſtill pro- 


claima War ? Orif God have no biiiagainft chee, F 


ſhall thy eimerovs Conſcience be framing vain and 
carnal Anſwers ? Doth not God ask by way of In- 
dignarion, W here is the bill of thy mothers divorce, 
or to which of my Creditors have I ſold thee ? 
1/aiah 5O. 1, 

If ſo, Then what ſhall 1 anſwer ? anſwer God 
in obedience, allthe Creatures preach this Anſwer : 
there is in all a Correſpondency. The Corn, and 
Wine, and Oyl, hear us ; and the Earth hears 
them ; and the Heavens hear it : but allhear him, 
even the moſt unruly Creatures are our Rule, the 
» ſtormy wind and Temp:it vbeying bis voice. S0 =. 

i 
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his Voyce without in his Word, and bis Voyce too 
within by his Spirit ſpeaking co our hearts; northen 
drown thoſe motions, or bury them in company, 
and wine, td worldly cares, or pleaſures , left ſo we 
quench, grieve,or do deſpight to the Spirit of grace ; 
and obey bim aQually, not in profeſſory Religion 
only, bur walk in light, and bring forth fruits wor- 
thy amendment of life. 

Lafily, quid retribuam ? what anſwer but a 
grateful admiration , as he that ſpake after a full 
apprehenſion , O Lord, What iv wan that thou doſt 
ſovifit him? This ſacrifice, as he counts it an Ho- 
nour, ſo tis all we can offer, all we can offer him 
on earth; and when all things here have end, endleſs 
thanks ſhall have their beginning in Heaven. As that 
Church in triumph there, all thoſe Angels, and all 
thoſe Virgins , Prophets, Apoſtles, Martyrs , with 
their loud clarious and Trumpets, and Harps of 
Gold and Ivory, ſtrike notbing, fing nothing buz

2, Gods ſecond Viſitation is in Judgement : and 
for fin general. Wheo we find him coming forth of 
hs Trzaſ«ry, bis ſtore- houſe of plagues , War, Fa- 
mine, wild beaſts, Peftilence, and particular ofcroſ- 
ſes, ſickneſs, loſs : But tis the great viſitation here 
chiefly meant in the day of Judgement. For ob 
was under temporal calamity now already at the 
pronouncing of this Text, yet ( as we are 24atores ) 
our way to take notice of this, eſpecially as ir 
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reaches his ſervants, his choifeft , thou gh with limi- 
tation , with that diftintion ever , 4d correftionem, 
on a7 rwinam, and yet they fall thick; #1 the morning 
ſaith Job, in the night, ſaith David; nay,viſiteth him 
every morning, and trieth him every moment, Job 7, 
18. For is there not a ſwarm, an hydra, and wheel 
of troubles in our whole life? fer caprt O circa ſa 
lint latur, (faith he) when ro'e the Sun fo fair, bur 
ere his fall ſome clouds have icrz*d on them, if not on 
him ſome grief? ſome, nay many, many perturbati- 
ons,enough Ile warrant thee for I have Gods own 
teſtimony,enongh for the day 1s the evil thereof. 
Upon this Viſitation whea it drops, when it falls 
when it pours on us, what (ſhall wedo > Why, 
firſt debate ; ftand and conſider as Job, if all ſhould 
$0: Nakedcame I out of my mothers Womb, and 
naked muſt I return. 1sitthe height , che depth of 
any grievous affliction ? W hat is it more then that 
of my Saviour ? O but he was more then man; isit 
more then theirs in H:b.11. r«cke,ſalvn aſunder?&c, 
Haſt thou ye: reſiſted ro blood, or is it come to the 
fiery tryal? And then in aMiction, at leaft afterit, 
aSk thy ſou!,'s it not good for thee ? Heb. 11.2, asthe 
Apoſtle ſpe: ks of ſtrangers, may not a man this Wa) 
receive Angels wnawarer ? As Gen, 28.16. facob 
on his journey et Bethel, when he wak*d and ſaid, 
ſurely God is in this place : fo God is in this Viſits- 
tion, and [ was not aware. I took at firſt no notice 
of his Fatherly correRions , which are indeed his 
compalifions and conſolations; Thy Rod ard thy 
ſtaff comfort me, Pſalm 23. But now I feel his com- 
ing to viſit meis like his viſiting the earth , which he 
vifits and enriches, P/a/m 65. like a Pbyſitians viſit 
ing 
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ing an Hoſpital, to cure, for if I am ſure itis the 
band of my God; I amlure aiſo that it is in Love, 
for God is Love , tis his Eſſence immutable. No 
reaſon then his viſitation ſhould prove to anirreli- 
gious ſadneſs, or a melancholy, a dejection, a jea- 
loulie, a difidence. Solong as the work is bis , 
though he pnrge or cut, ſo he give me not over, fo 
he caſt me not out of his hands , ſo I hear not that 
' voyce which is more dreadfull then ten thouſand 
thunders, Depart from me,c&e. 

Thus far I am to debate whar I am to anſwer in 
affliction, Surely the beſt anſwer is no anſwer at 
all. Tacns Domine, and my ſoul kept ſilence , not 
as unaffeRed, remorſeleſs, but as ſubdued by faith, 
repentance, obedience, working me to a bleſſed pas 
tience; captivating and bringing into ſubjeRion eve- 
ry exorbitant , every wild and wandring imaginati- 
on. Once have 1 {poken ((aith holy Fob) but I will 
0 more : Or if my heart will ven:, Ihave forms 
and molds ready wherein to caſt my words; that of 
Ely, It is the Lord, &c. and David, behold here ans I, 
let him do unto me 44 it ſerrhr goed in bis anneyes : 
and I will confeſs too, to his glory, the fruit and the 
root ; I find that thow, O Lord,of very faithfulneſs, 
hiſt cauſed me to be troubled,Plalm 11g, and thy vi- 
ſitation {ath preſerved my ſpirit, Job 10,12. And 
todraw this into practice in each particular aMicti- 
on, for every one is Gods Embaſſadour, and none to 
be diſmiſs*d, unanſwered. The application is a world 
of matter, which I cannot look at now : only for 
that I find my ſelf in a Seminary , in a Colledge of 
Divines, I may have the liberty,the recreation roo, 
to make for you and my ſelf one particular applica-® 
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tion. For we ( my Bretkren) thatare or ſhould 
be pars indocils melior grege , if your pulſe bear like 
mine, are certainly ſo much infeited with no world. 
ly calamity, as when ſevit malignum , & 3gnobile 
vulgus, as when we find our ſelves diſgrac*d,count- 
ed the ſcum of thoſe that are indeed the ſcum of 
the world; when all we can ſay or do, which 
way ſoever we frame our doctrine or converſation, 
it isas water ſpile upon the ground. For though 
we pipe untothem , they will not dance, though 
we mourn,they will not weep. Let a mans behayi- 
our be like 1b the Baptiſt , rovgh,auſtere,they cry 
he hath a Devil : or if enlarged in freedom of con- 
verſation, I\ke our Saviour, away with him, a glat- 
ton, 5 4 wine-bibber,a friend of Publicans and ſinners. 
So that the ground of the quarrel reſts not in being 
thus or thus affected, or qualifie1, or endowed, bur 
they hate us tor our very calling. But whatan- 
ſwer have we? I could tell you one , a harſh one, 
of the Cynical Philoſopher , who being demanded, 
How it happened that the great and wealthy people 
affected rather to be liberal in rewarding Fools,and 
Players, and Jefters , and beggers then men of his 
profeſſion ? anſwered,for that chey might perchance 
have ſome hope of proving ſuch themſelves, but no 


bope of turning Scholars. This was bitter : But |

Were we like the Apoſtles perſccuted, 
whipt, impriſon'd ? chat conſideration would make 
us march on in all theſe difficulties ; and like hardy 
ſouldiers , nox gementes [equi [mprratorem ; Bur 
rather rejoycing that we were counted worthy to 
ſuffer any ching for his name ſake: and if it came 
to death, we know our Anſwer, (rift ts tome 
life; and deathis tome advantage, Bur I forget 
my ſelf , for Iambound to a further Port, to that 
which is appointed afcer death , for after that to 
Judgement : zyhen God ſpall viſit, &c- 

Of this final Judgement, the Text informs us 
ewo Things. It ſhall be, and it ſhall be moſt dread- 
full : therefore needs debating , and caſting for 
our Anſwer, Firft it hall be, He will vifie; Even 
the Heathen bad an Apprehenſion, an expeRance 
of ſucha day, a time q*o are, quo Tellus, cor- 
reptaq; regia Celi, Ardeat & mundi moles aperoſa 
laboret, All this frame unling*d,unpin'd and burnt : 
And the new-diſcovered world have difcovered this 
too, though. who diſcovered it to them, is hard to 
determine, But I ſpeak to Chriſtians, who as fully 
a5 we believe God in Heaven, believe from thence 
he ſhall come to judge the quick and the dead. 

But Where, When, What? Where ? I know 
not : abour Mount Oliver; and they think they 
argue it fairly, and probably from what we find in 
the Prophet of the valley of 7ehoſophat, Foe! 3. 2. 
and that of the Angels, This Jeſas which is taken 
up from yeu into Heaven, ſpall ſo come again.as you 
have ſeen him go into Heaven, AR. 1, 11. However 
that, ſure weare of chis, his EleR, by his Angels 
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from the four winds, from one end of Heaven to the 
other ſhill be gathered into one place, 7at.24.31. 

When? tell us when (hall theſe things be, You 
know who ask*d that queſtion, and you know our 
Saviours Anſwer, Take heed that no man deceive 
Jou : and when wicked Mockers ask'd it, the A- 
poſtle ſets no day ; he.durſt not, he could not. Job 
was reſolved in the Article, he ſhall ſtand the laft 
upon earth, Fob 19. but no ime limited. The Pro- 
phecy father*'d on Elias, tels us of two thouſand 
yeers [nane ; two thouſand Lex; two thouſand 
Dies Meſſie, and then the Conflagration. But 
cur Saviour controuls all, over-rules all ; Of that 
day and hour knowvs no man, nor Angel, nor#he Son 
kimſclf. Only by many ſigns accompliſhed by 
the Apoſtles, calling choſe the laſt days then ; what 
may we imagine now ?if bur #4pev 3927 , G70y then, 8 
T antillums then: that ſpan of time is now contracted 
to aninch, and he that ſhall come, will come, and 
will not carry. But what , what will he come for? 
he will come to viſite ſuch a Seſſion, Viſitation, as 
none beforeit. No Star-chamber, no high Com- 
miſſion, no Parliament-Bar, no Council-table, no 
Inquiſition ſo formidable. Why , who comes 
the Circuit? the LORD, the LOR D-Chiet- 
Juſtice, Judge of all the world ; Wiſe, Incorrupt, 
wich Power and great Glory, with ſuch a Train , 
all his Saints, and his Holy Angels; and this is that 
day, the day, the day, the great day of his wrath, 
Zeph.n. Of his wrath, who 5s a conſuming fire”, 
and will come ſo inflaming fire , to render ven- 
geance with ftrange effects ; the Sun obſcur'd, the 


Moonloft , Stars fallen, Powers of Heaven h_ 
the 
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the Heavens themſelves paſsing away with a noyſe,, 
Elements melting with fervenc heat, Earth, and all 
her works burnt up: 2” et. 3.with the great found of 
a Trumpet, which eventhe dead ſhall hear ; Graves 
ſhall iog open their marble doors, 2ud Seas vornic 
up Millions of drowned Carcaſes : Hell it ſelf ſhik- 
ing thereat, and yer all this p:Ging in a moment, 
in atwinklivg, falling on the world as a ſnare, fteal- 
ing as a thief, rowling as the flood, confounding like 
lightning from the Eaſt ! Then for ſtrinels in this 
Judges proceedings , as for reward firft , wherein 
mens Laws are lame & defective, there's a Kingdom, 
bis own,thy Maſters joy, the ſane Throne , Rev. 13» 
and then the Purity of chat Bliſs, which Angels 
enjoying,adorec ; and laſt, The Eternity ,in P/a/.16. 
at thy right hand are pleaſures for evermore. So 
contrary,thoſe four conditions of hell rorments; for 
variety the moſt ; greatneſs inſufferable; for Purity 
unmixt,with leaſt allay of comfort,or hope of mitiga« 
tion; and for continuance everlaſting. Is it not high 
time to debate & Anſwer? and thicher we are come, 

Conſider this you that forget God; that is, you 
that wonld forget him, that would damp out your 
own light, you that ſay in your hearts, that is, you 
that wiſh in your hearts, there were none, what will 
you do?whar, anſwer bim?He hath anſwered me al- 
ready, that you ſhall nor be able co anſwer him, nor 
able co ſtand, when he (tand+ up in Judgement; for 
the mouth of all wickedneſs ſh1ll be topped ; your 
anſwer may be a vain cry to the hils and rocksro 
tall, and cover you from the preſence of that Judge. 
But Ifpreach not ( Thope) to Arheifts and Deſpe- 
rates, But when St, Peter faith, The righteons 
(2 4. foals 
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foall ſcarce be ſaved, Doth he not enforce a neceſzity 
of debating? Had we a tryal inlaw, or Debts on 
Intereft, we would fall to reckoning, This is more , 
The title of our ſouls, and eternal ſalvation is at 
trial: a Debt doubled and re-doubled, in fins of 
Youth,of Ape,of Ignorance , of Preſumption ; and 
are our Purſes neerer then our ſonls? But is there no 
avoiding * None, not for the young men that are 
leaſt rouched with remorſe : He will bring 
thee to Fudgement , Eccle.11, We muſt all ape. 
There are wayes , and thoſe wayes are trodden 
too, many go thoſe wayes, to elude the temporal 
Judgement of men. But in Roy. 14. 12. it is 
69506 19, : and it it T3pi £2vTs ; every one mult 
8ccount, and every one tor himſelf; no Atturneyes, 
no Proxies. Think coo, think of our diftance ; ſhall 
I ſpeak to the Lord, thac am but duft and aſhes? 
What words (hall I chuſe ? ſaith be, 7ob 9.15. Alas! 
all chought of anſwer then will be in vain , for be- 
ſides that we are not able to anſwer him one thing 
of a thouſand : that day is his day ,bis day of wrath; 
the time of mercy is over, paſt, irrevocably paſt, 
his day of Doom is come, *tis come to ſentence, 
and therefore what ſhail we do ? Why ? while we 
have time, put in our anſwer ; yet the Chancery 
and Court of Requeſt is open, Now is the accepted 
time, now is the day of falvation. My Text is fu- 
tare yet, He ſhall come, he ſpall viſit. Here is 
latitude for Repentance ; yet he expeRs, calls for 
our anſwer,and we know to what : we have his Bill, 
his Articles, Interrogatories,that is, his Law written, 
and engraven in our hearts : we muft now frame, 
and put in onr anſwer - What isit ? 

| Repentance 
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Repentaxce firft, For ſo may that of the Apoſtle 
be underftood in Eph. 6. where he enjoyns the 
Chriſtian ſouldier to have his feet ſhod with the pre- 
paration of the Goſpel of peace : I know ſome 
take that preparation of the Goſpel for a readineſs 
to preach that Goſpel ; which ſhould then belong 
alone ro us Miniſters ; others for a promptneſs in 
profeſion ; others Evangelical Obedience ; and 
ſome take it to be Patience, and not unlikely. But 
may it not alſo endure this meaning of Repentance 
too ? conſidering it is made the firlt ſtep in the way 
of Life,and ſo the firſt entrance into the field againſt 
Satan; by 7ohn firft, the day-ſtar, who roſe before 
the Sun, and came to prepare the way : How ? 
Repent, &#c. And our Saviour in the ſame mind 
upon the ſame Text, Repent, for the Kingdom of 
Heaven it at hand, Sad ſighs, and prayers, and 
tears make up the firſt part of Repentance, and 
make up ſo the ſacrifice of a broken and contrite 
heart; wbich God Will not deſpiſe. 

And haft thou this ? Isthe rock cloven ? Come 
drops of warm blood in anguiſh from thy hearc ? 
Break there flood: of bitter- weeping from thine 
eyes ? This is a fair piece of an anſwer. Such tears 
have a voice that reaches Heaven;and not from Das» 
vid only, The Lord hath heard the voice of my weep- 
ing; buc from ſanafſeth too, a fearfull finner ; 
becauſe thou haft wept before me, I have heard ir. 
'Tis Maſickro the Almighties-ſelf, and raiſes a joy 
in Heaven, Can the Prodigal that had waſted 
all his flock of Grace, ſay but Father, / have 
ſinnea ? See, before he can came to ſay ſo, Geazhe 
meets him on the way,and receives bim to — 
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But this Anſwer hath a ſecond part, Take beed,/1f 

Jour hearts be bardentd by fins deceitfulneſs. Iris 
Circe & a Syres , we muft ſtop our ears,and reſolve 
to be deafto all ber charms, charm ſhe never ſo wiſeh, 
never ſo worldly wiſely , giving not a faint and cold 
but a peremptory & final Anſwer with the P/almif, 
eAwa) from me, for Iwill keep the Commandment of 
my God : Will keep them ? I, that is, { have ſwory, 
and am ſtedfaſtly purpoſed. This is the meaning of 
the Apoſtle, Tir.3. TheGrace of God hath appeared, 
reaching #1, What ? Our Anſwer, And 
how that? by denying Ungodlineſs and worldly 
Luſts, The beft Anſwer is, a flat denyal, a round 
Refuſal ; like our Head Chriſt Feſws, who bein 
tempted, had bis Anſwer ready. And this is our 
Anſwer in a full Repentance, made up of grief and 
reſolution, 

2. A ſecond Anſwer is Obedience, our Works; 
for words will not carry it : Not every one that 
ſaith, Lord, Lord; And ſome Anſwers ( we read 
of ) ſhall nor ſerve the turn. Some will anſwer, 
Lerd thon haſt preached in our (freets, and we have 
preached in thy name, Tell not me of preaching, 
( ſaid our Saviour, ) unleſs your lives have preacht 
t00. eAWay from me ye Workers of iniquity. God 
will have this Anſwer complexioned of Piety and 
Honeſty , when theſe are marryed,they are crowned 
with the Grace and Bleſſing of God. A number 
deceive themſelves, as the _ , when they cry 
{orban once ;, as the Pajiſts crack of Eccleſia C4 
thilica Romana , ſo thele conclude all lies in beibg 
Profeſſors; zealous magnifying themſelves , and 
deſpiling others. But what were the "ous ? 
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by Chriſts own Teftimony,religious,and yet wicked. 
People may draw near with their lips, and their 
hearcs far enough off. If thou haft Faith ( ſaith 
St. James, ) letus feeit: Let your Light ſhine ;; 
How ? why, in ation (ſhine, or elſe to bare Pro- 
feſſion, our Saviour threats a round and propor- 
tional Anſwer, At that day 1 will profeſs to you, 1 
know you not, 

Objeftion. But will the weak ſoul ſay, May I 
truſt co cheſe Anſwers | may [ firſt cruſt ro my Re-

h pentance? I feel indeed the weight of fin , and 
nd | finding the offence of an infinite Juſtice, I am hor- 


ribly afraid, dejected like David, when he asked 
bis ſad ſoul, Why ar8 thow ſo heavy? lam fo, fo 
wounded, pierced, firuck thorow, and my beart re- 
bounds into my eyes. I weep, and [ crie mightily 
for Mercy : but can I hope it ? Is not ſina Serpent, 
a Sea, a Fire, a Poiſon ? 'Was I not ſtung by this 
Serpent, drowned in this ſea,miſerably ſehorcht by 
this fire, envenomed in the ' whole Maſs of my ns- 
ture with this corruption before I was born ? And 
fince, alas ! T have added to this Ocean , put fewel 
to this fire, help to infix this ſting, and work into 
my heart the contagion , and chen am1 able to re- 
ſolve againſt ſin, to deny ungodlineſs , to rejet 
the Tempter, to give my luſts their final anſwer ? I 
find indeed natural men, moral men, when they 
will compound an happy man, put in this one inpre- 
dient, Reſponſare cupidinibus , & fobi imperioſus , 
enabling him to check and comtronl, to command 
and ſubdue rebellious Paſsions by the diQates of 
reified Reaſon : and their ſeveral anſwers to di- 


verſe corrupt affeRions, are enough to ſhame a, 
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and ail that profeſs themſelves Chriftians. But wer 
they able to keep their own. rules, or am 1 able} 
What to bate fin ſo as I ought, with a perfe& hy 
tred ? I flie ſome enormous vices for fear of Lam, 
But Tolle periclum, 7am vagaproſiliet, &c. And 
ebough 1 know there is death in the Pot, the wy 
ges of ſin is no better , though I pull the fruit and 
rafte it, and prove it to be nought but Gall and 
Birterneſs, nay barrenneſs and ſhame ; yer ſac 
is my madneſs, to purſue a new ſhame , and ſeei 
death inthe error of life ; falling like a Birdors 
Beaſt : Nay, no brid, no beaſt would ſo oft fall into 
the ſame ſnare,ſame pit, into the ſame ſin,whereof | 
have 8gain, and again repented me. 

What then ſhallI do ? Shall I rely on my ſecond 
anſwer, and truſt in my own righteouſneſs ? Some 
bold men dare do ſo, and dare teach others ſo; 
dare boaſt a ſtock and treiſure of mercy and ati 
faction, But Lord I find the language of Ca1aay, 
thy boly Word, and the cries of thy holy ſervants 
far otherwiſe, I find thy Bernard ſay, Not» ;, Hor- 
reo merituw, Thy David,O-Lord, If thow enter into 
judgement no fl:ſp ſhall be juſtified, and thy bleſſed * 
Paul, I find another Law haling me, &c. Rom,7. and 
therefore I hear him crying ripe,to ſay, O miſerably 
man,Who ſhall deliver ma? Theſe are yet the Ejaculy 
tions of an humble ſoul , asking, ſeeking, knocking 
at the gate of heaven ; and this very debating, is4 
fruit of che Spirit, growing on to a perfeR anſwer. 
In mens conſuitings and reſolvings for worldly 
affairs, they may, they do uſually miſ-count, mil- 
carry; fortune choaks their artillery : But in theſe 
holy proviſions, the end is ever gracious , ſuccek 
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glorious, If the Jailor inthe As, and St. Peters 
Hearers come but to a wounded conſcience, to be 
pricke at their hearts, and cry, What ſhall Ido ? 
Mark what follows,and how faſt it follows, Zelieve, 
Retent, be baptized and ſaved. Saved, How 2 by 
Blieving in him, that is able co frame a ſufficient 
anſwer. Hethat made them wonder at bis graci- 
ous anſwers, and to whom no man was able to an- 
ſmeraword, Who was that, and where is he 
to be had? If any man fin, any man chat finds 
binſelf a ſinner, Let bim pur bis anſwer to this Ad- 
yocate : for we have him, ſaith St. 7obn, we have 
an Advocate, Jeſs Chriſt the righteons : He is the 
Propitiation for our ſint. Take then thy ſhield of 
faith, and quench all the fiery darts of che devil, 
This is the new and living way of anſwering God, 
by his Son, by the blood of 7eſus, Hebrews 10. 
May not then the Chriſtian Believer have acceſs 
with boldneſs > For ſhall both bleed for ſin, or 
ſhall he bleed in vain ? 7 eccavs peccatum grande , 
faith he, I have committed an hainous fin : yet on 
my Faith and Repentance, [ will go to God, and 
lay, Lord thow canft have but Blood, Merit, Sacri- 
fice, Satisfattion, exat Obedience, Takethenthy 
Son Jeſus ; He is all theſe, and all theſe co me : for 
heis mine, I receive bim by faith, and I $nd com- 
fort, hope, lively hope, full aſſurance in him. | will 
not therefore flie with as», and cry with him, 11y 
ſnis greater ; No, thy mercy rejoyces againſt fin ; 
and now therefore there is no condemnation to then 
that be in Chriſt Feſws. My anſwer then to thy 
Bill, is, it was torn, when his body was torn; it is 
cancelled,and was nailed to bis Croſs; My debt was 
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great, but is paid ro the utmoſt farthing. Thy 
wrath, let it be a cup, he bath drunk it of , Letitbe 
more, a whole Wine-preſs, he hath trode it alone, 
I will then put on my Lord Jeſus, and come inthe 
rayment of my elder Brother, and be roab'd in his 
innocency, and canſt thou then deny me ?

I will cruſt to my Saviours 
merit : But Iwillrepent too, and pray too , and 
work to0,and ſo work out mine own ſalvation with 
fear andtrembling, And though I have no Holi 
neſs of mine own, and without it no ſeeing thee at 
the Day of Judgement , yet thou the God of my 
peace wile ſanRihte me againſt that day, 1 Theſſ.5, 
O bleſſed and full anſwer now ! and O bleſſed 
condition of ſuck happy ſouls, ſo far from affright. 
ment at thought of the Judges coming, that they 
ſhall then rejoyce,and lift up their faces , and inthe 
mean time, are of the number and communion of 
thoſe Saints that love his appearing, looking for,and 
haſting to the comming of their Lord in glory; cal- 
ling and crying, Bow the Heavens, and come down; 
and Lord, how long ? And come Lord feſws , comt 
© fuickl). : 
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I have done with the explication of my Text. 
There is a fourfold application. Firſt, In general, 
to the Land and State , whereof we are a part : 
God hath performed his office of a Viſitor over us, 
both wayes : In Mercy; Thus long preſerving us, 
and extending peace over us as a flood , even then 
when it hath beena Sea, a red Sea of blood and ru- 
ineround about us. Viſiting us in his vigilancy,and 
defeating Our enemies blaſted attempts, in 88, in 
the Powder-Treaſon; Giving us firange and mira- 
culous deliverances : amongſt them not the leaft , 
the bringing back our preſent Royal Soveraign 
from the hand and land of his enemies. How ma» 
ny other wayes hath this holy Watcher from his 
Circle and Sear of Heaven viſitedns, and kept us 
under his wings of gracious Providence? And if 
he had not, would not our foes by chis have rooted 
out our name from under Heaven, and the name of 
Engliſh Proteſtants been no more in remembrance ? 
for wanted there either Might or Malice in them ? 
hoping and projeQing oft to have made our land 
like $2d9m9, clouds of Pitch, and heaps of Aſhes ? 
Bur the ſnare harh been hitherto ſtill broken , and 
we yet delivered by his gracious and mercifull viſita- 
tion. That ſecond way of viſiting in Judgement, 
the Lord hath alſo of late begun to trie among us , 
by that plague, which ſwept away ſo many thou- 
ſands, and by the loud and dreadfull ſound of War 
in Neighbour-countries , that have really tafted , 
and actually endured all that Prophetical deſcrip- 
tion ; The noiſe of weapons, rowling of Garments 
in blood, ſpoiling their houſes, raviſhing their wives 
and Virgins, and breaking their Childrea in ome . 
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before their eyes ; And theſe things befaln ſuch a; 
deſerve from us a tender and dear reſpec, we being 
wounded through their ſides ; orif theſe accident 
beyond the water, will, not waken us, God bath his 
way in the Sea, (faith the Scripture) and we wight 
have markt his dealing with us there; for a long 
time being able to do no good there, and our ene- 
mies able to do us much miſchief from thence; God 
hath his way in the earth and under ir, and we 
have felt bim there, ſenſibly perceived his mighty 
hand from thence ; in the ayr be hath his path too, 
and walks upon the wings of the wind, and there he 
cau(ſ'd thoſe rotten vapours to blend themſelves 
into a peſtilenr defluxion, and pour their virulence 
on the earth. And if we take into conſideration 
the preſent bravery of the enemy abroad, and our 
home-diviſions , our great boughs beating one 
againſt another, no man that is not extreamly ftu- 
pid , but will eaſily find that God is angry with his 
people, and chat our fins deſerve the baftening of 
the laſt Judgement, in the other Element of violent 
fire. And then What manner of men ought we to bt 
( faith che Apoſtle ) 5» boly converſation ? How ? 
watch, pray, and ftrive to anſwer bim reſpectively 
to theſe Viſitations, But alas, for his merciful vi- 
fication have we been reſponſible ſo much as in 
thankfulneſs ? O no, it is our national ſin, Secure 
ingratitude wherein we ſleep and dream away our 
lives without remembrance of that gracious God, 
—— qui mobit hec otia fecit , who bath ſo pre: 
ſerved us. Andto his Summons and Warning: pie- 
ces of his angry Viſitation have we return'd our re- 
os pearance, or our obedience and doing nous : 
00x 
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look't for that, ſaith Cod by his Prophets, thats 1's 
aym in ſtriking. 7 /oke for righteouſneſs, but Sthold 
acry; aloud and fearful cry compos'd of a!l our 
crying (ins togerher, and the cry continued and ene 
forct to ſuch an height , that we cannot hear bis 
voyce crying to os, nor he in Heaven hear the cry of 
his peoples prayers, it is ſo drown'd and ſwallowed 
up in this 7 @mnltss prccatorum. What then (ball 
wedo? Every man ſearch into his own ſoul, and 
drag thence his moſt beloved fin, and ſacrifice ir as 
an off-ring acceprable to God, before that latt and 
dreadfa! viſitation here ſpoken of in the text ; ſpe- 
cially ſuch oppreſſors as are threatned wich bis 
coming, in Mal.3.5. And fach deadly drunkards ay 
the Age produces now, who were warn'd by our 
Saviour with.a ſpecial Caveat, Take heed leſt y1ur 
hearts be over come with ſurfetting and drunkenne/r, 
and ſo that day come upon you unaWares, 

ButI am to touch: upon a pair of ſins here cou. 
pled in this chapter, and to which my Text hach 
ſpeciall Relation, and this | call che ſecond Appli- 
'cation, and my return to ſpeak of the coherence 
which [ promiſed. The firft is Adultery : for of 
that is mention made before from the 9. co the : 3. 
verſe, implying the hainous and dangerous nature 
of this ſin, as one of thoſe which we ſhall fiad moſt 
unanſzerable at the day of Judgement. Every 
Heathen Author hath ſome impreſſion; of this. 
Tacitus in his Poem recko:s amongſt fires and 
lughters,great Adulcecies 25 a plague and cauſe of 
plagues, Horace? * bee fonte derivata cla* 
&:,&c. What mighe be added of the defilement, 
iſgrace, infection and danger to the Agents, their 
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poſterity, the whole land ? 1: populum, patriamque 
fluxit : with ſuch a flow as brought the flood on 
the old world, to rince and loak it clean from this 
pollution, and brought Gehennam e Celo, Hell out 
of Heaven upon the Sodomites, and therefore cau- 
ſed David to call and cry for all the ſtreams, the 
whole Ocean, according to the multitude of thy mer- 
cies, Pſal,5., One place of Scripture may ſtand for 
all the reſt; that 1 Thef.4.3. Whereas if God 
had required nothing elſe , or at leaft,SanGtification 
did mainly confift in this : ſo he ſpeaks enforce- 
ingly, This is the Will of G14, eyen your SanQtifi- 
cation, thar yon. ſhowld abſtain from fornication, that 
every one of you ſpould krow to poſſeſs his Veſſell in 
Saxttification and Honor, not in luſt of concupiſcence, 
a the Gentiles that know not God. We find by this, 
what is the Will of God : and what then ſhall men 
do ? What ſhall they anſwer him ? Firſt, Every 
man cite himſelſ.i» foro, in the conſiſtory of his 
own conſcience, then convicted, (for who is free 
in all, when our Saviour extends this {in , even toa 
Juſtfull eye ? ) co flie and avoid it ; ard,for our own 
ſtrength is weakneſs, to pray for aſliftance of the 
| Holy Ghoſt to over-ſhadow us, and learn from 
Examples of holy Men, to anſwer this tentation. 
Zoſephs anſwer, Shall I do this wickedneſs , and ſin 
againſt God? Saint Paxls anſwer, 1 Cor. 6, Shal I 
take the members of Chriſt ,and make them the mem- 
bers of an Harlot ? God forbid. 

The ſecond ſin, to which the words of my Text 
have immediate reference, is Rigor and Cruelty to 
Inferiors: Why is this ſuch a matter > Mayl not 
e uſe my ſervant at my pleaſure? No z It ſeems , 
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by Jobs Queſtion here; and yer in his time,ſervante 
were ſlayer; butevenalictle, but even one degres 
above beaſts ; the Maſters be. ng Owners, and ha- 
ving power of life and death ; and no doubt bur 
theſe ſlaves ( as amongft the Turks at this day ) 
felt and endured inhumane and cruel uſage in the 
world. We read of a number of inſolent ex- 
amples among the Royavs, and God himſelf con- 
fined bis own people, and pinned them down with 
Laws, and fiill controules the rifing of their cruel- 
ty by remembrance of their own condition in 
Egypt : and for that very end , the Holy Ghoſt 
proceeds here with a double Argument agaioſt ſuch 
Inſolency ; which Treme/ins cals Elegantiſſimans 
«m0yizy : The firſt Argament drawn, faith he, 
a Judicio Dei, «yprownainms: The Judgement of 
our common Lord and Mafter, reſpeRleſs of any 
mans perſon; and therefore tbe deſpiſing either of 
bis perſon,or of his cauſe , yea, of ſucha cauſe as 
wherein he dares contend with me that am his Ma- 
ter /even this, God will not bear. I muſt anſwer for 
this;nay I ſhall not be able to anſwer it,if I be guilty 
but of this. And the ſecond argument is taken & jure 
natural; in the fifteenth verſe, Is my mole or mettle 
better then my mans ? Is a Lords fleſh and blood of 
a purer compoſition , then his Grooms, or his 
Foot-mans? Did not be rhat made me in the womb, 
make him?And did nct one faſhion us in the womb, 
oc faſhion us in one womb, that is, the common 
womb of our mother earth ? What is then the 
leſſon hence , but meekneſs for all to praQtiſe , 
but ſpecially thoſe in upper place, ſince nope is 
more ſuperior then a Maſter over his ſlaye ? ng 
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for this parpoſe, the Scripture preſents us with two 
ſtrioge examp'es; fAMoſes ſo choſen to advance- 
ment by God himſelf : So known of God as his 
friend; Dignified by his miraculous Power inthe 
eyes of his enemies,and by the conduR of his peo- 
ple, that never man more prompted to take ftate 
upon him; and yetitis ſaid, this Joſer was the 
meekeit manalive. The other is David, when he 
danced before the Ark, and CHichal reprooving 
him, he told her he would be more vile, ſince (0 
ſhe called his humility ; and confeſſes the bottom 
of his heart, 7P/al.131. 1 have behaved my ſelf, 
and quaieteimy ſoul, evin as a wean*d child, We 
find this was ( at leaft they ſaid fo, ) in the intent 
of thoſe Philoſophers, both Sceprique and Epicu- 
rean, to arrive at Aanſnetudo, & Tranquilius ani- 
me; toclear the ſoul like a fair and unclouded 
Heaven , and this was brought us by the DoQor of 
Heaven, Chriſt Feſus, both in precept, Learnoef 
me tobe humble and meek, andin patience poſſeſs your 
ſouls; and in praQtice, ſtooping himſelf not toa 
ſurvey of our miſeries ; but clad, encloſed, com- 
paſſed with ail mans infirmicies, ſin only accepted; 
and as unaſhimed, as plorying in his humility, 
he cries our, tell the daughter of $0», not her 
Servant, but her Soveraign, her King, the King 
of Kings, comes nnto her meek, —-————— And 
is it not then a miſerable conſideration, a wretch- 
ed ſpeacle,to ſee a proud man and a humble God; 
an angry, impatient, and a mercileſs man, and yer 
a God of Love and long:ſuffering! I look to Hea- 
ven, and thence 1 find deſcending, the Saviour of 
® the world, ( < mv3acws Tis SEns xg Kagarrhp Tis 
Varga, 
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wmanur, is his Deſcription, in Hebrews 1, 3. ) 
the brightneſs of his Fathers Glory, and che ex- 
preſs image of his perſon, in ſhape not only of a 
man, but of a ſervant ; He that commands |.egions 
of Angels , and whoſe attendants they were in the 
wilderneſs, and proud of the office, to ſerve him 
25 bis Cooks and Butlers : And ſhall not chis exam- 
ple work on me that am bur duſt and worms? and 
keep me from inſulting over Inferiors , who though 
my ſervants, and my meaneft Hines and Drudpes, 
are yet reſpeRing him our Lord and Father, both 
my fellow-ſervants, and my fellow brethren ? 
Obſerve the provocations to this Vertue. He 
ſcorns the Scorner , reſiſts the proud , but pives 
Grace tothe hamble. The Meek he will guide in 
Judgement ; in bis Judgement he will reach them 
bis way, P/alm 25, When he ſhares the world,he 
tels us, The Meek ſhall inberit the earth, and delight 
themſelves in abundance of peace, Pſalw 39 7. 
which he ratifieth in bis bleffing, Aſar.g. 5. ut 
this is earthly bleſſing , is ic not ſo in heavenly 
thing; too? Hear him in his Prophet, //a.61.1. The 
Spirit of the Lord God 14 wpox me, becauſe the Lord 
hath anointed we to preach good tid:ngs, ( and we 
know what that means) To whom ? tothe Meek. 
His firft coming was for the Meek, in the ſame 
Prophet, 1ſa. 11.4. And ( to meet again with the 
Text) when God ſhall viſit, wheathis Son of God 
ſhall ſtand up to judge, and to caft all proud, 
and barbarous, and cruel diſpoſitions into Hell : ſo 
he will then lift up the Meek, and never leave theſe 
poliſht Jewels, till be hath inſer them in heavenly 
Glory. Forthe Lord takes pleaſure in bis people, 
R 3 and ® 
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and will beautifie the Meek with ſalvation, Pſalm 
149.4. Aud therefore who is a wiſe man? faith 
St. Fames, Jam. 3.13. let him ſpew ont of a good 
converſation his works in meekneſs of wiſdom, tor 
ſuch is heavenly wiſdom, at verſe 17, firſt pure, 
then peaceable , gentle, caſie to be entreated, full of 
mercy, &-:. If we preach, it muft beinlove,and 
the ſpirit of Metkneſs, 1 Cor.4.nlt, If you hear, 
Receive with meckneſs the Word, 7am. 1.21. lfwe 
will both Preacher 8nd Hearers walk worthy our 
Vocation, it muſt be with all lowlineſs and meek. 
neſs, &:. Ephe.4.2. For as if inthis one grace 
all chereft were lock*d and infolded , ſo doth the 
Apoſtle ſpeak there, and reckoning vp the ſeveral 
gifts of the Spirit, in Ga/.5, they ſeem all to be 
bur Aeekrefs, diverſified to feveral names. To 
end, I beieech you ( brethren) by the meeknels 
and gentleneſs of Chriſt, Be ye cloathe4 with humils: 
ty ; and apon that reaſon, which is here in my Text, 
God viſits for rigor, he reſiits the proud, but gives 
Graceto the humble, 1 Per. 5.5. 

Furchermore , If cruelty exclude from Paradiſe, 
and diſable from ſtanding in the day of viſication ; 
Uſe this for terror apainſt all che terr;ble Ones upon 
ezrch , all exalted and crnel Opprefſors : They 
mult hear of the wrath of this Superviſor in Hea- 
ven, who ſees them ſroin thence, and from thence 
they ſhi!l in that day fee him come to viſite for this 
ſin. Though they can over-ſoar and eſcape all 
power on earch, yer ſee what a day the Lord chrea- 
tens to make, in Ames $. and joyn to that the Pro- 
pheſie of 1/aiab 10. 1, 2,3. &s. and Jeremy 6.6-

Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, Extend this for Conſolation. Regums ti. 
menderum 11 proprios preges, ſaith he, the higheſt 
power on earth, can ftretch but to their Vaſſals: 
but over Princes themſelves is his Perogative and 
Dominion, that here ands up in my Text; and of 
whom So/omon ſaith, hc is higher then they. In 
the cauſe ard quarrel of Chriſt feſw: then we muſt 
put on the. reſolution of thoſe three valiant Chil- 
dren, The God whom we ſerve, is able to deliver 
us, Dan, 3.but if not,we will not diſobey his Com- 
mand for any countercommand on earth, And in 
this, all thoſe poor Saints of God that groan un- 
der the Turkiſh yoak, or Spaniſh Inquiſition , all 
thoſe poor Tenants and ſervants that live rackr, 
and oppreft,and ground to powder, under the met» 
citeſs and rigorous Lords and Matters, muſt advance 
the eye of their ſouls, with comfort to the com- 
ming of this great and glorious Judge and Lord of 
Heaven: for that day of his viſitation (hall be alſo 
the day of their full Redemption. My third ap- 
plication is to four ſorts of Viſitors. Firſt, You 
that are authorized over us, you ſee God will dif- 
charge his Office:Do you ſer God ever before you, 
his Example, and his Fear; and firſt learn his firſt 
viſiracion tn Mercy.in kindneſs to us your brethren, 
todous good. *Tis God ( we confeſs ) appoints 
degres of Superiority and Excellency in all Orders 
of Angels in Heaven, in the Skie greater , leſſer 
Lights. Lower ſtill, Eagles and Flies, Cedars and 
Shrubs ; among the very Stones, the brighteſt tin- 
Qure given to the Ruby , clearcRt ligh? to the Dia- 
mond. Burt by comparing parts of the body, the 
Apoſtle proves the head carrot wam the foot; 
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8moug n; ſpecially of che Clergy, no proud inſul- 
ting , for the Rule holds on this ſide the water 
too, that the Capuckin and Cordelier , the poorer 
part of this Tr.be uphold the dignity of Priek- 
hood, ballancing with the pomp of ſome ſuperior 
Prelates. 

Secondly, Do you viſit as God, — ad cor 
reFionem , and not hold it a vertue, Laxare Di- 
{ciplinam?Remember the worlds entertaining Mahu- 
metiſm is aſcribed to three cauſes, Peftis Artians, 
/Manichei furores ,and the third, Diſciplina lexata. 
Bur wherein do we need your inſpeQion ? in both, 
our learning, and our life. Firft, See to our inſuf. 
fciency, ignorance; what filly things ſuffered not 
only to read, but {(cloathing their fancies with pre. 
rext of the Spirit) to preach too ; and then the 
main way of teaching in many places, yet unpra- 
Riſ'd, and that is Catechiſing. Alas! What is itto 
enrich the peoples ears for an hour , who if they 
ſleep not, gape and praiſe the Sermon, as they like 
the Tnne, ſaith Ezekiel, as they do a Love-ſong ? 
Ez:h.33.32. Then are you over mens hives too, 
ave: the Layety tocurb their wolviſh and fox-like 
ſhifrs, and couſenage in the Lords portion , but 
chiefly in that ſin where:o my Text appoints you 
in Gods ſtead : for Whoremongers and Adulterers 


God will judge; be will viſic, doth it dayly, and will. 


thn do it dreadfnily. In the mean time, are you 
his Depuries, Delegates, Commillioners > What 
though the ſcornfull fools , as So/omon cals thew, 
make a mock of this ſin, a ſport, and purſue it as an 
Art and Trade? Yet you know, it is / reſpecting 
3 mans ſelf ) unhallowing of Gods Temple, a dif 

membring 
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membring the body of Chriſt ; reſpeRing others, 
a dehling of the moſt holy and ſolemn Covenant 
on earth, a kerving aſunder thoſe whom God bath 
joyned, and therefore ſtands the Commandment 
forbidding it, betwix: Theft and Murder, Laſtly, 
ReſpeRting the Land,it is a fire, as 7b ſpeaks here , 
at verſe 12. devouring foundations , and hurling 
the lime round 2bout it. Andarenot they, who 
have the Power of Coercion,if they doit not, as ſo 
many Spreaders of this fire, a5 ſo many Bawds and 
Pandars,if for Bribes, they wilfully palliate or wink 
a:this Diſorder, or look upon it through a falſe 
and coloured HMed;um? And if ever there was cauſe 
tocry loud , and lift up the Trumpets voyce to wa- 
ken both you and the whole State, .is it not now , 
when like Egypt plagu'd with Frogs, the Land even 
ſtiaks of this corruption ? and had we no other In- 
fetion, enough to bring ſome fearfull curſe upon us 
all, 

But are our lives ſo ciear, they need no viſiting, 
need none from you? No? Is not a debauchr and 
drunken Miniſter within your power ? Drunken- 
neſs, a crime hatefull in the Lay, but hideous in the 
Clergy-man : a finin them , but ſacriledge in us; 
Andare not you to viſi: for theſe things, and vindi- 
cate our mother from this ſtain ? But when? when 
ſhill we ſee 8 great and rich Adulterer perform the 
open penance of the Church > Or when hill I 
hear an Arch-deacon, a Commiſſary, 8 Chancellor, 
ora Biſhop rather, (for chats the title of God here, 
anOver-ſuy) ra:tle and fright ſome of theſe ſwoln 
and putrid offall of the Levites?theſe hatefull roar- 


ing Drunkards,in the midft of ths aſſembly of their 
brethren., 
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brethren. Remember God in his viſitation on 4+ 
dom faith, be will ge doWn, and ſee Whether ſo or m, 
So ſhould you, ftay ro enquire, and not make the 
Viſitation ( as the country calls it in ſcorn) a buſie 
raking only, or paſling over us like a Viſion rather 
then a Viſitation. 
But who ſhould help it 2 how can there any thing 
be reformed without preſentment? this concernsa 
ſecond ſort of Viſitors : Church-wardens. And 
what ſaith your bill my Mafters ? Some poor Raſcall 
will not pay his levy , or the piper hath got a ba- 
ftard: but how many hath your Land-lord gotten? 
Alas, Sir, we are poor people , and it wouſd be our 
undoing to meddle with ſuch, But what 2 your Mi- 
nifter,they ſay ,he is a lewd Tofle- pot, a very drun- 
ken Sor. Ono! Omnia berie, a good Fellow, a lit- 
tle given to company- keeping : thus the beſt of you 
are content to mince it, or ſome perhaps ready to 
defend him ; and reaſon why : they keep the Ale- 
houſe, and he's the prime gueſt ; if ir were not for 
him they might knock down the ſign, Bleſſed be 
God, Iam perſwaded you know not many ſuch as! 
deſcribe; but yet I fear there be ſome till within the 
compaſs of theſe marks. And dare not you pre- 
ſent them ? Nay, dare you preſent any tbing ? 
Shall men in office, Viſitours, Wardens, nay watch- 
men ſworn, thus play with their Oaths > What a 
wretched thing is it thus to fear men, and deſpiſe 
God, that great Lord Warden of his Church, 
who whe: he ſhall viſit you for this perjury , what 
will you anſwer him? 
Athird fore of Viſitours are our ſelves, Seer? 
QFalled inthe old Teſtament , and Over-/cers - the 
ew, 
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New, es 20. all Biſbaps, Phil.1.1. Let us then 
learnto diſcharge it , firft by heeding and viſiting 
our own hearts, refleting on and examining our 
own ſouls, whether che God in our Books , in our 
Sermons be ſach in our ſecret breſts, and whether 
we hear or feel our ſelves rather , when we preach, 
or whether our preaching run not through us like a 
wooden Spour, like the old Riddle of Through the 
wood and never touch it ; never touch,never affect 
the hearrc. And then ore-look our learning , and 
ſtrive ro mend our nets, giving our ſelves (as Tully 
faith) retoquendes , till we become workmen thar 
need not be aſham'd,dividing the Word aright,able 
to exhort and convince ſoundly, Tiz.1.3. For this 
Ars artium, regimen animarum , which to per- 
form as commonly tis done, flacteringly , or lazily 
and perfunRorily, is both eaſie and acceptable, but 
itis roo moſt miſerable and damnable. And then 
ore-ſee our lives, and thoſe exempt and defend from 
daſeneſs, bur ſpecially that odious ſin, which goes 
too much in black, drunkenneſs. The way to make 
the Seer overſeen, to loſe the eyes of his mind, to 
drown his holy union in drink , and ſuffocate the 
Spirit of Grace; be muſt be apt to teach,(ſaith the 
Apoftle;) and in the ſame place ir follows, Nor 
addift to Wine , left that diſqualifie his Palate and 
Brain,and render him 1reprum, unfit ro teach, or to 
be caught. Bar I haſten co a fourth and laft ſort of 
Viſitors,that is,all Chriſtians in performance of that 
general Duty , which concerns both preacher and 
People, and is indeed a prime part of Chriftianity , 
and that which St. awe: calls Pure Religion,namely, 
to viſit the fatherleſs and WiddoWs in their — 
an 
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and that which will be remembred, and enquired 
after at the great and dreadfull viſiration-by the 
Judge of all che world, who will demand not what 
we have preacht,or beard,or profeſſed, bat what we 
have done. And ameng thoſe works of mercy 
that ſhall follow, and felicitate ſuch as die in the 
Lord,and ſhall then riſe in the Power of his Reſur- 
reQion , this is a Chief , our viſiting the ſick:and 
thoſe in priſon. And the omiſſion of this ſhall be 
eaken as a negle& and refuſing of Chrift Jeſusin 
perſon. {ſn as much as you have not done it t0 them, 
ou have not done it towe.Confider what I have ſaid, 
and the Lord give you and me, and us all Under. 

ftand in all things.

2. Take us together, without reſpe& of perſons, 
and the Text will ſerve to call upon every wan here 
that profeſſes himſclf a ſon and a ſervant, and yet 
is apt to forget the Law ef the Lord his God, 
Where art thou firſt for rhe place ?

The breach and violation of Gods Commandment, 
For thou haſt eaten alſo of the forbidden fruit ; for 
ſois the committing of anything , againſt which 
Gods prohibition lies : and are we like then to be 
found Ref; inCuria? Can weanſwer him any one 
thing of a thonſand ? ſo the Call will concernus, 
and the ſenſe of the words will penetrate to our 
hearts alſo, if we refuſe not, if we run not away 
from (od, and ſeek to hide our tranſpreſsions; in 
ſumm, ic is a Text well worthy our ſerious atten- 
tion.

be knew no fin, yet to be puniſhed for ſin; being 
made ſin for ns, and bearing all our ſinsin his body ; 
Fo here he comes in the beginning of time, to ar- 
raign and condemn finfall fleſh in his own Son. 
Chriſt is his honourable, true and only Son, bego-» 
ten of his Father before all worlds, by an everlaſting 
generation and ineffable, that none can declare : 
Bur all the ſons of men are his ſons too by a gene- 
ration declared in Ethnique Poety firſt, and then in 
antient Catholique and Apoſtolick Divinity, made 
of chat Poety, As 17, wiz ye; foyer, We 
are his Off-ſpring and Generation , we all are ſo , 
butour Forefather was ſo by a kind of Primogeni- 
ture, as St. Luke expreſly, Which war the Son of 
Adam,which Was the Son of God. 

Whence, even thus early may we make applicati» 
0n, that certainly ir will be chen a poor and barren, 
a(illy and impotent, a baſe and impudent hope for 
any ſon of + Adam to look for Impunity. Rather 
all muſt look in ſeverals, one day to hear this Call of 
God, Where art tho ? Whereſoever thou ſhalt be, 
or howſoeyer found dead among thoſe that live in

The Judge is of pure 
and fiery eyes, ſees down through darkneſs to our 
hearts and reins; no cafting of mifts, no deluding 
of this Judge ; and then no need of long proceed- 
ings, frequent ſiftings, and tedions Cribrations of 
the cauſe ; for all things are naked and bare inhis 
ſight, all evident and clear before this Lord for this 
Lord is God, The Lord God 5s biz name. 

7. Now the natnes of God are referred to two 
head: 1. Simple and abfolute; or 2. In Rela- 
won tous.

And con- 
cerning this Title Lord,l nile enter ( though my 
Text lie near the Creation, )into that curious diſpute 
which yet amuſed Teriullian; and St. Auſtin af- 
terwards, whether this ftile then only and properly 
depan in the worlds beginning , and could nor be 
atribured to God before, Such ſpeculation is bu: 
(i: and uſeleſs tuff ; I will rather tell yoy what the 
&ool tells us of all Gods Names in relation, that is, 

$ ſuch 
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\uch Names are not really in God, butinthe Crea- 
ture. So as God iscalled Summam Bonum, not 
becau'e God cannot admit a compoſition of thoſe 
two,or any pieces, but becauſe his Bonitar, as com- 
preheoſive of all ether, and diffuſive toall, ſo ſu- 
pereminently above all; And becauſe all that re- 
rains the name of Good, as derivative from him , 
ſo init ſelf defeRive, and co us deficient in compare 
with him, (ſaith Aquizar,) and yer even inafﬀeCing 
and accepting ſuch names, God delivers himſelf ro 
us in a gracious way of endearment. For where 
men aſpire to Honor, andaſcend to titular additi- 
ons therefore that the ſwelling vapor of a Longs 
Pagina ( as he calls it, ) may life them hke a Page- 
ant higbin the air , and hal'd from the community 
of baſer earth, God in a wonderfull deſcending 
fill vouchſafes rather to honor his fervants and 

Clients by ſometimes aſſuming names of particular 

and individual reference, as the God of Abraban, 

the ſear of //aac ; ſometimes of general appliance 
to all the Iſrael ot God, as is the large extenced and 
branehing Tree , the ſpreading Sun in an Expac- 
ſion , Dilacation , Emanation , Communication, 
Conſolation to all his ſervantsin this full and chear- 
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full name of Domins«y, the Lord. -

Old, and as plain is thar of v4» inthe New : 
One from Samxels teftimony, a Seer and & chiet 
Prophet of God ; and the other from St. Peter, 4 
prime Apoſtle, both inſtructed in the Will of the 
Lord here: And yetno Saul, oor Rowan Empe- 
ror, nor any ſupream Head and Governor on carth 
ſince thoſe times can ever ſay,and ſay truly,ſo much 
a5 to the foot of his body Politick,l bave no need of 
you; much leſs then can the feet or legs, the ſides or 
arms, or bulk of the body, though never ſo big , 
ay tothe hea, ( miftaking ir for a Perruke, ) ſay, 
We have no need of thre. 

10, It was ( asisimaginable ) for this Energie 
inthe reſtrained ſenſe of rhe word, that the'Septu- 
agint everywhere render Jehovah by *g195,the Lord; 
and ſome ſuch reverence to the name made Augu- 
fs, ( ſure ) ſo reſpeRive and nice, as not to en. 
dureit , and S»etonins reproves Domitsau of incres 
dible arrogance, for not diſclaimirg that uſual ac- 
camation in the Amphitheatre of Domzno fwliciter: 
Well might his Poet then recant, and repent his 
Inſcription of Domwinus Deng; nfter. And yet 
we know what he that ſits in thar Emperors 
Throne, the triple miter'd man of fin, or if not 
ſo, yer ſurely ſinfull man doth dully and damnably 
retain , and bluſhes nor to this day to wear. and 
bear from bis Poets and Paraſites in Print of Dow 
mr Deus noſter, our Lord God the Pope. And yet! 
forthe term of Deming; alone, as in our language, a 
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tis cheap enough : The words Zord and Sir be. 
wp very nexrallicd in ſenſe; ſo in the Latine now, 
and all choſe crums and drops of Spaniſh, French, 
Italian Eloquence, into which the Laine is broken 
and diſſolved , it ſignifies no more , it corfers no 
more in uſual pliraſe, And in the very Greek 
of the New Teftament, ſo near Auguſtus Jayes, 
it is evident enough that eheir *v/4/%5 was but equi- 
valent to our Sir; for it is obſerved that 1s 
ry Magdalene gives itthere to our bleſſed Saviour, 
and at the ſame time envies it not, but affords her 
»ype Sir to the very Gardiner. 

11, But a more uſefull Note from both theſe 
Names together , we msy make out of St. Bernard: 
rule,0mne nowen Dei in Screpturssy&c, Every Name 
of God in Scripture founJs of Mercy or of Juftice; 
and both theſe are in this judicatorie, to ſhew that 
A1am hid now provoked not only a glorious ©06d, 
holy and juſt, but his Lord Gracious and full of 
kindneſs to him : This raiſes the wind into a foul 
form ; ſwels a brook of d:\obedience to a Sea, when 
man the m3ſter-piece, the favorite, turns againſt his 
God that had mede him a k'nd of under- god,given 
him dominion too. For the Habendum enters with 
2 Dominamsni, It was my Lord «Adi from the 
beginning ; a Lord Lieutenant under the Lord of 
Hoſts in three grear Counties , of the carth, and air, 
and Seas, and of all chings therein, with power of 

'ife and death. Inpratefull man to make offence 
gaink his makec! che creatuce riſe againſt bis Crea- 
Qur that raiſ'd him from the duſt , ſuſtain'd, plant- 
1, pleaſur'd him with infinite varieties of fure and 
'al fayours. This on the Remorſe was ic thar cut 
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David to the heart : Againſt thee O Lord, againſt 
thee have I ſinned, and aone this evill in thy ſight * 
No wonder it traiterous man on this recognition 0 
the Judge offended, bid himſelf, and ſought for ſhel- 
ter among the trees, and even there remained tart» 
ling and umbragious, being chaſ*'d away by the fie - 
ry indignation of a powerfull God ; eſpecially with 
this co-conſideration that his treaſon had been 
committed againft a Lord ſo gracious , But whether 
this Gracious and great Lord God was the ſecond 
Perſon, the Lord of Glory our blefſed Redeemer 
Chriſt Jeſus ( as ſome will haveit conceivd both 
of this and other apparitions in the old Teſtament ) 
| ay not todetermine, nor toenquire, But thus 
far only this Note will caſily fall upon , and into 
our conſcignces, if we reſift not, if we deſpight nor 
the Spirit of this Grace. Namely , that we ſhould 
bear an infinite deceſtation to.ſin, which procured at 
firſt, and bath that malignant properte intrinfick 
and everlaſting in all ſucceſſive fin and ſinners , to 
provoke ſtill the anger and offence of a moſt graci- 
ous Lord; andif ſo, then to think further of that 
infinite Grace, and Love, and goodneſs, which eyea 
after fin commi ted could procure that Lord to 
compaſlion, and could draw fo deep a deſcent of 
Mercy, as to ſubmit himſelf to his moſt bitter Pafſi- 
on; whereby he gives every wounded ſonl aclear 
aſſurance in an open pardon ſealed in his own blood , 
and alſo in this very Name leaves an Intimation, 
that all our diſobedience , all our foul, and many, 
and weighty ſins, fall yer within the meaſure and 
compaſs, and cannot fink us paſt or beneath the 
nerciesof a grzcious Lord God. And therefore 
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we to raiſe our ſouls vpon this double Name, as on 
a pair of powc:full wings, overſoaring deſpair, and 
flying up into his boſom who is our hope and life, 
our dread and Love : our Judge indeed, but yet our 
Advocate, that calls to us, Come to me; and whoſe 
blood cryes for us ; and we therefore to cry to bim 
with that Diſciple newly awakened to that fright- 
fall, and that delightful double fight at once, both 
of his fin and his ſalvation in Chriſt , which made 
him ſo reſolutely and ſo cheerfully take and wreath 
theſe Names together with Af: in the appliance, 
Dominns, Deus meas my Lord and my Ged, 

13. This inftrution 1 know, and ſo you will 
apprehend it, fits far better with the Texts of the 
new, and yet is no ſtranger in the old Teftament. 
For even Jſay and Malachy, in their clear and fre- 

gent forementions of our Lord , retain as well the 
Reliſhes of Evangelifls, as Prophets, and David 
openly fings and playes him on bis Harp, as Evi- 
dently, as Elegantly : Nay, not ſo vail'd in Moſer, 
bur .chatchis very place of Geneſis, ſo early in the 
worlds infancy reveals{ſome think)the very perſon, 
fure we are the Office of our Lord and Saviour: 
whoſe afcer-manifeltation and coming to deftroy 
the works the Devil had made, is promiſed within 
fix verſes,and call'd a br«iſirg of the Serpents head. 

I 3. Butler us purſue this fame conſideration ano- 
ether way,that a gracious and ſo a glorious Lord and 
God is offended, and by (in drawn to an oppoſiti- 
on, to an enmity with his beloved creature man. The 
vileneſs of ſin is many wayes diſcovered in the lan- 
guage of che Holy Ghoſt : Ir is to a main height 
of expreſſion , when God deſcends to ſo low a 

| com- 
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compariſon, as that in Amos, 1 aw preſt under your 
fins, ara Cart it preſÞ under many ſheafs, My Re» 
bellion , my ftubbornneſs is a dangerous ſin done 
againſt my Prince,or Paſtor, or Parents, And my 
violences, my cruelcies are heavy fins, becauſe in 
them I oppreſs my brother , as a good man, it may 
be better in his eye that made us both, then my ſelf. 
But did I ever underſtand till now, that I may op- 
preſs bim that is optimwws maximus, my Godallo ? 
[+ it not enough to weary wen (ſayes the Prophet ) bar 
ſhall I dare to vex aud weary my God alſo? and 
affli& and grieve my gracious Lord and his Holy 
Spirit. No wonder we find David complaining, 
My font are a ſeve burden tos heavy for me to bear, 
when Davids Lord tunes his voice to the ſame key, 
Your ſins are a ſore burden, too heavy for me to hear, 
Doſt thou not ſee O vain man by this, the vileneſs, 
the odiouſneſs of thy fin, which makes him impo- 
tent thatis Omnipotent > As alſo in thatterm of 
Abomination ; How frequent is the uſe thereof in 
holy Scripture, to cauſe us to write this leſſon into 
all our ſouls from thence ? Nothing makes us ſo 
ugly ſpeRacles to that Lord our God as fin, which 
cauſes him to turn his face away in diſpleaſure , not 
able to abide us in his ſight, nay forced to deny his 


- own workmanſhip, Depare,] know you not;thus mak- 


ing him ignorant that is Omniſcient. And yet 
above, and beyond, and benecathall theſe we may 
colleR the height, and breadth, and depth of a 
finners dangerous and fearfull condition by thoſe 
ſpecches of anger and provocation. The wrath 
of a King is as Meſſengers of death, the Wiſe 
man te'ls us, ard he that provokes him to anger, (ins 
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againſt hize'Yn ſoul, Whatisit when we provoke 
tae holy one of Iſrael to anger? O Loyd, rebuke 
me not in thy anger : if inthat mood I be called in- 
co. Judgement, O Lord, who is able to abideit ? 
And this is doubtleſs one of the depths of Satan, 
one of his main aims in provoking us to fin, that 


thereby God being provoked to anger, may declare 


himſelf our enemy : What ſhall we then ſay, 
Men and Brethren ® What will we then do ? May 
we not then ſay juſtly, thac other Lords have un- 
juily reigned over us ? [nfelix Lolium, & Veriles 
dcmir anther, our baſe and barrep luſts and 
pleaſures have indeed juſtly by Geds permiſſion, 
and by way of puniſhment had dominion over us, 
by our willing ſfubmiffion of our fouls ro their ſway 
and tyranny : And will we ftill do ſo, continue ig 
fa, ſtill make a mock of groſs and grievous fins, 
never ſtartle, or adrmit tlie leat umbrape of remorſe 
at open blaſphemies, and often Adulteries, drun- 
kennefſzs ? Are not ſuch mens Souls and Bodies, 
States and Childrenin a fearfull manner engaged to 
the wrath of God, which they hourly provoke 
by theie abominations ? Alas ! poor wretched man 
or woman, however titled. Preacher or Hearer , 
Lawycr or Courtier, Lor& or L1dy,every wickednels, 
every known tinI dwelt a1d Celight in, and reſolve 
on, i* not only a touching pitch , whence inevita- 
ble d: filement, nor a carrying fire in my boſom, 
1mpollible co eſcave detriment, but is an oppoſition, 
a rebellious ourſtanding and iIcighting of my God; 
enmity : for the wrath of God is manifoldly pro- 
claimed from Heaven , and Wiſdom cries it in the 
g)ireets 5 Gods Declaration we are not ignorant of | 
an 
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6 | and darewethendeſpiſe ? If I bea Lord, where's 
e | my fear? Whatearthly Monarch, the anointed of 

the Lord ( unleſs ſfuper-anointed with the ſpirit of 
patience and meekneſs above morrals, ) can en- 
dure his lawfull Commands to be vilified ? And can 
we look for leſs then- ſuddain execution of that 
þ wrath which is drawn out, and ready to fall on ſin- 
ners, and hath been the ſinners caſe fromthe begin- 
ning ? Adam was our firſt Father that found ic ſo, 
and we his ſinfull iſſue, on whom the ends of the 
world are come, do, andever ſhall find it ſo till the 
conſummation ; for the perpetuating of this pro- 
ceeding in God is made manifeft by that of the 
Apoſtle, where he ſhews us plainly , and as if he 
law the arrow falling, or & lighrning blaze of 
Gods revengeſull fire ſeizing on, and cingeing the 
fingers hairie ſcalp that goes on Rtill in bis wicked- 
neſs ; For ſuch things ſake, (fzith be,) lookabour 
you, —— Behold the Wraith of God cometh npon the 
Children of diſobedience. 

14. Methinks I ſee ſome Bravo now, ſome ſcorn- 
full fool ( as Solowen blazons the witleſs and wilfull 
ſinners coat, ) turn his balf-face, and flearingand 
{wearing,urge me with a Why Sir ? 1s God ſo dread- 
full anenemy ? Yes; even thou ſhalt find, and be- 
leve him ſo at laſt, if not too late | Thou that in 
youth, and in thy ſtrengeh and wealth art loth 
to belive him ſotheſe ſeven yeers yer. For obſerve 
in God thoſe ewo properties which make an enzmy 
formidable. 1.Power unlimited, carriesnot the third 
part of che world,(as he ſaid of Scipio, ) on his neck, 
but holds ap,or cafts down all at will & pleaſure,ru- 
ling over all, as Almighty, doth what he will in the 
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Armies of Heaven; and him that walks in pride, 
he is able toabaſe on earch, blaſting beaury, and 
youth, and firength, and riches, and wit, and all 
thy growing hopes and fortunes with the very 
breath of his diſpleaſure. And ſure this very firſt 
conſideration of Gods infinite Power will (hudder 
every meer humane, make every undeviliſht bo. 
ſom tremble. It was a King that ſaid it, and a man 
after Gods own heart, and no doubt felt itin his 
own heart, Stand in aw, a»vd finnot; In aw? Of 
whom ſhall Lords and Kings ſtand inaw? of him 
that is King {of Kings, and Lord of Lords; The 
Lord God, I fay unto you, Fear him; Fear him 
that is able to deſtroy Dominion and Regality,able 
to reverſe all victories, confound all earthly glory 
with diſgrace,and compound all worldly honor with 
che duft , that is the Lord God here in my Text. 
Setnot light by him thst is able to burt or help, was 
Ethick advice of the Ethrick Preacher, Ariſtotle , 
but it was a divine ſentence inthelips of the King 
before , the royal Preacher to Gods own darling 
people Iſrael, Contend net with one ſtronger then 
ths. And the famous Preacher of the Goſpel 
to the Gertler, St. Pau! opens all ſinners eyes 
and ears to apprehend this enſuing danger in that 
applicatory queſtion, Do we provoke the Loyd to 
jealonſie, to auger ? «Are we ſtrouger then he? 1 Cor. 
10.22. Tuſh, this is needleſs now, faith my Gal- 
lant;, Who knows not this * ſtronger then God? 
Who ever opened his mouth to ſay ſo?Bur yer there 
is an inteſtine, there is a viſceral Blaſphemy, as well 
as oral, and asill everywhic. The fool chat ſaith 


in his heart, Tbere is no God, orelle.a blind, 3 how 
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ſie, or an impotent God, either hecannot, or he 
will not regard ; all ſach ſecret thoughts are as 
open Blaſphemies, though not ſo infe&ious. And 
cherefore [ beſeech thee, whoever thou art,for Gods 
ſake, if not for thy own ſouls ſake, to take notice, 
andto beware; For doſt not thou conceive that every 
hard-hearted, every unrelenting ſoul feels ſome ſuch 
ſaſurrarion in the ſecret & ſilence of her own Cloſer 
and Cloiſter , ſome ſuch carnal inſpiration, while 
ſhe reſolves not to repent, but co continue in known 
fins ? and faith in effeRt , I have heard much of 
Gods Power, and the Preacher would make me be- 
live chat the Word of God is a Wiſdom divine, 
and Gods heavenly Power to my ſalvation ; But 
ſure I find that Word ( let them read it, preach, 
urge it never ſo forcibly, ) is yet too weak, and 
all cheir ghoftly Councils and Exhortations of no 
value : I am are, I never yet fonnd chem prevalent 
with me, but that I am able, during the very Ser. 
mon-time to ſleep ; and find that I am not only 
proof againſt all their perſwaſions, but perſwaded 
that neither this man, thongh well voyc'd , nor 
that, though cryed up for a powerfull Speaker, nor 
the whole Tribe indeed, ſhall ever be able to prevail 
over me. *Tis true indeed that God only can break 
in upon mans ſoul, and the Word we preach, which 
is but improperly called his Word, and is fo no ſur- 
ther then we are carefull co ſeparate the precious 
Truth of Heaven from earthly inventions or con- 
junctions. . Yet take heed of deſpiling the meaneſt 
Inftrument that God ſends upon this Embaſſie,and 
reſolve that all Reſolvings againſt the charming 
Power of Gods, are from the ſuggeſtion _ 
0 
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foul ſpirit. And if aoy of this audience (bould be 
infeted, 1 ſay, if this ſhould be ſo, though ( Be- 
loved in Chriſt Jeſus , ) this ought not ſo to be , 
and though I fully hope for betcer things of you , 
yet for fear it may be ſo, by reaſon of our common 
frailty, and if this qualification of Omniporency 
in God ſhake us nothing, yet let this that follows ; 
erie to diſimprove and prevent , or infeeble all 
the Charms of the Serpent , and diſmantle all 
the firong bolds and forts of Satan in our hearts 
which would put us on Gods Comminatory /1o- 
rieris ; That thereisa ſecond property in God (1 
mighte name many more, ) which makes an ene- 
my terrible, and that is, T be affeftion of Hate, My 
exemits are many and mighty, ( ſaith David) and 
yet we donot hear the worſt, and the) bear a tyran- 
nous hatred againſt me ; there's che bottom! And 
chough fuch an hate in God is not, nor ever can be 
cowards man, or any other creature ; for he hates 
nothing that be bath made: yer ſinis a thing that be 
never made; a thing begot betwixt the devil and 
our own corruption, and that the Lord is faid to 
hate with a perfeft hatred; andit muſt be ſo, for the 
righteons Lord love! Righteouſneſs with a perfett love, 
and this hate in perfeRtion ſpreads to the whole 
Tribe of ſinners for fins ſake, Al! the Wor kers of 
Iniqnicy; and while they live in their fin it mars 
and makes odious their moft exquiſite Aﬀtions, The 
predominant venom of fin turns the nature of their 
beſt performances, and makes the moſt acceprable 
Sxcrific abomirable; Their very prayers ſol! be 
turned into ſin ; And when they are dead, as their 
games roz and corrupt the very Air , fo their ſouis 
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are ſent to endure thoſe exquiſite torments prepalr- 
ed for the Devil and his Aogels, I have done' 
with the firft. 


IF. '$ ſecond part, is, the ſecond Party 
appearing in this Judgement, Man, 

the Delinquent. | cold you God was an Ocean 
ſoundleſs,fathomleſs ; and when I find St. Fob» tel- 
ling me that Chriſt who is God, need not that any 
man (hould tell him what is in man, for be knew, it 
leaves a lictle of the knowledge of man behind it . 
namely this, That man isa thing not, or not well 
known to any but Godz not to another, not to bim- 
ſelf. And when I hear his ſervants Job and David 
put that Query, What iz was ? they both put it to 
God himſelf toanſwer;, and inthoſe very anſwers 
which they make by Gods own inſpirations, we find 
and know till that man cannot be found and known, 
and thax there are corners and Incognita's in this 
Microcolſm, that are not laid out fully in any 
Chart, but left only to the diſcovery of himthat is 
the "1 of hearts, But yet for our preſent pur- 
and ſuddain apprebenſion of man, I will turn 

you but to two books, if I do that; ( for there is 
much reaſon, I'le be brief, if for nothing elſe, yer 
a lictl e to quit and recompence my former being too 
long, ) And the fir book ſhall be this of the 
Creation, this very book of Genefir, 8nd bur one 
place in the book, Chapter 2, verſe 7, The Lord 
God formed man of the duſt of the ground,and breathe! 
into him, wto his Noftrils the breath of life, and man 
became a living foul. Sowe( we fav ) 15 pry cauſar, 
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and here they are , at leaſt here we may ground our 
ſelves upon the ground-work of all that is in our 
bodies. All that gentle,noble,royal blood in mens 
veins, and allthe matter of the Merchants, of the 
Divines, of the Councellors , or .Courtiers , or 
States-mens very brains, all our pride and honor ; 
if we be proud of any materials in blood, or brain, 
or face, or hand, or foot,we may ſoon find all our 
pride and honor inthe duft, with a double mention 
and [nculcatiou of Duft,and duſt upon all mankind. 
God at firſt bears down all Supremacies Rill 
amongſt men in compare with God , all right or 
wrong Honorable; and fo all right or wrong Re- 
verend too. Here we have ventured at this inftant 
to make an Aſſ-mbly of ourſelves in the preſence 
of God, and inthe Courts of his own houſe, male 
and female, with differing ſaces, differing out-ſides 
roo, orcloathed in Purple and fine linnen, with 
hanging onof Gold orcoftly Array , or clad in 
skins of beaſts over our own hides, and with girdles 
of skins, as 7:6 the Baptiſt, bur yer with far more 
differing infides, full of youthfull or wanton fires 
jome, and ſome with fierce andcrue), ortreache- 
rous and bloody thoughts ; ſome perchance willing 
Hearers, and ſome glad only to be here at this time, 
if for nothing elſe, yet our of an hope to catch 
ſomeching from the Preacher, if he ſhould be ſo 
filly as co flow into diſtempered and partial Invec- 
tives, and anon ſad to find their malice deluded; 
Nay, we may well ſuppoſe that ſome Papift may 
dropin upon us now , or Separacift { at othec times) 
afford his company, and ſneak into the Charch to 
þcar what News, and then hit his very heart againft 
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this ſuppoſition. ButT will enlarge my ſelf in a com- 
prehenſive Note for all this Audience , whatſoere 
weare, whatuſe ſoever ye mean to make of the 
Preacher and the Sermon, being both plain & home- 
ly ſtuff, and will ſerve perchance at dinner to fill 
our diſcourſe,and help co bold compariſons : How- 
ever God deprebend us now , or apply himſelf ro 
us here, or wetohim , and his Vicegerent, in our 
affeRions or intencions good or bad : Once, how- 
ever we differ , yer one primordial and finall fen- 
rence is paſt apon us all ; one Law gone out and 
over all mankind, that arrefts, and enwraps, takes in 
all (Prince and people) and layes up all cogerher; 
Duſt thou art ( be ſure) and ( as fure ) ro duft thou 
ſhalerecurn : Every fon of man like the firſt from 
the earth earthy. A good touch this is by the way 
to humble us even in our moſt exalted imaginati- 
ons. 

16, Andthough we hearken to the reft of mans 
Deſcrip:ion with more alacrity , which tells us fo 
man became a living ſoul, yer if thou do no: be- 
come that ſoul. bur fpoil* it in the wearing ; nay, 
if that ſoul ſerve thee only for ſalt co keep thy fleſh 
from putrefaion, it that ſoul become not a new 
ſoul; chough man be a living ſoul, yer better he had 
had neither ſoul nor life, unleſs the new man, the 
ſecond 41am the Lord from heaven heavenly , be- 
come the life of thy ſoul, and thon lead a new 
life, by the power of the Son of God, if the 
quickening Grace of his mighty Spirit, if che ſame 
hand of the Lord God here that formed , do nor 
reform thee, We talk of Reformation, and 
Reformation in State and Church: I am not ablero | 
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took to thoſe things of my ſelf, but I am able by 
{ods graciaus afliftance to look to this reformation 
of my ſelf. And certainly as families make towns, 
and they make Common: wealchs and Churches : {6 
private and particular perſons are the roots and 
iprings of all, and their ſeveral Reformations are 
the roots and ſprings of all Reformation too. But 
yet as in Reforming States , I doubt nor but States- 
men, and the moſt ſtately of them bad need co be in» 
fant in prayer to God ; or elſe without his bleſſing 
all may prove but a (hock and confli& of wits : nay 
worſe (for Bella, horrida Bella may enſue ) except 
he bleſs, unleſs the Lord God keep us , Builders 
#nd Watchmen ſhall do all in vain : So is it mani- 
feſt in the reforming of our ſouls z for we are hu 
workmanſhip created in Chriſt Jeſus to good works, 
Eph. 2.10. And this diſcerning rhe work of God 
in his own breſt, is that other book to which [ 
would refer man for diſcovery of himſelf, The 
book of conſcience it is which lies open, and layes 
man open to himſelf ; if he read there and find d- 
giruwm Dei,the Hand-writing of God both of Law 
and Goſpel in his heart, ingrav'd inthat Table , 
then ir is another, a ſecond book of Geneſis : 
«'114r4g15,a new beginning of new Light ſtruck up, 
znd a new Birth of a new world of Beauty , and 
harmony ſtruck from his old chaos of corrupt Na- 
rure, and a new Teſtament, PifAcs yerioras, The 
book of his Regeneration, Gods ſpirit bearing wit- 
neſs with his ſpirit, that he 5s the chila of God, and 2 
Volume, a tome, a piece of Gods works ; nay, 
Tine, Eph.2,10. A Poem, a maſterpiece of Gods 
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view'd, andcorreRed by the Author, and purged 
from infinite errors; & is *n Lacem edits, Reprinted 
and comes forth into the Light multo anttior & lo+ 
cupletior, that is, Emendatior, in this new and ſecond 
Edition. But bow ſhall 1 know this? Indeed that 
Queſtion is turned into a tormenting: ſcruple by 
ſorne evil Informers ; but the knowledge is cafieto 
them that will obſerve the alterstion. Even as we 
know an ABC from a Teftament by the contents 
and augmentation : And even as certainly, and as 
ſenſibly as I find my ſelf paſt Geneſis when I am in 
E xodus. For this; Genes; doth ever reſolve into an 
Exodus, that isa going out of «Egypt in a Deli- 
verance evidenced to his ſoul from the thraldom of 
ſin, and tyranny of his own corruptions , by Gods 
mighty hand and our-ftretched arm, and a Paſsover 
by the | ambs blood ſprinkled, and fleſh eaten with 
the ſowr herbs of Repentance, and a leaving behind 
him, thoſe rocky dangers and roaring wilds of ſin, 
and ſea of vanity,from whence when he looks back, 
he ſtands ftill , and beholding the Salvation of the 
Lord , be fears the Lord and believes the Lord , as 
tisin Exod. 14, ult. and ſings that ſorg of Moſes 
and the children of Iirael, Exid.l5. The Lord © my 
ſtrength, the Lord ts become my ſalvation, mho t like 
wnto thee O Lord,glorious in helineſs, fear fl in pra 
ſes, doing wongers : If now we ſhould proceed t: om 
hence to fall upon the Redarpution of ſuch as mind 
no part of this Learning ,acd bating to be reformed, 
are loth to look into theſe books, i ſhould ſhew my 
ſelf unmindfull of this preſence, and too far ſtretch 
my abuſing of a Royall patience , reſerving there- 
fore what may make upanother exercile, I conclude ® 
with prayer, T SD G6. 
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rhe Lord God called unto the man and ſaid, teſ 
Adam, where at thou ? _ 
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Adaxs to prevent a Second by a timely conſiderati- 
on of this firſt Judgement, Tt made four parts ; 
the two firſt , are the two parties appearing 
in this Judicature; God the Judge, and Manthe 
Delinquent : The other two, are the manner of the 
Proceſs by way of calling, and the matter of the 
Summons, Where art thaw ? Of which the ſenſe is 
double, by way of Queſtion firſt, and then in a way 
of Commiſeration. 

2. Concerning the firſt particular, and the 
Jadgcs names of Lordand God, 1 ſpake fully the 
laſt time, and of the dangerous nature of ſin which 
provokes ſo great, and then ſo gracious a Lord God 
to indignation, to hate, and Gen to puniſhment, 
Finding this boundleſs Ocean of#God, bis Names 
and Nature too profound , we carte to a diſcovery 
of Man, our ſecond Particular; and obſerving how 
bard it is for man to ſearch into himſelf, for the ad- 
vancement of every mans learning in this difficult 
point I pointed you to two books:the firſt this book 
of Geneſ1, and therein Principally the fourth Chap- 
ter, verſe 7. wherein is laid down by God ſuch a 
deſcription of man as will let us eaſily diſcern our 
wretched and earthly materials ; which ro reform , 
[rold you of the other book, the book of Conf. i- 
ence, wherein as ina Glaſs, a man man view him- 
ſelf, and ſee of what faſhionheis; thatis , whes 
ther yet abiding in Geneſsr, or bepaſt overinto an 
Exodxs,and eſcaped in ſome good meaſure the cor- 
ruptions which be in natuce and in the world 
through Lufts. And now it is fic we fulb6}l whar 
was prom'ft nexing hereunto a Redarguiion 
of fuch T dull people as ſeero to ſcornthe 
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Peruſal of theſe two volumes full of heavenly In- 
ſtra*tjon , but ſpecially abhor to look into the laſt; 
and therefore my Reproof ſhall chiefly intend and 
pitch upon that part of their Delinquency. | 
;. Two ſorts of men then there are both igno- 
ranz and arropant that reje& this book of Conſci- 
ence as eApocryphal , no: endure thereby to be put 
ro theirPargation, to their Clergy gvhere the Ver- 
ficle is both Greek and Latine, Heatben and Chri- 
ttian 00, Ve: FEQU 771 » and A (erere mes ro00 ; 
both irkſom and, unpleaſant DoCtrines to them, 
I he 6rſ of theſe is the Painted Phariſee who thinks 
himſelt, and thinks he is ſcarce to thank God, and 
thanks himſelf that heis not like other men : but 
one pex ſe that can predeftinate, ele, call, jufti- 
he, ſanRitie and plorihe himſelf, for he can view 
and review., and diſcover and relate at pleaſure 
thoſe Records above, and find or ſet down there his 
own certain , and it may be the name of a ſpecial 
friend of his roo ( if hethink fir, ) in that book 
of life above, without ſearching thoſe rouls above, 
or examining the book of his own life, For as we 
have Muſhrum Preachers, LeAuring before reac- 
ing, and a birth before conception.,, miraculous 
Fellows : ( And I would that were the wotft, would 
it were but froth and vanity, and 8 tedious nothing, 
and that they did not conceive miſchief, and bring 
forth ſedition ; } So their Diſciples, or rather 
their Patrons and Matrons too, can make ſure 
work of their ſalvation without” working it out 
with fear and trembling, and are pefeR in Heavens 
« way by a directory of their own privete ſpirit, 
w.thout book, The ſecond is the meer worldling , 
Fil-ns 
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Filins terre, earth-born and bred , that comes up 
like a vernal lower in green and yellow; a kind of 
Narciſſus , and like him becomes his own glaſs and 
book ; There he ſtudies, aud pores, and doats day 
and night, and efteems himſelf a rare picce, becauſe 
fairly bound op in Velome with ſilk ſtrings, painted, 
and guilded, and emboſt with his Arms, and Em 
preſs engraven, and printed cuw priviligio in a large 
Folio, - Stultitiam patiunt ur opes ,, But Quid 
'intas ? He that runs may read him through , In che 
very Frontiſpice and Title-page in capital Letters , 
ſtand Caro, and Carimm, and Carcaſe, — and 
—— nothing elſe, but a few ſcatterred Principles 
and Concluſions of fleſh and blood : Or, if Homs 
be there, *cis ſunk beneath his /pec:es, and drowned 
in Animals —— i malis , not beſet with, 
or ſet on by, but ſer incvil, in maligno 
poſitur ; and itis a Permalignancy, like a compleac 
Armor, frm the ('roWwn of the head, faith 1ſai«h, 
to the ſole of his foot. It 1s not quartering, nor a 
Party per pale,but his whole Scutcheon is #14 litera, 
Coat and « reft, and Supporters and all. He walks 
with a tiff neck, ( faith the Scripture ) and frength: 
ens himſelf in his Wickedneſs , and makes his boaſt 
that he can and will do miſchief; and yet this wretch- 
ed thing will brag of Deſcent, and coming in with 
Conquerors and Kings, Alas! Where art thou 
O vain man? Here | am ſure both he and we were 
once in Maſ/2 corrupta; Our prime Anceſtor (you 
ſee,) a Rebel, and thenext of our kin, -—--- 
Iiiud quod dicere nol} , we can get no Credit by 
naming him. And then in this miſerable condition, 
if he be a King 02 earch, never ſo l.ighly tora , | 
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unleſs he be born again , hecan never enter into the 
X :n;dom of Heaven, unleſs waſht and made Kings 
and Pricfts in his blood, and reftored in that ſecond 
eAdam. The meer natural man may derive him- 
ſelf from Belws; but Gods calls every ſuch man a 
ſon of Belialzand his condition is Be/lual, nay worſe 
then that of the brute beaſt, chovgh he be a man 
ftiil; And though this may anger and offend him 
ro be told rhus barely of it; yet ſuch a msn ( butl 
ſhall bope there. is no ſuch man here) muſt know 
that if he remain inthat mind &1 unappall'd, in- 
ſcalibie, and therefore careleſs to prevent the 
. wrath cocome, that, he hath devefted man, or loſt 
at leaſt all excellency above bea't, though he be yer 
a ſeeming man, and a ſeemly , and an handſome 
man, & proper valiant brave gentleman, or a cu- 
rious dainty man, never ſo great, ſo noble a man, 
and take in all that can be in a man. For wretcbed 
man his Anceſtor is here cited in that nature, and 
deprehended in that notion of a man, Adam 
(you ſce here, )though fouly bruiſed inwardy,is fill 
3 man a'ter his fin, though now made of good evil, 
and miſerable of happy. Sindeſtroyes not humare 
natureinthe a or babir, but in the barmony. The 
Order, and Beauty, and Excellency of our nature 
( like a Clock thats broken, ) is loſt, defac*d and 
ruin'd. What a ſillineſs is ir then to argue fin as 
meerly nothing, and make a mock of all reproof, 
becauſe it introduces no decay, no ſenſible alterati- 
on in the body ? And yer ſome as of ſome kind 
of -wickedneſs are forcible. even to thy corporal . 
deſtruQtion, and thou mayelt come to mourn at the 
end when thou haſt conſumed thy fleſh and thy _-

dy, that very body of thine which thou loveſt bet- 
ter then any body, better then thy own immortal 
ſoul. There is ſuch a Text as apphes it ſelf ro thee 
{ perhaps, ) ina literal ſenſe; and if nortto thee, 
there be too many able ro comment upon'c, and he 
is blett thar is not conſcious now, or whoſe body 
will not call upon him ere long, and repeat this 
part of the Sermon in his own woſull experience. 
But beirgranted, ( as it muſt, ) that ſinis an in- 
ſenſible averſion trom God , rather then a ſenſible 
apprehenſion of loſs, or pain, of change in nature , 
yet we know it is held a dangerous Symptom ina 
ſick mars tate if he be ſenſeleſs, and when be lies 
for dead perceives not bis infirmi:y : ſoitis to be 
hearr-ſick of ſin, a captive taken, and no feeling 
of his ſickneſs, nor deſcerning of his own thral- 
dom. What is then to be done? but to take up 
our book of conſcience, and read, and find there 
our diſtemper, eſpecially by applying it, and com- 
paring it with the book of Gods declared Wull, find 
our Errata,and labor toan amendment of life, for 
to ſuch 1s that ſharp but ſweet voice of the Spiric 
directed, 0 conſider yu that forget God and your 
ſelves; and again, Ariſe thow 1hat ſleepeſt, ſtand up 
ſrom the dead. And ſince fin and our humane na- 
ture are fromthe beginning, ſo, not only concorpo= 
rae, but friendly and familiar, and fo agreeadlg 
each withother; learnnot to reſt content in our 
pute, thar is. car impure Naturals; for they are 
ſtil'd the Pre/e mony ro Impiety by St. Ambroſe , 
even theſe which we file commonly a&mirable 
aaturai parts, if unfanified, lelt that name of a 
Natuxal, ot whes is worſe of a raeer carnal man 
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ſtick ſocloſe nnto us, that great, or rich, or high 
ſhall only ſerve to skrew it falter, or ſpread it fur. 
ther to our Reproach. Labor todeveſt this old 
and earthly Adam,the former Leven of corruption; 
learnro purge away,to caſt from usin an boly ſcorn 
thoſe reps; (for it our Righteouſneſs be a ſtained 
Cloath,what is our unrighteouſneſs?) Andlearn 
and labor to give all diligence to enrobe our ſelyes 
in the rayment of our elder brother , the Second 
Adam, whoſe odor may make us acceptable to our 
beaverly Father ; This is that Pia moroſitas, that 
Sacra fames, inthe proper ſenſe that holy bunger , 
and honing and whyning ; that pure perverſnels of 
the ſoul when like earthly minds in point of food, or 
garments,or building they can never leave, bur take 
up dayly new deſires. We arediſpleaſed from time to 
time with our preſent weak condition, and deſirous 
roencreaſe in Grace, and grow up from one mca- 
ſure of perfeRtion to another, cleaning onr ſelves 
from all filthineſs of fleſh and ſpirit, and perfefling 
bliniſs in the fear of the Lord, 

- 4. But this will never be done by any voyce of 
Reaſon, any moral ſwaſion, or any peruſing the 
Hiſtory of the Bible, ( ſay ſome whart they pleaſe, ) 
rogecher with the beſt and ableſt Expoſitors , no, 
ror by the Ordinance of God in the Miniliry of 
man , if we rely only vpon that, be the man never 
fo wiſe, never ſo eloqueat, learned, mighty, (and 
wich is the beſt mighty, ) mighty in the Sccip- 
cores; *P aul was learned and laborious above them 
all, avd a Wiſe-m aſter» builder , and Apsl/os had the 
Ariking and powerful way of Preaching textual Di- 
vinity; yet we know it is not aſcribable to the plant- 
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ing of the one, or watering of the other, ——- 
No, ——— MA agiſter intus docet is St Auſtins af- 
ſertion; and here it is the Lord God that ſpeaks un- 
to the heart : Soit is ſaid, The Lord opened the 
heart of Lydia to attexd to thoſe things Which Paul 
preacht. Iſaiah may lift up a loud and ſhril voice 
like a Tram?et ; and fohn the Baptiſt way monrn 
and crie in the wilderneſs , nay our Saviour bimſclf 
in his Miniftry(and he ſpake ſo as nevec man ſpake,) 
was unbelievel by ſome. and mockt by others. Itis 
only the inward voice of the holy Ghoſt which like 
a mighty ruſhi-o wind fals, and file, and ſhakes the 
place andperſon where it comes ; and that woice can 
break the Cedars of Lebanus ; ſubdue all hearts, and 
bring all high exltrd thoughts down to the obedience 
of ( briſt Feſws our Lord, Apgainft the power of 
Nature inteRting, God uſes the ſecret inftilment 
and inſpiration of his Grace; and againſt the calls 
of Satan and this preſent evil world, man hath no 
ſure help of bimſelf or o:hers, but to hearken to, 
and obey the call of God;and thicher we are come; 
that's our third pare , The Citation, or the manner 
of Gods proceeding here with man by calling, The 
Lord God called unto the man. 

5 . Wherein our firſt care and diſguiſition muſt be 
to know what is meant : For ſome have thought this 
was only ſome difiuſion, ſome ſcatrering of the raies 
of Gods glory appearing in the Garden; and others 
interpret this of the ſecret convidion of Adams 
conſcienee: both which may be true, but not warran- 
table,nor to be fixed upon for expolitions, becauſe 
theſe leave us unſatisfied : For God appears, where 
'ecalls not ; and for that of the Dclinquents ſoul 

being »

being troubled and affrighted , it was doubtleſs 
ſo : yet the holy Ghoſt would never ( we (hould 
think ) have delivered over to Pofterity the firſt 
mans Pjea in words, had it only been a paſſage of his 
thoughts: moſt probable therefore is their opinion of 
an humane ſhape, & certain aſſuranceof an humane 
voice, wherein the Lord God called unto Adam. 
6, This alſo we rather embrace, for that in ver.$, 
where was a ſound of his Voyce before, but not lo 
diftint ; Confuſirr primus ſor (ut lex) ſed nunc 
inſtat Des ad premendam conſcientiam , 1s Calvins 
Note. The firſt ſound was nor fo diſtin (ſaies he ) 
nor ſo loud, bar like as the Trumpet of the Law 
began low at firſt ;” but now he preſſes the offen- 
ders conſcience; where firft for Gods cauſe, that is 
for Gods Glory, let me crave again this advertency 
in your diſcerning, what it is that calls us from fin. 
The ſame Spirit that began inthe Creation,Revibts 
his own work, and excels himſelf in thy Recreati» 
on, It was God which call'd + Abraham out of UR, 
which ſignifies a fire or light ; and then broughc 
him to a ſweeter, clearcr fire, and better and purer 
Liphr, even that Light which was both revealed ro 
the Gentiles after, and remain'd the glory of bis 
prople 7/r ze/; All the Iſrael of God / united ) 
both Few: and Grecians, bond or free ; on whom 10x 
circumciſion vor uncircumci ſion was regardable, For 
thoſe are nothing (faies the Apoſtle ) what then is 
omerhing ? Nay, what is itthen that is all things ? 
This only, To become a new creature ; where ith. 
ſoall a yong man, that is the ſor, the Prodigalin the 
Parable, that hath waſted all his ftock, and is mad, 
out of his right mind ; how Mhall.this man that is 
croubled. 
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troubled with the Scoromy and Vertigo, « youthful 
wildneſs and unſtayedneſs in his brains , how ſhall 
he recover, come to himſelf again , and from his 
blinded and diſtempzred flight, find the way of Re+ 
turning to bir heavenly Father? This is hard, but 
may be effeted by raking heed according to thy 
Word. There is a power in Nature , bucthe wil- 
dom of God ſhining in his Word by the joynt ope- 
ration of his Spirit ( for theſe two ever work toge- 
ther ) is a power indeed, mighty in operation , to 
cat down the ſtrong holds of Satan. Not as it is the 
Miniſtry of men (though the Diſpenſation be ours) 
no not all thoſe Clarious of his holy Prophets thar 
ſpake as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt, to 
which wedo we'l to attend ( ſaies St. Petey ) as a 
more ſafe Word, and as to a Light ſhining in a 
dack place, till the day dawn,til} God fend the mar» 
vailous light of his Goſpel. And then it is not inthe 
[oſtruments ; Not in Fon greater then a Prophet, 
and a ftout and plain deliverer of the Truth ; and 
not a Reed ſhaken riith the wind , and bendirg hs 
DoArines to humour bis variouſly inclin'd Audi- 
ences. Norin Paw! thas was Os orbi ſufficiens ( as 
that Golden. mouth'd facher calls that bleſſed Apo» 
file.) And all his Succefſors in any part of the world 
mu t-know,chat their Voyces are but ftill and cir 
Muſick, and a ſound gmt aurer percutit reach- 
ing only to theear. Bur the inward Minifter ( of 
whc m we heard before ) infiruts the heart. Tis 
Gods Ephata that can do that. T har alone can call 
from the ſleep and Geath of fin, and from the grave 
of corruption. ,2 i dix3s ſine me non poteſtis cogitare 
bene , multo mags dixit ſine me non poteſti« credere., 
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To believe is a greater work , and of greater Grace 
and Power then to conceive a good thought. Yer 
both thoſe rich ftreams run from one and the ſame 
Fountain. 

7. But this Impotency will not be believ'd to 
preſs andlie onall mankind. How glagly would 
ſome men find out ſome way in themſelves, where- 
by they might beleſs beholden to the Grace of 
God !Ungracious to {10d for his Grace: and would 
gladly forget , or fain to forget that God ſoinceſ- 
lantly remembers men with his preventing , exci- 
ting, with bis inchoative, and concomitant,and-ſub- 
ſequent, and perſevering Graces; Graces of all ſorts 
and all ſeaſons. Bold and preſumptuous men that 
purpoſely negle&t ro magnifie the operations of 
Gods Graces on them, becauſe they would, derive 
the Magnificat and P-niditus on themſelves, and 
ſo ſacrifice to their own nets, not looking up tothe 
prime anJ conſtant mover of all , not regarding 
the ſtrong God of their Salvation. There is indeed 
a Race anda Se of men, who will perchance be 
content that God ſhall be kind and gracious to ſome 
feeble ones, that ftand in need of his affiftance. Sick 
and weik people may need the Phyſick of that Hea- 
venly Do&or, Buc not ſuch able men , ſuch Saints 
and perfeCtifts as they; men that are wholly taken 
up wich the admiration of themſelves, and their own 
purity. Who yet muſt know that if they have been 
kept from falling into groſs fins, andare therefore 
apt to deride mine or any other mans weakneſſes 
who have been and do confeſs as much, frequently 
overtaken and overcome, yet it is ſtill the ſame graci- 


ous hand that bath done the ſeveral cures on both. 
1 hat 
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That God whoſe Grace was all the while a preſer- 
vative to them,was to me and hin that flipt a Re- 
ſtorative. Where is boaſting then ? itis,or ic ought 
to be excluded and exploded our of all Chriftian 
books, and out of all ſober and religious brains and 
hearts, Be not high-winded but fear, is a Canon that 
uo wiſe man will cry down, leſt he fall with ic. For 
ſimply inthe ſtate of nature, both heand I were 
even ; that is, even able to do nothing as of our 
ſelves; So far from being ſure of Gods Election, 
that we were not yet under this Grace of Vocation; 
nor Law,nor Goſpel-calling, and ſo without Chrift 
& ſo without God in the world. Therefore here the 
exhorration is to be renew*d of calling upon God 
for this call, and crying ardently unto the Throne 
of Grace, that ſo we may obtain Grace to help us 
intime of need, and that is atall times, while we 
bear about fleſh and blood wherein dwells corrup- 
tion. 

8. Secondly, Take notice of the mercy enlarg*d 
in this double call of God,and this extenſion of the 
Voyce; asin that to his Spouſe, Retarn O Shulla- 
wire, Return, Return ! and that convincing Interro- 
gatory, Why will you air? eAs | live ( faiesthe 
Lord) / would not the death of him that dies. And 
this courſe we find God ever rook, ſending his Pro» 
phets, riſing upearly with many ſweet invitements , 
O come and taſte how grations the Lord is. Come and 
drink of the Waters of his Mercy freely : And when 
thoſe Prophets had ſpent their firengeh, firetched 
out their hands in vain,and had their cries returned 
in Reproaches, and their reward was nothing but 
ſtones and perſecutions, then roſe the Bapcift with g 

new 
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new crie, ————— who was mort then a Prophit , 
then any ſon of wan before him , reſpeRing the ex- 
cellency of his Office in the preſent aſlignation of 
the IMrſſiab, and exhibiting the long longed for 
Lamb of God to take away the fins of the world. 
He redoubled hiscrie in the wilderneſs of Repert ; 
and reaſon,fer the Kingd:m of Heaven is at had; ſo 
at hand, that he could indigicate him that was, an4 
: the King of Heaven, with his Ecce Agnus Dei, 
Behold hins that is come to call fiuners to Repentance 
and Remiſſion , that hath brought abundance of 
Grace axd Trmth, nomore in Promiſe or Propheſie , 
but in Aft an4 perſonal performance: an1 yet this 7obn 
the Baptiſt you know how rewardcd ; they extin- 
Sniſhed this burning and ſhining Lamp in a baſe 
Report of a Demoniact; and no wonder ; for in the 
Fulneſs of time he ſent his Son, the Son of God him- 
Jelf for us men, and for our lalvation , came down 
from Heaven, the bigh Prieſt of our profeſſion, made 
24!, and made a Miniter ( of that Profeſſion 
which was never more deſpicable then now , unleſs 
it bein a few Peplicolars of our own , or fugitives 
from the Remas Church, ) And did not be find 
( as we muſt on his experiment and Prediction ex- 
peR } a ſtony-bearted ard ftony-handed genera- 
tion 2 though all his Errand was but a woing Em- 
baſie from Heaven, and an unfained hearty Invi- 
tation, Come unto me all that be weary for refreſh 
iz, and if my Word will not paſs, my Blood (hall 
witneſs and confirm it under fcal. Andlaft, A 
Race of Evangeliſts and Teachers in his name be- 
ſeeching men to be reconciled unto God, and which 
Mn deſpight of che worlds baſe uſage he will conti- 
nue to the end of the world, 9, Third» 
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9. Thirdly, Obſerve che Progreſs and Deprees 
of fin; «Adams beart poſſeſſed, deats bis ear ; Sa- 
tans Policy having obtained the inmoſt Fort , he 
falls to fortifie in outworks, whereof the car is 
of prime Repard 4 Vue 71s Navcias * the Gate of 
Learning, the Inletco all diſcourſe of Reaſon and 
Religion: We therefore in Wiſdom ought to labor 
to prepoſleſs this pate of our enemy, elle Chriſt may 
land, and knoch, and call, and we reply, ( if art 
all we do it ) with — vix azdivi Domine, by 
reaſon Satan hindred us by prevention, and holds 
the Fort againſt Chriſt by preſcription. We there- 
fore as for ſpiritual cye-ſalves to reſort to him that 
calls us co that Mercate 4 Buy of me the beſt Collyri- 
um ; ſo far eAwres perforate , Which is the Mark of 
Chrifts ſheep, ears ſet open and attentive to hls 
Word, that is, ears to hear him , and his crue Wiſ- 
dom, pure and peaceable,and not the ſuſurrations, 
not thoſe ſubtile whiſpers ofthe Serpent, who is the 
Charmer now, thowgh kecharm never ſo fleſhly, nevei 
ſo Worlaly wiſely with his Er#tis feenrt Dis, as tothe 
ftirt Adaw here, or omnia dabo, 11! theſe will ] 
give thee, as to the ſecond Adam : For if we be 
not thus cautelous, we ſha'l incur his high diſplea- 
ſure ; that God that made, and ftill ſearches the 
hearr, abhors it from his heart, if che devil be 
lodged there; for through the narrow ftraiteneſs of 
of oneear, theſe two, Chriſt and Satan will never 
agree topaſs ; and if Saran poſſeſs it wholly, Alas ! 
Adam then, Where art thou ? 

10. That's our fourth and [ft particulat in this 
peruſal of the literal ſenſe, the matter of the Sum- 


mons, V6: tn ? #' here art thou? Was God igno-, 
rant 
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'rant of his abode ? No, but deſirous to bring man 
to confeſſion, and ſo rodraw the corruption of hi 
heart through his mouth. Confeflion of ſin a prime 
and noble part of our divine ſervice, but hoy 
extremely negleRed | 4y ſon, give Glory to Gerd 
{ faith Foſonabto Achan, ) How? by confeſſicn: 
Beloved in our Lord and Savionr (hriſt Jeſus , Give 
Glory to Ged in the congregation of jour felloW-ſer- 
vaxts; Give Glory to this Lord of all Lords, and 
(bun not, ſcorn not that early, that glorious piece 
of Adoration, and thereby this very day of God 
to call for his confefsion. Obſervr and learn this 
god-like lenity, a ſoft and dilatory proceeding to 
judge thy brother : Do not be bafly chrough 
wrath, for the wrath of was fulfils not the Rig hre- 
ouſneſs of God ,, nor through bitter envy, to which 
all mankind is prone; The ſpirit of man lufteth af- 
ter envy,” and that accurſed poiſonous vulture 
finding no outward glory, wealth or place, ( the 
uſual food it feeds upon, ) will quarrel, rather then 
miſs a prey,upon the very Grace, and meekneſs,and 
innocency of onr bleſſed Saviour himſelf; For Pilate 
knew (ſaith the Goſpel, ) that for envy they bad deli- 
vered bim wnto the Fndgement, Laſtly, Adviſe with 
that Apoftle, who himſelf had been too fierce; 
Brethren, ( ſaith he, ) if any man be fallen ( and any 
man may take a fall, ſince the fall of the firſt Man ; 
ſpecially choſe that are ſet in high and ſlippery 
places, if che Tempter cry 23x: ciauvrr, —— 
every man is not ſo wiſe, as evermore to abhor that 
ſuggeſtion, ) in that caſe of falling by infirm'ty, 
Reſtore ſaich an one , ( ſaich the Apoſtle; ) or f 
g That may not be, yet judge ſucha one in the ſpirit of 
Aetkneſs , 
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Metkneſt; Why ? Behold thy own face in that 
Glaſs, acknowledge thy own frailty, knowing our 
ſelves, ( even the beſt of us, ) left we alſo be 
tempted. Be juſtchen O man ! It is with an Em- 
phaſis T how,O man that juageſt ancther ! But be not 
too juſt , for in cool and calm proceedings man is 
like his God. Shall he delay , and (hall we be roo 
raſh and eager? Is not Gods Word ce be believed ? 
or his example unworchy our imitation ? 

11. TheLord God called unto the fas: where 
our next note is, that ſin makes a ſeparation, ſends 
us like the Prodigal into a ftrange Courtry, far from 
our heavenly Father, Every aR of wickedneſsis a 
departing from God, Non pedibus corporis, 
[ed anims affeftibus , It diſacquaints us firft, and then 
grows and gathers to a dilaffeRtion. If in that 
fate we draw near to God with our eyes and lips, 
ur hearts are far from bim. If we ſpeakto God in 
that ſtate, we do but flatter wich our tongue , and 
deceive him ( if we could ) with our double hearr. 
Alas ! How comes this trangeneſs berwixe God 
2nd our ſouls? It is not long of him , He is immu- 
able. Men that are highly exalted, make cheir own 
alerationscauſes of ftrangneſsto others; and that 
pride is worthily plagued oftentimes among all 
Tribes, even our own, in the evidence and eyes of 
men. Bur God that is very high exalced, he char 
is higher then rhe higheſt, chac firs upon 80 Arch 
and T krone ereRed over all their heads, and wears 
aCrownof immortality and Glory immarceſcible, 
the great Biſhop of all our ſouls,the only Potentate 
comes after us, and cals and cries to ſeck and to 


ſave us wandring ſheep , the moſt dangerons ſtrag- 
| U lers 
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ters that would loſe our ſelves in endleſs Laby- 
rinths, and never ſeek the Shepherd. 

12, Lalt of all, There isan Emphaſis in Th:#, 
Ubi iu? No man loves to be the ſecond perſon, 
no man loves to be ſpoken to; not thus to be que- 
ſiioned. This opens the bead-ſpring of all hamane 
miſery, Lord,irit 1 ? Reviling one another, Tuſh, 
thars nothing, robbing, ſpoiling, grinding one ano- 
ther in pieces. Let the queſtion be pur as it is here , 
}here art thou? you know what was antwered , 
Lord is it 1? andtothis very hour among 3ll the 
variety of Sets and Diviſions ( as mzny as there 
be, ) all deme the fault, every one ready co ex- 
cuicthemſelves; - Lord is it [? as the very deviliſh 
Traitor himſelf, the child of perdition had learnt 
this leſſon from Adams to hide bis itn, But the 
heathen will teach us to reduce our wandring cen- 
ſoriouſneſs,and to look into our felf-guiltinels, Lue 
mn alto queris intus in vſceribus berent. T how O man 
ſaith the Apoſtle, that condemneſt another, doſt the 
fame thixg: thy [elf or if not the ſelf ſam, as bad, or 
worſe, Thou abhorreft a ſin,it may be ſome fin thou 
doſt not practiſe, ſome fin will not yield thee any 
profit, or no further profit; ſome ſin will do thee 
no pleaſure now. T how abhorreſt 1aols, or thon 
doſt not commit Adultery, but thou commuteſt $acri- 
lege. Is there nota Ubiru for thee ? Will there 
not be a calling ro Judgement one day for that ? 
aud chen where art thou ? And fo againſt 
a'l ig-leaves, againft all pretences, and excuſes , 
heres nothing in chis V6, in this place , bur bare 
and naked 7#. Thou mayeſt condemn the Ser- 


© fents envy, and thy wive; ſolicitation ; thou 
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mayft as well lay thy gluttony unto the Cook, or 
to thy friend inviting thee. God ſingles out his 
Dear, and ſhoots this ungaged arrow deep into 
our ſeveral brefts : but yet ſuch wounds from his 
hand are better then the kiſſes of an enemy. All 
flattering, all falſe inflations of the Serpent will bur 
make us Phariſees, with Lord, I am not like other 
wen. But ſuch a touch of this would take out that 
venom, make us all firike on our proper boſoms, 
and every man avſwer God, Where art then ? with 
Lord, Here Iam | But Lord be mercifull co me a 

ſinner ; and ſo Lord be rhercifull to us all miſerable 

finners- Be mercifull O Lord to us, not» for ours, 

but for his ſake who war made ſin for ur, the ſecond 

Adams that bore all our fins in his body on the Tree, 

even Feſns Chriſt the Righteons , to whom, &c. 
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Gen 3.9. 
The Lord God called unto the man; and ſaid, 
Adam, where art thou ? 


KA,H1S is now the third Entrance 

on this.Entrance of Gods Judpe- 
ment upon man after his Lapſe, 
which is the firft of all the three 
pieces of Divinity, And this 
Third, this our new conſiderati- 
on of this Judgement, and Gods 


'.*zthod in proceeding, may open by his aſliftance 
:other door of utterance ; and ſo we may make 
:10cher and another Method of proceeding with 
e ::: 5, or any other Text of Scripture. For as there 
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is little reaſon for that Painter who uſes to inſcribe 
his pieces, to bind all other Work-men to his de- 
vice: So though it is impoſſible for any mandividing 
the Truth aright, and ſpeaking our of the pure 
Word of God things conſentaneous thercunto for 
inftruction of Gods people,to avoid Doctrine , or 
for any but prraceleſs Hearers not to ſuffer the 
Word of Exhortation, of Reproof, of Conſa= 
lation, to have a gracious uſe in their heartsand 
hands ; ( for Religion ſhould be hearted firſt, and 
banded after, ) in their Underſtanding firft, and 
then in their Life and Converſation : Yet 
never found in the Sermons of the Lord Jeſus him- 
ſelf, nor in thoſe of his Apoſiles, nor in their 
Succeſſors, the P:imitive Fathers of the firft well- 
formed Churches,nor in thoſe of the now deformed 
Church of Rowze,nor in thoſe of the firft Reformed 
Churches, that they confin'd themſelves, much lefs 
bound over all others, on pain of ſin or abſurdity 
to one, and ſuch only form and way of Teaching , 
which beſide the violence offered to mens ſpirits, 
is ( to my Underſtanding, ) a kind of Reftraint 
put upon the free Spirit of that God , Which works 
«lis all, yer deals by a diverſity of pifts, and di- 
$:ibutes in variety of thoſe gifts toevery mans ne- 
ceſtity and Capacity. So that inthis for the Divine, 
tharrule of the Moraliſt will hold, Nallsns additnr, 
Cc. tied to none, nor ever to a mans own Methode; 
witneſs this attempt of mine in this farther proceſs 
upon this very Text, as it includes a Judgement, 
5nd the Method of that Judgement. Theſe are 
10w our two, and a!l our parts. 

. For the firft, When the ſtory hath cold us of 
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Man and Womans Diſobedience, it ſhews us after 
their ſin, their (hame ; for that's the firſt born iſſue 
of fin. Now they ſaw and knew themſelves every 
way, outwardly and inwardly, in bodies and ſouls, 
naked, deſpoil'd and deftiture. They run from 
God, and wonld hide themſelves then both from 
him and themelves. Arguments ever of guilty 
minds fore. cating cruel things; and then enters the 
Text with Judgement , but what is here begun, 
ſpreads as far as v.20, before the ſentence be ended, 
2. Whence the point of Dotrine on eaſie Infe- 
rence may be, that our Judgement ſhall certainly 
overtake and come upon us. Hath the Senate con- 
demred me to die? ( faith he,) Why ſu? Hath 
Nature condemned them to die too ? So hath God 
called me to fir and judge other men z perchance 
thofe other men might beiter fir upon me, and 
peradveriture they ſhall yet ere I die : If that be 
unex3mpled, it is not impoſiible ; but it is impoſsi- 
le toeſcape the Judgement of God , There isa 
Previton of thar, and of the Confl.pration, and 
cf clic Confternatioa which ſhall be then ; all as 
old as the viſions of Dazxiel, chap.g. verſe 9. When 
the / hrones were caſt down , and the «Antient of days 
did fir, —— A fiery ſiream iſſued , and came forth 
hefore him; Thouſands of thou/ands miniſtred unto 
bim, and ten thouſand times ten thuſand ſtood befor? 
bim , the fudgement Was ſer, and the Books were 
opened. And another viſion of that, as new and a5 
late as the laſt piece of all Gods Revealed Will to 
men, in Rev. 20,11, 12, 13. verſes, I ſaWva white 
T hrone, ( ſaith St, Fohy,) and Lim tha' [t thereon, 
s from whoſe face the earth and the heaven fied MPs 
75; 
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and there was found no place for them, and I ſav the 
dead, (mall and great ſtand before G od, aud the buoks 
were opened, and another bock was opened, which i: the 
book, of life , an4 the dead vere judged ont of thoſe 
things which Were written in the books , according to 
therr works : and the ſta pave up his dead, and death 
and hell delivered up the deaq Which Were in them ;, 
and they were judged every man according to their 
works, And thele proofs, thele large allegations 
from the old and new Teftament we may uſe inſtead 
of larger reaſons; for if thoſe reaſons ( men 
ſpeak to much of , ) riſe clearly from the fountain 
Truth of Gods eternal Word, they are worthy of 
ſome higher, and nobler names then Reaſons ; bur 
if not raken from clear Sciipture Grounds, or if 
they flow from other principles, then to the clear- 
ing of divine Truth, what reaſons are they ? Two 
things only thea I would gladly print on every ſoul, 
(and from this double viſion which opens and cloſes 
up this Inftruction, ) 7, Pur you firſt in mind 
of St. Pauls Caveat, Rom. 14. 10, where the 
Dodrine is not to judge, 2 2t to ſer at nonght our 
Brother,and this is made the reaſon, pye ſhall all ſtan 
before the fudrement-(eat of Chriſt, and every one of 
« give account of bimſelf ro God, 2. The other 
is St. 7442 Induction, remembring us of Gods 
conſtan: courſe preceding in deſtruction of the 
unbelievers among his own people : in reſerving 
the lapſed Angels to everlafting chains under Gark- 
neſs to the Judgement of the great day ; in $4* 
dom and Gem:rrba ſuffering the vengeance of tem- 
poral and eternal fire; and concludes with the 
Erophecy es o!d as Enzct, the ferenth from, Adam, 
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( our exampe here, which ſo early gave the 
world warning and witneſs of this Lords coming to 
execute Judgement upon all, and to convince all 
that are ungodly of all their ungodly deeds, and of 
all their 04-»p0Y,, their rouph and hard ſpeeches 
which ungodly ſinners have ſpoken againft him : So 
tliat as David in the 19. Pſalm confounds the 
Atheiſt: denying the Glory of God by a declarati- 
on ot the Heavens, and confirmed by the firma- 
ment under Gods owa hand, and utrers it by the 
ſpeech and voice of day and night ; all which ſpeak 
all languages,and as the bleſſed Apoſtle applies that 
to the preaching of the Goſpel, Rom. 10. The ſound 
Whereof went into all the earth, and to the end: of 
the worl4 ; and then asks the queſtion, Did not Iſrael 
know ? ſo I may apply all thoſe paſſages in Scrip- 
eure concerning Gods coming in flaming fire to 
rende Vengeaxce,to all that are,or mean tobe of the 
Iſrael of God, Have we not known that which 
was tore-known fo many ages fhnce in the famous 
conteffion of the Heathen, —— Afﬀore Tempur , 
uo mere, qua tellus = aracat ? (0 abundantly 
teftimonied by the Prophets, by our Saviour and 
the Apoſtles, That as the flood of water was 
to rince the o/d world, lo all the corruptions of the 
New, ſhill again be purged in ſtreams of purifying 
fire, 2 Theſſ.3. 2 Pet.ult. and that none of all 
the corrupt maſs of mankind ſhall avoid thattryal. 
Is there not (air warning, a fair Intimation here for 
ali che branches by Gods ſtriking at the root, and 
by his Inquiſition made againft the firſt Offender 
that ever was? The Lord Gol called unto the man, 
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3. And here we might infer that uſefull part 
of Sermons in uſes, of which the chief are fil! 
but two ; reducible they are all to two heads, 7 imoy 
& Amor ; I, Fear, Come then and 1 will teach 
you the fear of the Lord : Come, and by this com- 
ing of the Lord, learn, and by this calling on the 
firft , Letusall at laſtlearn to call one upon ano- 
ther, bur moſt of all upon our own ſouls, to ſtand 
in aw of this Judge of all the world : as for man, 
we underftand his Power is lined and chalke out, 
and we know what is his #/tima linea. Bur there is 
a line yer more ultimate, that reaches down to the 
infernal pir, and to the ſecond death. Fear hin; 
that i1 able to caſt both body and ſoul into fire un- 
quenchable , Before whoſe Judgement-ſeat no 
Proxie-is admitted , from whoſe juſt Doom, no 
Bribe, no Lords Letter, no Kings interceſſion can 
deliver us. 2. And then Amory too not to be 
forgotten for all this ; For, for all this executing of 
Judgement , for all this ereRing a Judgement-ſeat 
in Paradiſe againſt che firſt ſinners there; yet even 
there and then was laid the foundation of a Mer- 
cy-ſeat in Chriſt, The womans ſeed was promiſed 
then, which was ſentin fulneſs of timero deliver us 
from that wraih cocome. And therefore can there 
be a greater Impulſive or Incentive to man to love 
the Lord ? No, ſaith the Apoſtle , He that conſc- 
ders this, and loves not the Lord feſus Chriſt , let 
bim be Anathema Maraxatha, accurſed till that 
coming of the Lord in a ſecen1 Fudgement, 

4. Thus far our firſt part, The Fudgement, witli 
the DoArine, and the uſes npon that, to thew , 
that as I will not be bound to follow , ſo will I never 
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abhor even that eaſie Methode of making Sermons. 
Our ſecond and laft part of the Text im this laſt di- 
viding of it, which is the /ethdde of this Fudgement, 
which we ſhall look upon by your patience in a dou- 
ble reſpe&t ; one tothe delinquent Adam, and ano- 
ther to God the Judge. 

5. Firft for the man, He is here brought firft 
into queſtion, God calls firſt ro him, and not tothe 
Serpent, or tothe woman. And in ſuch occaſio. 
nal obſervations as this, that clearing and liphe 
which the ſoul receives in apt ſolutions, when ſhe 
doubts, or is in darkneſs, may moſt properly be cal- 
led the rendring of a reaſon, It isnotrequiſie, 
it is impoſſible ſometimes ro reaſon upon ſome 
points of manifeſt Dorine, unleſs we mean to 0b- 
ſcure them under a pretence of piving light, as to 
re!l why God is juſt, or why mercifull, The 
Mercy of God in the ficſt a&, is his inclination, in 
the ſecond , it 14 the exhibition of Mercy to us. 
No reaſon of rhe firſt at all, and of the ſecond ro 
reaſon at all but the firſt. But where the thing we 
reach,may fall under queſtion, chere it is a {weer and 
Gcelightfull thing to mans underſtanding to rece.ve 
fatisfaRion ; ſuch atleaft, as if ir do not fill up all 
Scruple inns, may yet in the things of God poſſeis 
our ſouls with a moderate & reverend acquieſcence, 
As in this caſe of Adams, thereaſon isafforded, 
why he comes rſt to the bar. Firſt the Serp:nt was 
now incorrigible , and had no ſhare in this gracious 
Call, which was a4 Ceorrettionem, non a1 ruiram. 
And then in compare with the woman, he was the 
ggeater ſinner , firſt as a man, and then as her 


Husband, In uſe,it is nor fex, nor perſon, buc ſin,the 
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Lowdne:; 
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Lowdneſs of that which calls and cries for this cal” 
ling to Judgement. And even here, the laſt in of- 
fending may be as bad as the firſt,or worſe, Zacobs 
other ſons inexcuſable , becauſe they came after- 
wards, and on more advantage to the ſlaughter of 
the Seckemites, Greatneſs then or Superiority is 
no bar to this Inqueſt ; Feroboam is branded for 
making Iſrael to fin ; ſo Adam for pertaking wilful- 
lyin the fin of Eve. If Divid fin with Batbveba, 
the Prophet of God is feiitto him with a ſpecial 
Writ ; andi: not miſtaken; it was no falſe arreſt ; 
Thon art the man. Nay , our perſons and high 
places are motives co Judgemencs, which like raias, 
fall moſt on hills and emirfent places. 

6, Secondly , ReſpeRing the other party who is 
offended; God is Judge himſelf , ſo is heever in 
all as of true Judgement, though done by Dele- 
gates; but here is an at immediate, The LordGod in 
his ov perſon. It is not ever ſo; for obſerve, that as 
God here in the firſt foundation of mankind judges 
the firft Monarch , ſo in chat firft foundation of his 
people under Kings, he judces Sax! for inobedt- 
ence like another 44am; and Davidioo for mur. 
der like another Cain, The remarkable difference 
of che proceſs is : Here he doth it by himſelf; To 
Adam he comes calling, Vbs es ? and to Caing 
Gen. 4 9. V6: eff 4be!> Bur to the two Kings 
he ſends txo of his Minifters,two of his Prophets, 
Samuel and Nathan, Waohy this different addre(- 
fing of the Judgement ? Was it the foulneſs of the 
offence ? Saul firſt ſeems a proſler diſobedience 
then «Adams : Repardleſs of Gods expreſs pro- 
hibicion, he reſerves Agag, and the fatteft and _ 
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of the ſpoils; as Adam took the fruit forbidden, 
and then iterates his offence in offering Sacrifice , 
intruding on the ſacred fun&ion, which never King 
coul4 violate without exemplary puniſhment : As 
Zercbram and Vzziah Rtand for proofs in Chronicles; 
and then Davids fin ſeems fouler then Cain; Adul- 
terating Uriahs wife, making him drunk, and then 
contriving ſo to murder him, though it drew on the 
fNavghter of many of his own Souldiers, and Gods 
ſervants, and occaſioned the enemy, the uncircum- 
ciſed enemy to triumph intheir bloods. A fin doubt- 
leſs moſt horrible; and as the School-men thwack 
and throng into Adam lin, almoſt all kind of wick- 
edneſles, as Pride, Gluttony, &c. fo isthis of 
Davids a Rapſody and Fardel horribly compli- 
cated and enwrapped with other fins, And the 
wonderis enlarged in the greatneſs of theſe royal 
perſons, to whom God could bave addreſt Angels, 
as he might iu Adams cauſe, tor he had choſe wing- 
ed Purſivants even then; as we read he did by a 
deftructive execution of the eAſſpriavs in many 
thouſands by one Angel, 2 Reg.19 35." And as he 
did even to David; puniſhing his other ſin of Pride 
by the ſword of a deſtroying Angel in 2 Sam. 24. 

7. For Reſolution of this we learn firſt from 
ſome Interpreters, that this was done with this dif- 
ſerence, becauſe there thoſe Kings offences were 
ranifeft. and had witneſſes enough ; Theſe Delin- 
qaents (inning the fruit, think to eſcape under the 
leaves, as if God could miſtake them for trees. To 
reachRulers in ſuch caſes that Rule of 7eb,in ſearch- 
1ag out the matter Ciligently : When Herod feared 
the ruine of his Kingdom by an Hebrew Infant, he 
. | | enquire 
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enquired diligently of the z#5ſe mes ali that could 
inform him for prevention, So all wiſe ard juſt 
Judges both Soveraign and Dependant ought to 
be curious, and nottocaſt to non-regardance the 
ſearch and tryal of groſs Offenders. For as on the 
one fide no ſuch acceptable ſacrifice to God, and 
Angels, and good men, as the blood af a bloody 
Murderer, or ſuch like Monfter ; No ſuch golden 
world as where great and prievous finners are 
ſhel'd and diſheltered from out their trees and fig- 
leaves,all preſumptions in wealth or power:Soon the 
other ſide, The Lord beholds all Iniquity & wrong» 
ful dealing, when by clear evidence of naked Truth, 
as inthe example here, men are carcleſs in judging 
or puniſhing their brethren. For if to accuſe be 
enough,you know who ſaid,none could be innocent. 

8. Which ſad and ſerious [ndagation of the 
Truth, and Execution of Judgement and Juftice in 
inferior Courts wculd be a bleſſed ſight; where 
roo commonly men crie thatthe Rod of coertion 
is turned into a devouring Serpent, or made an ar- 
ole-rod to fiſh for ſilver in the deep purſe of a mud. 
dy ſinner, where the gallant guilt-head or foul 
Porcpiſce, and all above his ſize ſhall eaſily break 
the line,or be let go ; but the poor Pilcher is fetch 
up wicha vengeance, though his greateſt faulc 
( perchance ) be but Fame Jargext, But thele 
are things like his e£r«/pices, ever complained of , 
and evermore retained, and I do but only call 
upon them'in my paſſage, being upon a point of 
Judgement here, which is executed immediately by 
the Almighty bimſclf, to teach all ]udges and Ra- 
lers (ſome think, ) ac lealt in ſome crimes 2 perſo-s 
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nal InſpeRion. Solower to that purpoſe bath a 
ſpeech of Kings ficting in the Throne of Juſtice , 
and chafing away all iniquity with their eyes. And 
as we read of feboſaphat, 2 Chron. 19.8, 1n Fern- 
ſalem be ſet of the Leviter, and of the Prieſts, and 
of the chief fathers of Iſrael ;, For what ? For tht 
7nuadgement of the Lord and for Controverſies : This 
was a Commiſtiion ; Yes, it was fo to Priefts 
and Levites, and chief Fathers of Iſrael. This 
was a ſtanding Court of Juſtice in feruſalew : But 
the King himfelf in perſon at the fourth verſe goes 
through the people from Ber/2eba to mount F- 
phraim , and fers Judpes in all the 
fenced Cities; and there he gives them a charge, 
x Caveat, with an Enim, Take heed 
what Jou do, for you judge not for man, but for God, 
verſe 6. 

9. Again, For Gods referring ſome to his Mini- 
ſters of Juſtice, ard proceeding to immediate judg- 
ing others, another reaſon is given, or another in- 
firuQion is gained, ( which is all ones ) namely 
this, Thatif we can evade or elude humane Tribu- 
nals, yet none ſhould be ſo ſhameleſs as to hope 
avoidance of him who is Swpernus Inſpettor ; that 
holy One in bis Watch-tower above ; which Z#- 
cretiuzs that lookt into the book of nature, markc 
in the noſual break of too great Greatneſs, —— 
Res abdita quedams ;, ſome hidden thing there was, 
ſo he ftiles the divine Peovidence, _——E— which 
did —— Proculcare, ——-— ftill kick down the 
higheſt things, ——— Er fibi Luiibrio bebere , 
- ſeemed to take a pleaſure in ſo doing. 


e Andin the book of Scripture we find what delo- 
lation 
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lation God threatns oft, and oft ſeems deliglited 
to bring upon the high ones of the world , in bring- 
ing them low. So he ſeems to triumph over the 
Amorite, whoſe height was as the Cedars: yetT 
delroyed ( faith he, ) his friut from above, and 
hisroot from beneath. So he doth menance Edom, 
though high-roofted and nefted among the ſtars, yer 
even thence will I fetch chee down, ſaith che Lord, 
er. 49.16. Theſe high ones may eſcape all Power 
on earth, but yef become the quarrie of him that 
is bigher then the higheſt. So the Hern and Vul- 
ture outflying both Falcon and gree-falcon are by 
the Sacre ſeized onin an inftant, which fowl {( as 
the name imports, ) is made by all a Symbol and 
Hieroglyphick of the Deity, which in ſharpeſt 
Judgementscomes horribiy and ſpeedily upon wick- 
ed Governors in high places , which little of this 
Methode in Gods proceeding, may help us much 
againit diftruſt in Gods Providence, or fretting 
our fouls too far againſt the Execution of his 
Juſtice, 

10. Thus far upon theſe words in a review , as 
they deliver us this Tcxttakenin thoſe ewo parts, Of 
Zudgement, and the Methode of that 7 udgement.Now 
we ſhall further make good our former Aſſertion 
that every part of Holy Scripture ſets open to ſe- 
vera! Expoſitors or Preachers, ſeveral doors of 
utterance» Pepleaſed in this lat paſſage over the 
words to recall that which in the firft Sermon I cal- 
led the Myflick ſenſe of Gods queſtion here, that is, 
( for ſol tind it opened, ) Where is thy former 
Happineſs? Towhat a miſerable flate are thou now 


by thy fin reduced ? How hath thy fall _— 
ie 
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the Seal, and defaced thar glorious Image I ere@t- 
ed ih thee? Alas! «Adam Where art thou ? From 
which paſfionate Increpation and Rebuke mixt with 
a gracious Bemoaning of Mans Fall , divers do- 
Qrinal Points might be raiſed, ( as the term is, \) 
if a man ſhould raiſe ( as ſome do, ) ſuch things as 
would ſleepand be quier , or lie for dead, if no 
ſuch Raiſers and Wrefters of a Text would force 
themup. That only I intend, (nd yer will{ crave 
leave alittle to infiſt upon, ) which that queſtion 
ſeems to others of ſound Judgementto imply, and 
is no coated, no violent expreſſion, namely the 
Miſery aud defolation of 4daw, and conſequently 


of all his Race by diſobedience, DO nants 
ae ſpe , but here is more, Duanta 
Ae re decidit ? 


11, Firft then his condition in general , notice 
calls to mind that Gourd of ones, now green and 
flouriſhing, and anon blaſted and eaten down by 
that — Rernm deſtrufrix, that corroding blind 
worm of diſobedience. And as on 7oxas it brought 
the Tempeſt, and the Whale,and confounded all his 
Joyes in the Gourd after ; ſo bere it was the confu- 
on,rhe diſperſion and diffipation of al that beau- 
teous flock of Graces in our firſt Parents doſoms , 
and their excluſion from the pleaſares of the- Ter- 
reftrial, and danger of Deprivation 0. ccleftial 
Paradiſe. 

12. In which conſideration, Let us firſt diſcipher 
as we may the fin, and take then an account ( as 
we are able, ) of the loſs. As for their ſin, we 
find the School-men anxious and perplext ( as in- 
edced alittle ching will crouble them; ) to what

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ſpecies, to what head to refer it, 
13. Diſobedience, Thats the Ocean, er the 
ſiok rather , into which all ſin runs. Though in 
ſpecial diftribution Perjwry is ranke under Sacriledge, 
as Uſurpation under this General of Theft, and fo 
of orher ſins marching under ſeveral Banners ; yer 
all is Diſobedience: and all Diſobedience riſes from 
that curſed root of Covetouſneſs; That is an inor- 
dinate Defire and AﬀeRation of things prohibited 
by the Law of God. And apparently this offeace 
of our Delinquents here iſſued from that wild and 
inſatiat deſire ; Bur yet even that Deſire, that evil 
Covetiſe, ariſes and ſprings from another, and a 
deeper root, and chat is Pride, {niriums omni: pec- 
cati Saperbia, Eccluſ. 10.14. Andthe Devil that 
had tried it ſo himſelf, knew that was the way to 
lifr up mans heart againſt his Maker, by an Infuſion 
and Inflation of becoming like God. Hearkaing 
afcer falſe Riches, and Ambition of ſaliſe know- 
ledge, beggered us all, and left us all in !gnorance 
and Darkneſs, tilla new Light and Day-ſpring from 
on bigh do viſitus, till that p#-e+gis do redgerr diem, 
—riſein our bearts,and reimpleniſh us from his ful- 
neſs, in whom all knowledge, and all the Treaſures 
of Wiſdom are both hidden, and as far as they can 
concern us, are alſo made manifeſt, 

I4. This for the fin, Now ſecondly what the 
loſſes are, New mii ſs centumn © and 
again, — Quit talia fand?? For alas ! Beſides 
thoſe natural Endowments and Abiliaments, Life of 
the body to be perpecuated as the Angels , ard 
that plenary knowledge arguable from mans im- 


poſing pt names 02 all the Creatures, and Gods 
| X fram- 
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framing of man then in perfeRion of all things by 
man acquirable, there wasa ſupernatural influx 
of divine Faith in admirable clearneſs, both of the 
ObjcR and the internal Power , with lucide Nott-« 
ons of the Trinity, and of che chen future Incarna» 
tion too , ( #5 ſoine great Wits have imagined, } 
becanſe the adventurous and 9azling School-men 
daring toflieata!!, and ro prie into the fecret Ca- 
binet of Gods Council, have thoughe and raughc, 
that if man had perſifted in his ſtarton of integri- 
ety, yet God would have dwelt in fuineſs in a body 
of derivative clay, and have been manifeſt in the 
fleſh, both to witneſs his infinite Power therein , 
that being an act of incomprehenſible greatneſs, 
which in 8!! the Fabrique of Heaven and Earth, 
and all their varions forniture to choſe great rooms, 
God had yet wrought no ſuch piece as could de- 
monſtrate it ; and then alſo for the evidencing of 
bis infinite Love unto that Creature 1a,, to whom 


he deſired to deſcend in a nearer Union then was: 


teftified by his firſt infpiration. And even Saint 
Anſtin is of opinion, that God as now to Angels, 
did thenimpart to Man the ſcience of many rh:ngs 
in ſiwwul, que non fimul fiant, in his eleventh book 
De Geneſs ad Literam, cap.13. But above all, was 
the choiceſt Jewel of Original Juſtice, wherein 
reſted the [mage of God ina ſpecial manner , min- 
gled with a manifold linage and a numerous brood 
of excellencies ; all adorning that ſoul which ſar 
enthroned in the radiance thereof without clouds of 
trouble or error in the pure contemplation of her 
Creator; entirely holy yet, and bridled and be- 
® calmed io thoſe we call the Iraſcible and Concupi =

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ble parts. All which was ruined by admitting Sa- 
tans queſtion firſt, which makes them here unable 
to ſulfain themſelves, or endure Gods queltion 
now, and occaſioned all their Q f.ſpring, all th 
ſons of men to vex themſelves with intricate, and 
thorny,and ir ficite queſtions, and drew on mantbat 
deſcription which every one finds true in his own 
trisl, Animal e/L yibreviſſimi & infinite ſolicitudinis. 
15. And now nothing binders, no man czn forbid 
os to call this opening of the cafe ( for ſoisa point 
of Divinity in our Profeſſion, though the fee be not 
ever 8ſter one,) a Doarine, ( if you pleaſe ſo to 
accept it from my mouth,) which in effeR, in the 
matter of this queſtion, and inthe preſent myſlick 
ſenſe it bears, is ſo delivered from the mouth of 
God bimſelf,and dropping ſo as a Dew, as a balmy 
ſhowr and caekftial influence, will,if we open our 
Bofoms, our Hearts, and Underſiandings ,and Af- 
fe&ions to receive and cheriſh ic with care and 
conſcienſcious Devotion, produce many. uſefull 
flowers.

tion; yet in onr ſelves with ſhame and confuſion of 
face and ſpirit muſt pronounce that Wo, that Ve 
wiſer wihi to every one of our ſelves ſingle,and in 
a deep ſenſe of our own perverſneſs and infirmity, 
® 51s before 
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before we can come with comfort to take up that 
following Antheme of our Apoſtle, 7:bazk God 
through Feſus Chriſt our Lord. Let us then labor 
( beloved in our Lord and Saviour, ) to be truly 
bumble in the ſenſe of this owr Orphan,ony relift con» 
dition ; as alſo of the ſpreading venom and walignity 
of original corruption. Nafcimur & morimnr , 
that's bad enouph, come: wp, and is cat doWn like 4 
flower ; bur this is worſe, Naſcimar & inficimur, 
we cannot come up like a flower,which lifts bis pure 
Crown into the air, and riſing through noclean 
earth, is not ſullied, concraRs, retains nothing of 
the fxculency and dufty ſoil. No flower in all the 
garden of mankind, bur Jeſus of Nazareth , but 
only that one Lilly arzong che Thorns, one Roſe of 
Sharen,one flower of 7e([e, that was ever growing in 
God fromall Eternity, had a Proviſo put in for him, 
thatnorin birth , nor life, nor death he ſhould ſce, 
or know, or take any Corruption. Bot upon all 
mankind that is meerly ſo, the infe&ion works, the 
infection of fin, as it is entred here 1a Adam, ſoit 
went over alllike a deluge: in as much as im one, 
all have ſinned, and all riſe tainted with their Fa- 
thers leproſie, which is Þy ſome ſuppoled to be the 
meaning of that ſpeech in St, Peter, 1 Pet.1.18, 
where he tels the Saints, They are redeemed from 
the ara5p:01s mTgoT2e2407%), vain converſation 
received by traditioo,or by craducement from your 
Fathers, and from this Great grand-facher of all 
thoſe Fathers, from which taint nothing can puri- 
fie our ſouls but the precious incorruptible blood of 
Chrift, as of «Lamb without blemiſh, But of this 
the Apoſtle plentifully iu that fifth Chapter co the 
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Romans, By one mans d;ſabedience many were made: 
ſeaners ,, bur expreſly, verſe 12. By one man ſon 
entred, and paſt over all, Theie two conterpla- 
tions are enough to break up the ſpring-head of our 
tears, and with firong cries make us declare and 
deplore our miſery. ut who believes our report, 
or who ſpends his rears upon this ſub;et ? We find 
a prophane Eſaw crying cut with a great and exe- 
credivg bitter cyie fer the loſs of a Hef's in the 
things of this life, ( orn, and Wie, av Lordſyip , 
Ges. 27.34. And fo-l find even David werping and 
crying for a wicked ſen + And the earth is full of 
ſuch howling habitations for earthly grievances, 
Bot who will follow the example of David? ”ſa.51. 
Behold I was ſhapenin iniquity ; the warmth of ney 
Conception in the womb was ſinfull ,O purge we waſh 
we,create in me aclean heart:O God reneW a right ſpi- 
rit in me ; who conſiders rightly rhe curſed 
radical contagion of our nature, which firives even 
after the grafting into Chriſt, and receipt of rhe 
Grace of ſanRification in our ſpirit, and ſtruggles 
for Dominion : That which we ſhould hourly 
watch,ſeft ir prevail over us; that ſhrub and bram- 
ble which would top or dwarf the Cedar of Gods 
Graceinus, and hath force in our membtrs to bring 
forth fruit unto death, Row.7.5, Such forcible entry 
makes this inborn corruption, that like the trong 
man keeping poſſeſſion, or as a Sheriffe that hath 
Poſſe comitatws, and ſeiſes, and outs the owner, and 
barshim from the uſe of his goods : Such rule this 
unruly wickedneſs keeps in our hearts, and fuch a 
ſway it bears , ſo that itisno longer | char doit, but 
en (faith the Apoſtle, ):bat raigns in me, andmakes 
| me 
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me loſe all power, and all good, even Bonus poſſi- 


bilitatis, a loſs irrecoverable, irremediable, andno - 
cure for this wound in nature. They talk of a na- 
tural Balſom in-mans body for all bodily diſeaſes : 
But were it not for a ſpiritual bleeding balm from 
that anointed holy Saviour , were it not for that 
double ſpring of Grace and blood derivable to vs, 
and co be lec in upon us for the reviving and refre- 
ſhing of our fainting ſouls , what would become of 
our ſalvation? And though in that fountain ſeropen 
for fudeb & for Fern/alem, for ſin and for tranſgre- 
ſſion,l may waſh and be cleanſed from this leprofie: 
yet mark how that Goſpel begins, both in the lan- 
guage of the Bartift,and his Mafter afterward, Re- 
pert, —and then the Kingdom of heaven it at hand, 
then the King dow of heaven it within you chat ſwees 
ſorrow of acontrite {inner,that ulefull pulp of thoſe 
rears we fall atche {ighe and feeling of our ftrong 
corruprions,is beſt to make conſerve and preſerve of 
grace in our bearts, which God and his holy Angels 
beholding as it is Vinww eAngelorum, making them 
rejoyce in Heaven, ſo himſelt will renew his Mira- 
cle npon ſuch ſouls, and turn thac water into the 
wine of conſolation. 

Thirdly, After this mournfull le&ure of bemoan- 
iog our lo(s, and deprivation, and depravation na- 
rural, Let me ſpeaka word in ſeaſon againſt that 
ſolemn ſin of Pride. Look co the rock ſrom whence 
thou art hewn , Some boaſt of original deſcendiogs 
from famous Aneeftors, and yer too many ſons are 
born in original debt and diſeaſes of their Parents, 
of whom they are ſo apt to brag. Butit is enough, 


and more for ever to ſtrip all ſrts of men out of - 
| vai 
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vain and mad dreſſings and coverings of therſelyes 
under that miſhapen and monſtrous vice of Arro- 
gance thac here they find. —— 14ad quod dicere 


nolo,—— Quod dici nolunt, & dici potwiſſe, & non po- 
twifſe refelli, That which men cannot endure to 
bear or think upon,we are all loth to turn and look 
upon our Fathers nakedneſs, not out of modeſty.as 
Shem and Fopher , but becauſe in height and pomp, 
and in the vaniry of high-ſoaring imaginations we 
ſtrive to forget both God, and him, and cur ſelves, 
It is therefore that God in this Text comes till, and 
calls after us, and ſhews us both the Receipr and 
the Probataw, two duſts ; brings Adam in bis bard, 
and preſents every man to himſelf, a5 in a gencral 
Glaſs of humane frailtv. And this Ubi rx ? 1s now 
no more a queſtion, but an Indicative and Demon- 
firative, an Adverbial and a Proverbial, a very ra- 
dical Privitive and Affirmative of Egomer with Tu- 
&&, and {Ule, Ipſe, anc brings all co /dem in Adans 
here, and jumbles all the genders of mankind, com- 
mon , and doubrfuli, or epicazre, Sparrows and 
Eag'es, and all ſexes, and profeſſions and degrees 
of mankind, Princes and People; and calls in that 
voice of the Pſalm, © ye ſons of men | How long will 
- love to belie your ſelves? — Ouid ſuperbis? 

by ſo goodly ? O thou carth and aſhes! Mon- 
ſtrons Incongruity to behold ſervants in the ſaddle, 
( ſaith Solomon, ) ard Princes to foot it by z but an 
incomprehenſible uglineſs in the looks of a proud 
man, when we look up to Heaven, and contemplate 
bim that came down from Heayen for us men,came 
down indeed fiript and empty of all his Glory. An 
incarnate, crucified, and humble God ; Will as 
TE ther 
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ther his main Precept , Leary of me ; learn this 
above all thy Learning : Nor his Example, Bebold, 
I have given you an example : Will nothing ſwage 
the ſwelling ofthy proud ſtomack ? Think yet chere 
1s no Grace but for the humble + no ſight of God 
and his Glory but for the meek, Andif thou reſiſt 
that ſpirit of meekneſs which he (hews thee in him- 
ſelf and in his anointed {( who if ever any mortal 
man is exhibted by God himſelf to all bis people as 
a Pattern of Patience and *'Humility ) thou ſhalt 
find a manifold ſenſe in that ſentence already pro- 
nonnced apainſt thee; God reſiſts the prowd, that is, 
juſtles him in, and out of his own way of Pride, 
Renders him inthe very aRs and Elevations, inthe 
hoifting and ſpreading of all his fails and wings, 
baſe, and contemptible, and ridiculous, God per- 
mitcing many proud men by way of puniſhment to 
debauch themſelves with other vices, wbich yet do 
ſpring from thence, Reſiſting tticm inchoie very 
things wherein they pleaſe themſelves, and hope 
co purchaſe Reverence, while by a moſt unſeemiy 
ſuperciliouſneſs, by their baughry eye-lids,ftiff necks, 
loud ſpeeches,oaths, Cloaths, Buildings, they occa« 
ſion the ftorks bill behind their backs ; and expoſe 
themſelves oft-times to open affronts and derifions, 
and ſo area kind of maſculine brool of new Muſes 
tothe ſmal Poets and Wits of the time, and are ma- 
ny cimes juſtly made the ſongs »f drunkards. And 
lafily by approof of that in the Pſsknifts Apboriſm, 
Dornbrleſs every man living in hit beſt Pate is altoge» 
ther vanity, making their moſt Aarely 200 beft Ex 
ſtabliſhe their moſt hopeful ard high-ervcted for- 


tunes, like T#rnxs his perfidxs enſis, or like blowy 
Elals, 
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glaſs, — Cum ſ/plender, frangitur, inthefitetch 
and wreſting broken , in their very acme and ex- 
altation rainous, and as ſmoak,when moſt ſupresm, 
then ro neareft vamſhing, with a Src ty axffe ; which 
is no new experiment : every ape affording ſuch 
Comems and Meteors, exhaled and paſt their 
boands when they have cracke a while and blaz'd, 
fall or ſhoot, or are hurled down to their firft or 

ginal droſsineſs ; ſo becoming like the Hiſtorians 
S$morg-chariots, to the World at firſt a terror, and 
afterwards a Scorn : Men we ſee literally fulfilling 
that concluſive predition , Man. cannot abide 
in honor, which fatal frequent Event is enough 

to make ns imagin? a Favorite to be an unlawfull 

Calling, but that we find exceptions te the cort- 

trary in Gods own book, where we have example 

of his own rich friend eſbravaw, and of Moſes, 
whom he honoured as his familiar z and obs: the 
Favorite of our gracious Saviour. ' And in the 
Chrovicle: of former , and for the Chronicles of 
ſuecceding times , we find, and look upon ſome, 
8 meliore luto, whoſe ardent and ethereal vertne pre* 
ſerves them in the love, and preſervation, and pro- 
re&tion of the Almighty, as ſo many ftreighr and 
noble Palms under a royal Cedar, ftill freſh and 
unblafted, as far from ſelf-wickedneſs as others en- 
vie,which is a rare complexion in felicity. 

There is a fourth uſe or extrsRion to be bad our 
of this, by teaching us all ro turn upon our com- 
mon adverſary , [ mean fin, that thus firſt chrew the 
ball of wild-fre to the ruine of our Fathers houſe, 
and ftate, and race ; this is truly che noble ſcience 
gf defence, and che only bravery of — ; 

cre 
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Here then learn to ſhew mectle, courage, and ſpi- 
rit, and reſolution. Alas | What a wretcbed 
feeble and ſquid valor is it for a man to contend in 
blood with bim that gives bim thentbe lie, when 
he moſt deſervesit? or ſpeaks diſgraceingly of her 
ro him who in his own conſcience knows, he firſt 
and moſt hath made her liable co thar reproach and 
difhonour, and yet this ſame man fo rank a cow- 
ard, as he dare not eater the lifts, nor fiandthe 
Combat, and conflict with this Adverſory / No,no, 
' my brother of the ſword is fouly miſtaken in judging 
of true courage, and mult know that he is the poor 
unworthy , the only baſe and bafled fellow, that 
ſcorns not to be a fellow, that weakly yields to be 
a ſervant, anda Priſoner, and a voluncary ſlave to 
ſin, his mortal enemy , and content to be taken 
captiveof the devilco do his will. 

So in the point of Wiſdom, and true prudential 
policy, ( which we all affeQ, ) doth ir ſhew vilely 
of? May it not ſtand with the temper of a right En+ 
gliſh conſticution, to ſubmit ro Covenants and Ar. 
t-cles with that pernitious foe, who by invaſion 
ſeeks roenthraland trample ov,and bereave us both 
of ftate and liberty > What is ic thenco ftrike an 
ever}afting league with ſin, and ſo wich death and 
bell, ( for ſin is their Agent, their leiger Embaſſz- 
dour, ) and oot rather conſpire to draw up all our 
Auxiliary forces of rectified Reaſon, and moral 
Precepts, but ſpecially confiding in calcftial aids 
of Angels, and Influences of divine Grace and 
Aſsiftance, to root out the body of fin and dexth, 
root and branch; orasitisin Romw,6. with a Sal- 
tem, Thu atleaſt fin may ns longer raign and have 

Dominion.* 
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Dominion. Here every Chriſtian Souldier, marching 
under. the Enſign of the Croſs of Jeſus, 15 to bid 
Dehance, and rorun ade Arm, thoſe eſpecially of 
Preces & Lechryme:The weapons of this War-fare 
are ſpiritual, but yer able through God to beat 
down the ſtrongeſt bolds of Satan; And for this 
cauſe we ſhould be warchfull over ſins advantages, 
of which 1 will make my concluſion, and preſent a 
few, and ſuch asT find here in this ſtory, and in this 
example. 

1. Firft, The ſerpentine natore of fin is diſco- 
vered. And all fins may ſay, Decumenta dana 
qua fimus origine, fromthe devil inthe Serpent 
they draw their property of Infinuation. And yet 
ro ſee, as the ſame Devil prevailed even at Rome, to 
be worſhipt in form of a Serpent, ( you know the 
ſtory of e/£/culapixs, ) and the notice of that roo 
inthe Apocrypha ; The Dragon worſhipt at Baby- 
lon, So Epipbanins reckons up among his Hereticks, 
thoſe that worſhipt that very Serpent in Paradiſe, 
asthe Author forſooth of Science. But as we muft 
all be cautelous of any ſuch ſerpentine perſwaſions 
in the caſe of any fin : and asall great ones are to 
eſchew the danger of Flatterers, the worft of all 
came beaſts : ſo a Caveat here will not be unſeaſon- 
able againſt the Romiſh Synagogue of a ſerpen- 
tine brood, Stillant in are vexennm, creep 
into houſes, and ſeduce filly women, Apainſt fuch 
Serpents, bleſs God for 1bi4es, Birds that can de- 
firoy that crawling generation by confounding Ar- 
guments from the Truth of God , And learn even 
fur that very cauſe, to think well of ſuch artleaft as 


oCither inthe former Ape of Reformation, or in this 
preſent 
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preſent time,from Cathedral Prelacy, or other rule 
have flood up ( next under God, and a gracious 
Soveraign, ) the Pen-champions and Defenders of 
the Faith, as well agaioft chat brood, as the other 
dangerous extream of SeQaries, 

2, A ſecond obſervation is the advantage gained 
by che Tempterin that way (as we ſhould think ) 
of diſadvantage in the barſh unpleſant hifling of 
the- Serpent. We wonder at the She-wolves affe &- 
ing the moſt ill favoured Male, and bleſs our ſelyes 
to think, (as well we may, )that Witches ſhould in* 
dent in blood, ard endure thoſe horrid approaches 
which thrill our ſouls to imagine; And yet we take 
no notice,that in every groſs ſin we are as groſs and 
foul as they : For inftance, Do but weigh the mad- 
neſs of whoredom, -— He follows ber as an Ox 
to the ſlaughter, and as a fool to the ſtocks for cor. 
region; As a Bird haſtesto the ſnare”, till a dare 
firike through his liver, the ſeat of bis luſt, _—— 
Is not this man bewitcht, drawn by the devil down 
to hell ? ſo ſaith Solomon, Her feet go down to death, 
and her ſteps take hold on hell : And that the biſs of 
fuch a Serpent ſhould be acceptable muſick , isit 
not as ſtrange as Eve: tentation here ? Doth not the 
Wiſdom of God lead men to find this true in voſull 
trial, confeſſed ſo, Prov.y. 12. He wonders how he 
was ſo bewitcht, How bave I hated Inſtruftion ? 
and then mourning bewails the ſhame and lafting 
brand of Infamy upon that fin. I was almoſt 
brought , into what? into all evil: And where? 
In the midſt of the Congregation, in the face 
of the world. But above all, is that of the A- 
poſtle, which makes it more horrible chen 
Witchcrafr, or cheir Converſe with foul ſpirits ; - 
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be cels us, it is in myſtick ſenſe an Abaſing, a cor- 
rupting of the fleſh and bones of Chrift; Shall 7 
take the members of Chriſt ,ani make them the menr 
bers of an Harlot? Is got he or ſhe worſe then a De- 
vil, would draw me to do that ? 

Thirdly, Sins advantage was on the womans eca- 
fineſs to ſleight Gods prohibition, where Satans 
deadlieft dart ({ as ever ſince we find it, ) was 
thrown upon the fear of God, which being in all 
£00d ſouls the beginning of all Wiſdom, he chere- 
tore ſtrives to rob us of that Jewel, firit co put out 
that eye, and then Po/ypremw-like we rome abour 
in Darkneſs and Diftemper. Letthe fear of the 
Lord then be the Levite in every private family, in 
every boſom, not to be parted from it all the dayes 
of our lives, Believe che ord, and love not to trie 
concluſions. The ambitious man knows by a thou- 
ſand Trials in others, how hard his condition is up- 
on the wheel, how uoſafe to carry, and how diffi- 
cult to diſlodge from his mountain: ſituation ; and 
yet this Pill is ſwallowed ; This ſhire of che ſoul 
muſt not off, till skin and all gowithit, So every 
lying Gehsz5, every corrupt. and bribing Courtier 
kaows how uncurable a plague will purſue him,and 
yet ventures for two talents , and two change of 
Rayment. So to the Sacrilegious, may we not ſay, 
as the Prophet of Oppreſſion, Do not theſe Op Ireſo 
ſors that ſuck the bloodof Orphant, and rifle wid !ows 
bouler,and they that like Bels Priſts, eate up the houſe 
of God aud all his proviſion,and yit jeaſt it away with 
the Apothegme of the Wiſe Silver-ſmith, Sirs, you 
know that by this Cratt we have our livings , our 
livings indeed, of which, ſome one man maybe: guali- 


fied, and diſpenced wich all in bis own ſafe coaſci- 
ence 
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ence to hold twenty . marry they are impropriati- 
ons, Or rather Sequeſtrations : And do not all theſe 
ſeveral Oppreſſors know the ſentence of God gone 
out againſt them ? Do not they againſt their own 
conſcience with-hold the truth of God in unrighte- 
ouſneſs ? and yet they would have us ſay notbing, 
as if we were bound to this immodeft forbearance 
of pronouncing and denounciuvg Gods Judgements, 
But the Word of God is net bound, ſaith our Apoftle : 
Solet meapplyin a word ro the Blaſphemer, and 
the falſe Swearer; He hears indeed a rumor from a 
Prophet , agreat while ago, in another Country 
far of, of a roul of plagues flying inthe air, and 
entering into the Swearers bouſe, and deftroying 
foundations ; but he rowls in wealth and eaſe, and 
believes it not. And theſe ſtartlers at oaths, whoſe 
tomacks are ſo queaſie, he bath marke it, ( becan 
tell you,) that commonly they die Beggars. 

I have but one advantage more of fin, in one 
word more to note unco you, of which we yet may 
make our beft advantspe; it is not in,but will fairly 
comply with the Text : It is Deſpair, which many 
times the Tempter begers upon preſumption , He 
makes them fir preſumptuous, and then deſperate 
ſinners. Art firſt itis, Re/ojce O young man, What 
need thou fear? ar laſt, there is no repenting now, 
per ſcelera ; The fſafeft way is to go throngh, But 
then againſt this charm, remember thon the voice 
of thy Creator, «4s 1 live ; and the voice of thy 
Redeemer, A: 1 was content to die, [ would not ' ove 
the death of a ſinner, Think of that ſecond 44-2», 
the Reftorer of all our loſſes ; and inthe !oweſt of 
thy declinationto a deſperate ſadne/s, uſe this queſtie 
on here, HFhere a5 thou "4h. art thay ſo heat} 
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O my ſonl, ſo diſquiet Within me ? Put thy truſt in 
God, I know in whom I believe, chere is allI can 
hope for, wiſh for, above all that 1 am able to ask 
or think. His blood ſhall waſh away all my ſins , 
though ſcarlet bloody fins ; His Robe is pure, and 
large, and odorons , I will put it on, I will put bim 
on, and then my ſoul, Fheye art thow ? to what an 
height of bravery, to what illuſtrious Enobling, to 
whac a Royalty, to what a Crown and Dignity, art 
thou advanet/and if our riſing thoughts ſhall mount 
from hence, and take their flight into the preſence, 
and before the Throne of Grace and Glory there, 
how mighe this conſolation be up-heaped, and yer 
run over, and exceed all bumane apprebenſion | to 
which Glory, let us therefore pray him to bring us, 
that bath ſo dearly purchafed the ſame for- us, even 
Jeſus Chrift ehe Righteous,to whom, &c. $S,D.G.

F of twoevils, we ruſt make choice of one, 

( as ſome men ſay in this caſe of Duels is neceſ- 
ſary, ). the faſhion of ſingle Combars praiſed by 
our Anceſtors will eaſily appear more tolerable 
then that in uſe at this day, For by the former was 
diſcovered a kind of proof in things embiguous, 
and in them the Princes Pleaſure,or bis lawfull De- 
. _—_— was requiſite, who firſt of 8ll took notice, 
Whether the cauſe deſerved ro gut two perſors of 


; honoc

honor or quality in danger of life, who might bet- 
ter ſerve che publique under their Sover2ign, or be 
uſeſull incheir- proper families. If after mature de- 
liberation, they jadged che matter muft come to 
that trial and iſſue, it was with very great caution, 
and manifold Ceremonies, to teftifie how carefull 
men were ia that age of mens lives. There ws 
Order taken for the equaling of the Combatants, 
to ſee that no advantage was givenin arms,or in 
the ſtrength or farnicure of their horſes, or other- 
wiſe: They were both depoſed concerning wrong 
accuſation of each other, and that they came both 
freely for a good and juſt quarrel, and only for the 
maintenance of their honor. The point and ſub» 
fiance of which honor in thoſe days, was placed in 
the worſhip of God Almighty, allegiance tothe 
Kingzand ſervice to thoſe Lords, of whom they had 
dependencies ; and in loyalty and truth cowards all 
men,courteous, peaceable, and modeft amon 
friends; feirce, valiant, and full of courage again 
their enemy in war. And if upon this point of ho- 
nor, upon knowledge that any man had beea falſly 
accuſed, offended, or out-raged in word or deed, by 
advantage either of cime, place, company, incgqua- 
lity of Weapons, or Arms unlawfull,or unuſual, or 
otherwiſe had juſt cauſe to complain, there was rea- 
dy means for Redreſs of the injury, as the caſe re- 
quired ; Order taken according to Law, or miljta- 
ry cuſtom, which would not admit any Dael, ſaving 
only when there was no other Remedy ; much lets 
would they ſuffer any Gentleman of honor to pur 
himſelf npon an uncertain proof of arms with any 
one convie of raſh or manifeſt calumny. And thes 
the faſhion was, that be that was varquiſht, was 
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eftcemed culpable,and counted thenceforth a Lyar, 
and Slanderer;and if he had bis life, yet he was ever 
punifhc with ſome diſgrace or degradation. 

Beſides, For che moſt parr,the Combate was con- 
tinued or ended ar the diſcretion of the Prince, or 
his Subſlicutes, which alſo did moſt commonly part 
the Duellifts, and not ſuffer them to proceed to the 
utrerance , but pronounced them both good and 
approve Cavalicrs upon the place,which was a to= 
ken of their prudent affeRion to preſerve noble ſpi + 
rics for betcer uſes. Bur if any were found of ſo 
proud & coutumacious ſtomack, as having no pow- 
er to procure leave to fight, whether in place near 
adjacentor further remote wherethey could obtain 
room and liberty to combate, chey mighr never af- 
zer return unto their native home again, but were 
eſteemed as Matinous, in the condition of Felons 
and Traitorsto their Prince, unleſs they obtained 
Letters Parent of aboliſhing their crime. 

Bat amongſt us all this is out of uſe; and the 
Procedure of our modern Duelliſts far different. 
For if it chance that ſome light or ignorant young 
tellow,do now give affront or offence unto another 
w:thou: cauſe,the point of Honor forfooth obliges 
the Offcndor to make good his inſolent deed; and 
ke muſt neither confeſs nor frame any excuſe of 
b:s faulc, for that is held a ſign of vanity-and cow- 
ardiſe, And better it is to appear rzſh and proud, 
then abaſe himſelfro a modeſty, which among men 
of the iword is counted Puſillanimity. Another 
reſcnting too deep what is but ſpoken by his friend 
in jeaft, or freedom of language, which contains no 
pe2l injury at all,will yet be ſo tranſported, that no 
repair or ſatisfaGion ſhail ſerve; and why?becavſe 
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he ſtands upon the PanRilioes of Reputation. And 2 
Gentleman muſt rather preſerve himſelf thus dil- 
dainfully and incompacibly, then uſe any ſuch facili- 
ty or weakrneſsas ſhall derogate from true Chivalrie. 
Nor can any former conver{ation, or Amity reſtrain 
his fury, bur fight he will, If ie ſo happens that the 
Prince or any grand Magittrate will incermedie, or 
enguire after their quarrel, © then theſe Gallants are 
more fearſull of ſuch Judgement then of Thunder : 
They avoid it by all means, and you muſt run after 
them,and they will fight in private ; whether the rea» 
ſon be, that they are aſhamed to diſcover the ground 
of cheir debate, which is oftentimes ſo feeble and im- 
perrinent, that themſelves know not how to ſpeak of 
it withour bluſhing ; or whether the head-long and 
unquenchable deſire of ſhedding mans blood have 
prepoſleſſed them with an eager appetite of revenge, 
mingled with extream haughtineſs and folly. Better 
itis ( ſaythey, ) co ſhew themſelves indocible and 
rebellious, then to ſubmit ro ſuch a Diſcipline ; for 
then every man would taunt them for want of cou- 
rage, and that their cowardize conftrained them to 
ſhun the field : Hence they grow upon the point of 
honor, to conclude chat it belongs to no Prince by 
Juſtice co limit their appointments. And that a Gen- 
tleman is to acknowledge no other Equity or Law , 
but whatthe contiaued cuſtom of Gallants hath in. 
rroduced, which gives them authority to do any thing 
and fuffer nothing ; and by the ſword ro maintain 
chemſelves in that priviledge moſt unjuſtly and falſly 
uſurpt,which the manners of the age have ſet before 
them. 
So that men in this age muſt pretend neither fear 
of God, nor King, nor royal Edics to the conrely ; 
Qt 
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but upon the chalienge readily preſent themſelves 
inthe field, or elfe refuſing be reputed for baſe Poul- 
troons faln from all franchiſe and nobleneſs of mind, 
and from thence ever to be expoſed to all outrages of 
the Challenger at his will and pleafure. For the point 
of honor teaches a man to chufe rather the appellati- 
on of an Aſſaſine,then to enter the combate with any 
ſuch as are bafled,andhave refuſed ta anſwer a Chal. 
lengc.And when theſe men meet upon the encounter 
of a (cli ch0{cn Duel, though but in their (birts, yet 
muft they ruo deſperately & brutiſhly upon one ano- 
thers ſwords, rather then turn aſide from a chruſt that 
p*eients ir ſelf,or to rebate, & put it by with any care 
of ones own ſafety,and die ratber then ſhewthe leaft 
geſture or countenance of fearing death : ſo that the 
wonder is,how this kind of Bravoes, ( which ſeem 
born into- the world for butcheries and maflacres ; 
& either co kill or to be killed, )can yet when they go 
ro the wars,think itno abaſement co cover themſelves 
with rong armor , after the example of the antient 
Warriors, But yer behold a more refined and quin- 
teſſential point of Honor ; for it is permitted to our 
Duellifts, ro invice a ſecond and a third, if ſo they 
pleaſe, which are all engaged and obliged to fight it 
out to the laft againſt an equal number choſen on the 
other part,and fo to kill. thoſe with whom they never 
had querrel or debate ; but on the contrary are their 
own intimate friends, as it is often ſeen. This is ſor» 
ſooth the law of Duel , :nd you muſt cbuſe rather 
(faith the point of. Honor, ) co murder a dear friend, 
then refuſe the requeſt of a Cavalier that doth you 
the ſpecial favourand honor of being bis Second in 
a quarrel, be it right or wrong, This is counted a kind 
Of lawfull and honourable murder; and ehen you are 
to 
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$0 account-it upon the advantage more noble to kili 
your oppoſite ontrighr,then to give bim his life, when 
he is at your mercy, noleſs peradventure he be fo 
baſe to beg it. Sothere is a double harveſt of Re. 
nown to be reaped from Duels, that is , eitherta 
murder a man, or elſe be able to vaunt that you gave 
him his life. If the Vanquiſber come off wounded,and 
dieſhortly after ic, yer he comforts himſelf in point 
of honor ſtil! that he bath done himſelf reaſon with 
his own ſword, and that his Adverſary is dead before 
bim. But for any remedy of their ſouls heaIth,theycon 
ceive they bave ſufficiently provided,” if going to the 
combare with hears full of rancorous hate and mor- 
cal deſpight ro their neighbour, poſſeſt with aſpirir of 
vengeance, mixt with a yain opinion of cheir own ex- 
cellency, dignity and valour, they throw themſelves 
upon their knees in ſome Charch or Chappel, and 
pray to God with all their hearts, that he will be 
pleaſed to give them the Grace to kill their enemie , 
or conſtrain him to confeſs he bolds his life from 
them : And if perchance they meet a Church-may by 
the way that hach any ſenſe or conſcience, and will 
eake the pains by ſome ſacred Remonftrances to di- 
vert one of eheſe fellows from their miſchievous In- 
tent, he will anſwer him with a T#/», and tell bim, 
Sir,you underftand nothing of the point of honor, 
or elſe depart in choler, or make a mock of his good 
counſel. Bart alas ! theſe men muſt needs be far from 
all that's ſacred, when we ſee they never conſult ſo 
much as with any man of diſcretion that knows what 
belongs to true honor and nobleneſs indeed. But 
they take all their InſtraRions in this falfe point of 
bonor from the ſuggeſtions of mans enemy the devil, 
who being a Mnrderer from the beginning, delight s 

evermore

evirmore in blood- ſped and deſtruflion.By his Infligati- 
on and leading on we ſee them go ina gay Gallantry 
& \ravery to let out their unhappy ſouls, being men 
for the moſt part that bave ever lived withoutGod.or 
King,or Law,or Charity,and ftrangers to all bumane 
and civil ſociety, placing all verine inchat maſtiff kind 
of valiant going 0a , which lewdly they miſcal 
{onrage, which is a ching common to them with fal- 
vage beaſts , and which yet they uſe on all occaſions, 

If ever there was any Barbariſm cqual co this ſince 
the foundation of che world, let thoſe jadge that have 
but any ſpark of a rational ſoul within them ; or is 
there any thing amongſt bumane aQtions or devices 
more repugnant to the Law of God, more abſurd in 
nature, more dammageable co the Policies and Go- 
vernments of Common-wealchs, more derogatory to 
Princes and Magiftrates, and in ſome mare criminal, 
in relation to divine and bumane Majeſty, then theſe 
modern Duels / and chough ſome have been allowed 
in ſome caſes by former toleracions, yet out of all 
queſtion, if we take them in the beſt Form thar was 
ever practiſed, ( unleſs againft anopen enemy pro- 
voking and challenging inthe open face of an Ar- 
my,) ( asthecaſe of David again Goliah, ) and 
they are buc the inventions of nations cruel and bar- 
barous,that never knew true Juſtice or Policy, much 
leſs Piety, leaſt of all Chriftianity. 

T bus far I gathered from that Spaniſh Hiſtory. 

, Hearnow a late Divine of our own, how roundly 
he damns this diſorder,(D.D, )lt is an hard war(faich 
he) that againſt fin , and which preſſes us all our life 
ſong, and in it are no Emerics, no diſcharge in that 
War-fare, and yet we fight inbumane Duels, V6s 
94 rimnr homicide. Bernard, and he that is _ 
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dred, dies a murderer too, becauſe he would have 
been one, where Occiſor /ethalitey precat, & occiſus 
&ternaliter perit, He that comes alive out of che field, 
comes a dead man, becauſe he comes a deadly ſinner, 
and the dead man go to eternal death, 

Sir Walter RaWwliegh tells of Combats recorded in 
Scripture and Hiftory of Davidand Geliab,and ſome 
of David: Worthies againſt Chalengers, twelve of 
7uda againft twelve Benjamites ; among the Remaxs 
rhoſe of the three Hor atii againſt the three Alban 
Curiatis , Mr. Torquatus, and Fal Corvinas againſt 
two Gauzls ; and with us, Edmund Ironfcde againkt Ca- 
»utws the Dare for the Kingdom. In Edwardthe 
thirds ctime, thirty E-gli/o againſt thirty Britaes, 
whereof Calverly and XK ols were two. In Richard the 
ſecondstime,a Combat appointed twixt Hertford and 
Mowbray, one fought by Anſley & Cotrington on ac» 
cuſation of Treaſon, wherein Anſley was victorious. 
Inaccaſation for Treaſon, or according to the Laws 
of Normandy tor murder, rape or burning of places, 
the party overcome was to ſuffer death; bur for trial 
of Right it was not ſo, nor the Appellant or Defen- 
F dantbound to perfonal crial, but might do it by their 
Champions; and in chis caſe the beaten party, or 
that yielded, loft only his cauſe, and chis was in Camp 
cloſe. 

Theſelaſt ordinary in France, ( till St. Lewi s and 
Philip le Faire his Grand-ſon,) ſo that every Lord 
of the Fee, clerical or temporal,could grant itin his 
Jurifdition,and Kings and Lords made profit of it ; 
tor if a drawn battle, both paid 2 \. 6d. bur if fought, 
the vanquiſhed paid 112f, thence the Proverb of 
Bearn Law or Loray, Ou Le Battu Paye amerae, \ 
( Sir W.Rawleigh what follows. ) Je 
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Of theſe Trials by battle, {v0 Biſhop of Chartres ofc 
complained, ſpecially againſt the Eccleſialticks rati- 
fying ſuch Challenges ; but: Lewis and Philip re- 
erencht that Power only to Kings. In thoſe Challen- 

s on Treaſon, Murder , or any crime that was 
Geath by the Law, (and in none elſe,) the Rule beld, 
Le Defenſeur eſtoit tenu de propoſes cas defenſes per une 
dew entir , otherwiſe it was concluded he did taifible- 
went confeſſer le crime.But after Francis the firſt gave 
the Lye to Cheri: the fift, Emperor,every petite com- 
panion in France, in imitation made the Lye mortal, 
and brag'd that the worſt Gentleman there was 
braver then the Emperor. 

And from hence in our time, every man arrogates 
a Kingly libert; to offer, accept and appoint perſonal 
Combats, and the giving the lye ( which oughe to bs 
the negation only in accuſations for life,) is become 
the moſt fruitfull root of deadly quarrels, This is 
held a word ſo terrible, a wrong fo unpardonable , 
that no other recompence but blood. Whence we 
have derived an Art and Philoſophy of quarrel, with 
certain grounds'and rules, from whence the point of 
Honor, and the Dependencies are deduc'd, with many 
ridiculous and myftick curiofities ; 8s a blow with a 
Cane, relating to a ſlave,ſhall be more diſhonor then 
a ſword, in referenceto a ſouldier. Yet who would 
not make that exchange ? 

Examine this Lye with their condition, who are 
moſ tender in receiving ic, and preſent death on the 
ſwords point to the Giver;yet they uſe nothing more 
in their converſation then ſpeaking and ſwearing 
faiſly ; yea it is thereby chat they ſhift and ſhufffle in 
Phe world, andabuſeir; for who more break faith 
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row ? and being ſued, are thereby proved Lyars up- 
on Record ; nay,- in Complements, and vowing our. 
ſervices, what is there bur a courtly kind of lying ? 
Towr ſervant Sir ; like the word Yertue in the end of 
an Uſurers obligation, in as full force without it, Vne 
marche & complet faite enſemble de ſe mocker rnentir, 
& piper les wns, lezautres , yet be thatuſes it not , 
is counted a Da/man,or Cynick. And yet further con- 
fider we that hethat gives another man the Lye,when 
itis manifeſt he hath lyed,doth him no wrong at all , 
nor ought to be more hainouſly taken, then to ſay, 
He hath broken Promiſe, or failed bis Truſt, which 
amounts toalye. On the other fide, when l give ano- 
cher the lye, and know in my own conſcience he hath 
not lyed,l give the Lye tomy ſelf, And what cauſe 


havel,if 1 ſay, the Sun ſpines when it deth ſhine, and 


another tels me it is a Lye, for it is midnight , to perſe- 
ſerure ſuch a one to death for making himſelf a fool- 
liſh Ruffin and [.yar in bis own knowledge !So that to 
grvEit in any caſe, (except of Loyalty and Life) is fri- 
volous and irrational. 

O0bje#. They objeRt. Theſe Diſcourſes favour of 
Comwardize.1 anſwer ; *Tis crue, if they call it Cowar- 
dize to fear God or hell, whereas the truly wiſe or va* 
liant knows there is nothing elſe to be feared. For 
againſt an enemies ſword we find 10000 ſeven-penny 
men wap'd at that price in the wars, that fear it as 
lictle, perchance leſs, then any proſeſt ſword. man in 
the world. Diligentiſſima in tutela ſui fortitudo ; and 
ie is (faith Ariſtorle,)a mediocrity between doubting 
and daring, Sicut now martzrem pena, ſonotftight- 
ing, but a good cauſe declares the valiant man; In 
which wholtvever ſhall reſolvedly end his life, reſol-. 
yedly I mean in reipe& of the cauſe,to witzin defence 
cf his Prince, Religion,'or Country as be may juſtly

be nombred among the Martyrs of God ; ſo may 
thoſe that die wich malicions bearts in private Com- 
bats or Duels be called the Martyrs of the Devil. 
Neither indeed do we take our own Revenge, or pu- 
niſh the [njuries offered us by the death of the injuri. 
ous.For the trne conqueſt of revenge, is to give him, 
of whom he would be revenged,cauſe to repent him, 
and we lay the Repentance of another mans blood 
upon our own conſcience,and drown our ſouls in the 
wounds of onr enemies. 

A ſecond Obje&ion or Demand will be : Do 1 
condemn generous defence of Honor preſt with Injury ? 


I anſwer; No, if the Injury be violent; for the. 


Law of nature which is a branch of the eternal 
Law, and the Laws of all Chriftian Kings and States 
do favour him that is affail'd in the flavghrer of the 
aſſailant ; but no Gentleman,on a Chartel, or Cha- 
lenge being defied, is bound to anſwer in point of 
Honor in a private combate, becauſe (omitting the 
greateſt, which is the point of Religion, )the potht of 
Law is direRly contrary, which hath dominion over 
the point of Honor, which can judge it, which can 
Cceftroy it , except you will tile thoſe Arts honou- 
r- ble, where the hang-man gives the Garland. For 


the Laws of the Land having appointed the Hang-. 


man to ſecond the Conqueror,and the Laws of God 
appointed the Devil to ſecond the Conquered dying 
in malice , I ſay be is baſe,and alſo a fool that accepts 
of any Chartel ſo accompanied, 

A third ObjeRtion, How ſhall a noble or gentle 
man be repaired in Honor for Infamy unfufferable ? 
Anſwer. By the Court martial ; For do we not in 
caſes of debts, goods,1ands, end all chings elfe fubmic 
(wichour diſgrace)ro1:w,hceeufe it my be felony to 
rake by vioteace that abich is our own?Aad if Honor 
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be dearer chen goods, or life it ſelf, yet know what is 
true Honor ; [t is the Hiftory or Fame following Acts 
of Vertue, or Acts of difficulty, and danger for pub- 
ligue good, He that in theſe fails by Cowardize or 
baſe affeCtion, is diſhonoured ; bur aRing a private 
Combate for a private reſpet, and moſt commonly a 
frivolous one, is no a of vercue, becauſe contrary to 
Gods Law and the Kings,nor diffi-ulc,(on even terms) 
nor for publique good, but contrary. For a man may 
be Felo ar ſe, robbing lv bis King and Country : as 
for contumelious words, if I cauſe my enemy to con» 
feſs,be ſorry, or make amends, all cheſe, or any are ſuf. 
ficient,and che diſ-reputation is nor mine, bur bis : and 
for matter of Fa or Blows, &:. famous istbat deci- 
ſion of the French Marſpa/s in the caſe of Monſieur 
de Pl:ſſis ftruck by a Baron, which was awarded to 
kneel before Mr.P/.in open Court ſittirg in his Chair, 
and to trader him a ſword and a cudgil, and Pls to 
chuſe with which he would ſtrike; bur be forgave bim z 
and which of theſe cwo had the diſgrace ? If you ſay 
the Barons Repentance was enforced, and fo no diſhv-+ 
nor to him,you may as much alledge for a thief cor- 
feſling at the Gallows that his Repentaxce is eaforced 
t00,& fo all enforced repentance is infli&ed upon us for 
ſomething done unworthy of a Gentleman or an hoceſt 
man, and therefore the Court of Chivalry moſt chari- 
table; for the blood of men violently ſpilt, doth nor 
bring forth hony bees,as thar of Buls doth, which ſting 
bur che fiogers orthe face , bur it produces that mon- 
ſtrous beaſt, Reverge,which hath devoured ſo many no- 
ble perſorapes of ſeveral nations, as there is nothing 
more lamentable, nor more threatning the wrath 
of God upon ſapream Governors then the permiſſion; 
therefore K. fames «xtinguiſhe thoſe deadly Fends in d 
Scotland, and our Liws ate firong againſt Duellifis in 

England. . Ay 
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My Additions follow in a Sermon to K,Charls..'The Reathen could 
r0wſe his friend with a Te monen, ut. omnem'gleotiam ad quam 4 
pueritia inflimarus fuiſti,omni curi$8 induſtri3 confequare,mag- 


nitudinemq; animi-eui, quam, eggſchnper ſum admiratus, ſem- 
perq; amav1, ne unquam fe En injuria, A Chriſtian 
veriue then ſhould be. craſfiore rela then for every flie to break. "Tu 
for weak and guilty minds to be troubled with injurious words ; like 
our Duelliſts preventing the day of Judgement,and calling their bro- 
the to account for every idle word over nightyby ſending bim the 
length of bu ſword.But I deſsre to throw three orfour cool words upon 
this ignis fatuus, a m:teer that hath place only in a middle rank or 
region of manhind.For firſt, The whole shie of women are cleer againſt 
M3& among the males,all nobler ſpirits fitted for Counſel,or Gove rn- 
ment, will learn to look down with ſcorn upon it : Beggars and the 
poorer Tribes can live and die with a few brawls, or brohen-heads at 
moſt, The three profeſſions are better taught, finding .nd Aphoriſm or 
Law of God or mas to defend it; and men of Trade and Corporations 
underſtand not the word Puſineſs in the quarrelling Djalett:ſo that 
Fin is coafin? d;zt deſcends not. uſually beneath a ſerving-many nor 
P ends above a lnight. And being thus compreſt;the hape is, ut will 
ſhorily vaniſh into xathing , for it riſes from thafwhich is next to 
Nothing, Vanity, and Lyes, and Vapors, ia Tap-bduſes and Taveras. 
Anil you ſhall obſerve ſuch gueſts isll more tender of that dreadful 
word the Lye,on whom u falls in the nature of a true jeaſt; and ſuch 
moſt enrag'd about Reputation, whom wiſe men bnow to have 
little or no Reputation to.Joſe. Briefly , What think theſe Gal- 
lants of the Reman bravery and beight of ſpirit ? Can they ſhew 
me from all that ſtory a_pmr of worthy Courages(out tahe the meyce- 
nazry Fen'ers,)embrandied and enkindled to go forth and fight a Duel 
for th: Lye,or the ſon of a whore 3 or any ſwch poor ſroth as flies from 
men in wrath,or vext with diſtemper 13 drink,or play?But are we not 
Chriftians? a religion of meebneſs,that never occaſions, much leſs ne- 
cefſitatets any Diſciple to a deed that muſt inevitably draw on, or en- 
danger h:s hanging or damning,or both.The Captain of which profeſſs- 
en,the Author and Finiſher of eur fatth and ſalvation was conſecrate 
through ſufferings, made himſelf of no reputation, and endured ſuch 
cortralfion of ſianeis. 
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
